Examples  tire  not  wanting  of  a  Uinb  or  uf  the  niusclc>i  ^ 
of  the  ftice,  i>specia!ly  if  previously  the  eubiect  of  painful  or  spnatnodic 
paroxyaniE,  br^t^jiuing  iieiMd  wltb  starting  and  tremor  hmm  after  taking  the 
un-'dii-ine.  Thus,  iti  from  half  an  liiiur  to  an  hour  afli-r  iho  d<>se  had  been 
swallowed,  parts  began  to  start,  which  were  in  a  half  paralyzed  state  from 
apoplexy,  or  which  uwd  lo  pre-sent  violent  spasms  or  treiubling  during 
wveru  puroxysmii  of  lie  dimhurriu:.  Iu  Munie  ejwe.«*  the  dovidopuient  of 
bent  was  very  marked.  In  the  case  of  a  torpid  lymphatic  subjcci,  in  whom, 
from  "alMlnniiual  epilepsy,"  the  left  arm  had  gone  intoa  lialt-imlsied  state, 
attended  with  frt-cptent  iwitehiugs,  a  fleeting  but  seuajble  warinih  *iuceecded 
the  application  of  Veratriue,*. — Antidote:  cotfee,  mixed  with  a  little  letnon- 
joiee,*.

He  had  taken  it.  however,  in   tcjupoonful  dose?  every  half  hour,  until  the 
conlenta  of  the  vial  were  exhausted,  which  had  occurred  at  10  P.M.   At  this 
time   he  liegau  U>  feel  very  weak  and  sick,  as  be  exprcMfcd  it,  and  went  to 
bed  and  to  sleep.     .\t  about  1 1  i  o'clock  he  wa»  awakene<l  by  a  great  rush 
of  fluklfl  from  the  mouth.

As  1  ol>^erved  hitn,  thore  would 
ooL-ur  at  intervals  ot'foiir  or  live  rainutea  a  regurgitation  of  a  nioutht'ul  of 
fluid,  resenihling  the  alhuinou  of  ogg  ;  hi«  eyen  were  roUeil  undur  the  orhita, 
BO  that  the  sclerotica  only  were  vliihie ;  the  sighing  wai*  frequent  and  pro- 
funiid  :  and  the  putsc  was  proportionately  \ef»  than  the  breathing,  the  per- 
version  lieing  tu  tbu  cxttinL  uf  twenty  to  thirty  re^pirationit,  which  were 
8h;dlun.  lu  twenty  intautcs'  time  I  could  plainly  see  that  tlic  rcmediea 
which  1  had  administered  were  having  good  efl'ecl  upon  him.

of  llie  trouble,  w-ji*  cauM?<i  by  a  blow;  afterwards  ihvse  e<-'cbyiijoaed  spota 
•ppfad  over  the  lumbnr  region.  Oo  the  DiDth  day  the  K-lerutic  was  flonie* 
vhat  yellowidh.  On  the  tenth  there  (teemed  to  be  an  nfr^ravation.  the  back 
became  more  (edematous,  aud  the  eoc.-hym(R*e«  aud  infiUratiun  spread  over 
the  aate^.  Oa  the  twelfth  the  ecchymuws  had  greatly  diraiaished,  but  the 
csdema  of  the  upper  extremity  and  ^.luitilder  (ttill  coritintieil:  the  hardtie«« 
was  remarkable.

CDieenth  day  there  waif  Ktill  Imrdue^  of  a  [mrtion  of  the  arm  aud  back, 
but  all  the  ei-chyn)<ii<e«  had  di^appt-ared.  though  the  skin  over  the  ami  aud 
back  wa»  .ilill  yellow  ;  the  urine  wa^  perlK-tly  rle«r  and  traBsparciit ;  the 
aclerulic  »lill  wniewlmt  yellow.".— [450.]  The  bitter  part  becotuw  black, 
hard.Bwalleu,  and  covered  with  spot*,*. — After  a  quarter  of  an  hour  the  arm 
began  to  Rwell.  it  lief-ame  tense  and  bluish  re«i ;  togcrher  with  tmuM»,  vio- 
lent vorniliijg,  great  priKiimiion,  and  at  tiniee  inclination  to  fiiinting.  The 
bite  mu  fuuud  to  look  like  ilie  scratch  of  a  pin.  and  to  extend  scarcely 
through  the  epidermic,  nevertheless  the  whole  hand  and  arm  as  far  as  the 
elbow  vtw  Awullcn,  w  that  a  rather  lai^e  shin  had  to  be  cut  away ;  there 
was  oo  pain,  either  in  the  wind  or  in  the  nioiu,  but  an  unpleanut  teuM 
eensation :  the  skin  dark  bluish  re«l,  with  black  nnd  yellow  i^pots,  and 
stripes  following  the  coui^  of  the  cutaneous  veiiu  of  the  arm.  The  u«ual 
fmh  and  nid^ly  coh>r  of  iho  fac«  had  rapidly  changed  lo  a  very  yellow  and 
earthy  color,  the  mood  was  anxiotiit  an<l  irritable  ;  pulse  weak,  slow  ;  there 
WM  a'bo  a  coi»tani  sensation  of  fiaintne^.  The  yellow  color  of  ilie  face 
continnetl  fivL-  dayp,  and  of  the  ann  ten  iIhvp,*.— Finger  becamo  swollen 
a»<l  painful :  nnd  sense  of  numhne>M  and  rigidity  gradnnlly  exteiideil  up  the 
ban<l  aud  arm  (in  five  minutes);  toward.^  evening  the  hand  and  arm  be- 
came painfully  infliimml  and  t^wtdleri  lu  three  or  four  timt»  their  uuturul 
■ise.  Spots  of  purpura  liBemorrbagicn  ajipeured  the  next  day  in  various 
piut»  of  the  body  and  limbs.  The  inftunmiation,  which  was  of  an  ery^ifkel- 
a(ou!J  chnmcter,  gradually  spnwd  from  the  arm  to  the  t^huulder,  iuiegu- 
nientd  of  the  neck,  chest,  abdomen,  aud  back,  on  the  right  side,  as  low 
down  as  the  hip.  The  bright-red  hue  of  the  skin  began  to  fade  on  the 
fourth  day.  leavini;  it  of  a  mottled  livid  color,  with  patehefl  of  ei.*chyun>ses. 
The  (Mlema  of  the  legs  was  coD8i<Ierably  relieved  by  Guely  puncturing  with 
a  Ian(>et.  At  the  end  of  a  week  I  wai^  able  to  leave  my  be<l,  but  the  hand 
and  arm  were  cpiile  u.«ele!«,  and  did  not  re^'over  their  former  powers  until 
six  or  eight  weeks  after  the  accident ;  the  right  leg  also  remained  weak  for 
some  time,  causing  nie  to  dreg  it  in  walkiug.  After  a  fortnight,  collections 
of  matter  formed  ^cce!<i*ively  in  the  finger,  hand,  forearm,  and  axilla,  re> 
quiring  evacuation  by  the  lancet.'*.

Then  the  eyes  improveil,  but  it  extetidtKl 
ibrongh  the  whole  budv,  and  gave  rii^  to  pains  internally,  in  various  {lartji 
Af  the  abdtXDen  aud  limbs.     At  last  she  became  almost  numb.*. — The 
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hiUen  extremity  was  ei>vereci  wit!)  Icavec,  !he  tumefactioD  dit^appMired  on 
the  founh  <l«y.  and  llic  patient  sormetl  convaleso^ut,  but  on  tlie  wv^iith 
day  he  was  cei/ed  wilh  extreme  t<uffn-atioii,  followed  by  death,**. — The  paia 
was  iLl  first  excwdiiinly  acute ;  the  wiiuiid  Iwi-amf  livid,  and  tlm  arm  was 
much  colarged.  towards  evening;  the  next  morninff  the  swclliog  encom- 
pawed  her  whole  brt'aet,  and  even  extended  lo  the  bnlloin  of  the  tnm  rih«; 
thn  third  day  the  nwolliiig  extemlHl  over  the  Itmer  part  of  the  ahdomeD, 
and  her  body  was  considerably  increased  beyond  its  natma!  3i»s'*. — After 
being  bitten  in  the  finger  nud  suekirtg  it,  Ihem  wag  swelling  of  the  finger 
and  also  of  tlie  mouth,  he  was  olilijred  to  nit  ilnwii,  it  wa-i  impowible  In  go 
forward;  he  fell  as  if  he  would  die.  became  helpless  and  weak,  leaned 
Bgain^l  a  tree,  ibe  liHnds  beeamc  blark  and  cold,  the  mouth  and  abdomen 
swollen,  conxtaiilly  Miid  that  he  Hbntild  die,  followed  by  bloo«ly  vomiting, 
diarrhu-a,  and  death,  in  an  hour  and  a  half,*. — The  foot  hecomca  as  blue 
M  if  wntihed  wilh  iiidign.  without  swelling',  afier  the  vomiting  and  ^eat 
woakncsj;  the  next  tiighl  he  had  violent  fever  with  much  delirium,  and  in 
the  morning  decided  swelling  from  the  bite  a»  far  as  the  neck,  the  whole 
right  aide  of  the  back  wat^  bluif-h,  greenish,  and  yellowish  ;  there  was  no 
dwelling  at  all  on  the  left  t<ide.  Therewith  the  urine  was  dark  yellow,  as 
in  jiiundicn.  So  weak  ihiil  Hvery  time  he  rwe  he  fainte<l,". — SulMef|uently 
a  ^'angrenous  alough  formed  at  the  place  of  the  bile,  involving  the  wjfl. 
tissues,  including  (he  leiidous  of  the  muscles,  which  afler  several  weeks 
nlougbed  off,". — Onngrenoun  spolw  on  the  foot.  After  the  bit«  on  the  foot 
iM>me  droM  of  blood  flowed  fruoi  the  wound  wliieh  he  (tucked  into  his 
mouth.

It  lioou  Muhiiided.  however,  and  I 
(lept  imoiediately  after  retirio);,  wbiob  1  think  wae  $ooa  after  niidnigbu  I 
felt  no  eymptumft  on  the  fullowing  diiy,  and  at  10.30  I'.M.,  I  to^^k  10  drojis 
iDon?.  aud  attired  in  ubuut  balf  an  hour.  Sovn  after  King  down  I  fell  a 
choking  euffjcaling  Mo»ation.  »s  thoueb  my  lungs  were  compressed, so  that 
I  ruuld  nnt  fully  expand  them.  {I  bad  expertencxil  a  similar  seosatioo 
acveral  yeara  ago.  when  laboring  under  »orDC  disorder  of  ilic  ch«t.)  There 
was  come  iocTeased  action  of  the  heart ;  it  did  not  beat  faster  than  ueual, 
but  hanliT,  that  id,  the  volume  of  blood  which  enlereil  it  Feemml  to  \>e 
great<^r.  The  pain  in  the  meatus  of  tbe  left  ear  wam  Dot  so  marked  as  oo 
the  evening  pre%-ioos,  but  still  it  wa»  plainly  present.  It  Be«med  on  this 
ocmeion  tu  Hit  iilHtiii,  not  ^ttling  dovtn  on  a  single  |H)iot.  As  an  the  even- 
ing previous  tbcitc  sytuptutun  continued  for  tiftc^n  or  twenty  minnteit.  aud 
then  subsided  and  did  nut  return.  On  the  succeeding  day*  I  took  5  dropt 
three  tinieei  a  day,  but  did  not  develop  any  new  symptoms.  The  iiympt»ms 
before  medtioDccJ  were  pr^^cnt,  but  were  not  so  marked  as  on  tbe  ibrmur 
occasions.  August  18th  1  touk  G  drojis  of  tbe  9th  potency,  iu  the  evening, 
but  did  not  perceive  any  .'symptoms  Tbe  next  evening  1  took  12  drops  of 
the  9ib,  and  dert-loped  in  a  marked  degree  the  same  ;^ymptoms  as  after  10 
drop«  of  the  l^th.

1  have  taken  various  potencies  from 
the  tincture  up  to  the  30th,  and  have  invariably  cunlinueit  the  proving,  Lo 
wit,  pain  in  tlie  left  external  meatus,  heavy  slow  beating  of  tbe  bean.,  dy^p- 
□<ca.  and,  finally,  «Larp  cutting  )>a)u$  in  tbe  heart,  Thi»  last  wa?  very  flever« 
from  the  30th,  so  i*vere  that  I  wa*  obliged  lo  take  Al-ouiIc  tu  antidote  it. 
I  have  atwav?  got  the  mo^l  marked  symptom*  from  the  high  potencies,  or  at 
l«afct  tbe  bigtier  tbey  have  been  ibe  more  marke<l  have  been  the  n'mptonu,*.

siotlie  to  excess.  After  driufcing  fur  six  oiontba  or  a  year,  some  day  the 
penuii  ilriukA  lo  excew  and  the  t^jiasms  come  on.  Acute  alcoholic  mania 
or  delirium  tremens  i»  equally  nn  acule  sviuploni  during  chivnic  alcohol- 
wd,  and  the  vpileptifomi  spasms  of  alcoboh^ra  show  themiclres  at  a  very 
idvancfd  iktIimI.  Persons  who  are  attacked  by  the  epilepsy  of  Absinthe, 
drink  gvnerHJIy  eigiit,  iwelrc,  or  even  twenty  gliuwcs  uf  Alwinthe  a  (i»y. 
Otfaen  drink  three  or  four,  and  are  awaiting  the  attacks.  A  circunisiance 
of  gmt  im[>ortaiice  ie  the  predi^ipu^ition.  We  find  u  large  nuiuber  of 
(trinker*  who  have  never  had  spnuni.i.ur  oidy  slight  pyniptora!*.  Ther**  are 
others,  on  the  contrary,  whu  are  atiacked  on  their  nrsi  excess-  A  large 
kunber  of  pen«on  baliilually  sober,  who  ilrink  oc<?a»ii>na]ty  a  gla^a  of  Ab- 
Ritthe,  become  aflectcd  by  a  kind  of  intoxiration,  wilh  pains  in  the  head 
ud  wuMtiun  of  constriction  in  the  temples,  and  they  therefore  rarely 
drink  Absinthe.  Such  persons  tolerate,  wiihout  the  tea^^t  trouble,  a  large 
^niity  of  Alcohol,  ami  experipnce  nu  symptnnis  from  it.  This  is  a  very

There  were  aLso  wearinej<s  and  inuli 
tiou  to  ptjrapire,'.— Covered  witii  eohl  iiert^piniti^m,  and  trembling  fror 
head  to  lout,  aud  apparently  alarmed  at  everybody  and  everything  about' 
her.  Her  breathing  wa.-<  very  lal>uriuU9  and  Lui'ried  :  her  cmnitenance 
j>prfectly  wiid.atid  the  pupiU  diluted  ;  t!ie  lougue  wu.s  dry  and  cold  ;  puUi; 
yB.  aud  full  ;  the  abduiuen  much  distended,  with  extremely  acute  pain  at 
the  i^crobiculuH  conlit<,  ao  much  so  that  the  slightest  pre^ure  there  eaused 
her  to  slirti'k  out.

Hf* 
frwjm-ntly  parlnok  of  mullet)  beer  and  egg!*,  which  warmed  him  op,  and 
rflii>«^  hiin  (n  pem"^*',  at\er  which  he  felt  easier,  but  could  not  sleep.

— S«i«n  exiH-riencwi  ovpr  the  buccal  mucous 
ln^o)bnlne  a  Mosalion  of  acridity  and  heat,  which  spread  rapidly  to  the 
throat,  and  after  a  time  to  the  stomach.  There  mkhi  followe<l  burning  aud 
Dumhui-w  of  the  \\y#,  tongue,  and  phnryiix;  at  tlie  same  lime  there  was 
very  abuudant  Mlivation.     To  these  local  cHecti  are  joined  general  symp- 
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toms  of  mnlaiio,  fc<eblene^,  heaviness  of  the  head,  and  naiiscn,  frequent 
vnwning,  general  opprescinti,  and  vtin*  marked  ]ih»  of  niiiwulRr  ]K>wer.

After  »  variiilile  time  the  prostrntioti  inereaHes, 
is  asjuiciuted  with  headaclie,  laticiuating  pa'me  in  the  Tatx,  prickling  follow 
iiig  the  cutirt«  of  llie  nerve;  fretjueiU  llllll^ea ;  nt  times  ncLiHiifinuied  by 
vuiniling.  l^tum  of  tiiiiHCLilnr  [Hiwer  Wcoiiies  very  marked,  fornticatiuu^l 
more  pronounced  wlien  quiet.  The  limbs  Aeeni  nuruh,  the  face  scaaitivft^H 
and  swulleu,  pnl^e  falU;  rtsjiimliun  beeonics  diftieull,  the  sensation  of 
burning  in  the  thrmit  beeomcs  pninfiiL,  ancl  there  follows  prnfinw  jierspira- 
lion.  After  awhile  there  i^  general  proNtratJou-  One  ex[terieiiced  a  bruised 
feeling  in  the  limbs,  and  diffleulty  iii  grasping;  nbjeet* ;  tlie  least  effort  ex* 
hnu5t.'«  and  enervates;  ref>pirntin.n  i>^  filow  and  ileep;  the  puliie  i!«  remark- 
ably lowered.  The  intellect  in  not  uffeeted,  and  thefe  ift  no  fleepinein.  The 
pupilfl  are  dilated,  but  the  dilatation  is  far  Icsit  marked  than  lliat  produced 
bv  Atropia ;  they  eontract  siowlv  under  the  inHuence  nf  a  bright  ligbc^H 
Ybe.^e  .oymptoin!^  lai^t  ten  or  twelve  honr«;  little  by  little  the  puUe  rtfteSflH 
rciigiirntiun  bci-umei^  freer,  the  viliil  powen^  and  ihe  appetUe  retnm,  in  & 
word,  everything  resumes  its  natural  fuuciint].  The  symptoms  wliieb  per- 
ettti  lo  the  last  are  the  dryness  i>f  tbe  tbruat,  the  beavinei^  of  tbc^  head,  and 
the  extreme  weari ties*,'.— The  fullnwiug  xn  a  detailed  account  of  au  experi- 
meut :  At  8.30  a.m.,  tbe  pulse  beating  68,  (i  granules  of  Aconitia,  i  inlg., 
were  taken.

In  forty-tive  minutes 
prickling  in  the  face  and  forearniit,  jiulse  85  ;  after  an  bour,  oppresiion, 
headiielie,  sensation  nf  dryne>*i  and  burning  in  the  throat  very  pronounced, 
ealivntion.  In  an  hour  ami  a  half,  general  depression,  very  great  mu9cu-| 
lar  feehleue^,  «weat,  aausea,  and  vomiting,  pulse  US.  After  two  bouis; 
and  a  haU\  prickling  in  (he  face,  whieb  seems  swollen  and  sensitive.  al«o 
in  the  forearms  ana  bandu,  which  i-ecm  numb  and  heavy;  pulse  i>0.  Id 
three  houm  and  a  half  rt^piratioa  im|i«ded,  pain  in  the  temple  and  along 
tbe  course  of  the  infraorbital  nerve;  profuse  per^plralion,  pupils  not  di- 
lates), tMOsatiou  of  heat  in  the  throat  and  over  tne  larynx,  soon  disappear- 
ing; the  eyelldi'  iteeni  nnmb,  and  there  is  abundant  salivation,  complete 
lo^  of  appetite  and  some  nausea.  Ln  four  hour^  and  a  half,  same  syinp- 
torop,  complete  prostration  of  all  the  forces,  gait  heavy,  general  enerTA- 
tion,  slight  (eiidem-y  to  sleep.  After  oix  hour»  and  a  half,  heiulacbe,  with 
eonstrietinn  of  the  temple?i,  pupils  dilated,  rci'piraliou  diflicult,  pulse  52.

The  inedivioe  "upset  bim  very  much  all  day.  he 
lell  languid  and  fJt'Cpy ;  he  onuld  not  holil  up  the  liead  iir  keep  bui  t-vea 
open."  He  was  giddy  and  uoiild  not  wnlk  across  the  room  without  help  ; 
tae  Ti«ioD  wu  hazy ;  the  ereet  ])0!>iure  induced  nausea.  IJe  could  not  eaL 
much  <>u  the  medicine  dnye,  ou  acoiuut  of  u  dl/HcuIlv  of  ewulhming,  and 
paiiw  in  the  back  of  ihe  tieck  ami  l>ehind  the  jaw:*  of  the  parotid  regions. 
tMi  iliat  io  eatiug  he  had  to  press  the  hack  uf  the  neck  with  hU  bands.  A 
fdoiviug  tingling  fiH-ling  [HTvadiM]  the  body,  ami  tlteru  waj^^  u  burning  feel- 
ing in  the  gullet.  "  as  if  a  hut  coal  were  there."  The  tiugling  in  the  mouth 
aod  face  came  on  withiu  half  an  hour,  the  ramnolency  after  an  hour  and 
a  half  iir  two  lumrK.  .\t  firvl  he  »ik>nl  for  an  hour,  hut  iifU'rwiirdH  the  tilui'p 
WAM  drcamv  and  broken.  The  giddine»>8.  dimuc^  of  virion,  and  the  rau^* 
<uUr  wea&oesB  were  moet  marked  l>etween  the  sixth  and  tenth  houra. 
Tbere  was  atwuy;:  snnie  dyvuria,  mid  oL-ca^ionally  retention  with  hypogas- 
tric paitis.  Nausea  wa«  generally  a  prominent  iiymptom,  and  the  pain  in 
the  Deck  oflen  remained  until  the  next  <lay,^*. — Cieiieral  numbness  and 
tiugtiug,  hut  must  inarketl  in  Ihe  facre  and  Lhmut ;  nnu^it^,  giddiness,  w>m- 
axilency,  and  muscular  wcakuese,". — After  Ihree-<jiiarter8  of  au  hour  a 
Xiugliag- prick  ling  »ensatiun  running  up  the  legs  to  the  spine  and  head,  and 
tingling  of  the  fingent,  much  gitldinuss  and  Mniiiiolcncy,  but  the  sleep  was 
dieturtved  by  frequent  wakings.  After  two  hours  be  was  unable  lu  walk 
^r  evta  riand  without  great  exertion,  and  on  rising  from  (he  recunilK'nl

Hie  6n>(  «ytaptoi»  \»  nimbling  in  the  abdomen  with  eructations,  after 
wlucfa  thr  head  iM-coroes  fiull,  there  ai)[iear%  a  Vente  ilrawing  seiuatiou  along 
the  coarse  of  the  trigeminus,  which  tlien  gives  place  to  a  sliooiing,  wander- 
ii^,  Terr  fns|ueDlJy  interrupted,  and  finally  constant  pain.  The  pulee 
hqpu  to  &ll,to  become  irregular. small,  and  wi:ak,tbt!  ilulncKa  of  the  hend 
^■■■■1  ■".  auuciaied  with  weakneas,  pn»traiion,  and  eleepiue»s  and  a  <lnll 
faiawiihiu  the  hUuU.  The  pupiU  are  at  fir>t  unusually  mobile,  varyiug 
■  mac,  but  aflennartls  become  permanently  ililatcd,  aeoociated   with   dim

Tb<?  hendiiche  aixT  duhiFJw  of  the  head  frrudnally  ilirniini.sh(^d  all-er  two 
hour*.  The  prover  expericncwl  motit  unusual  weaknejt.<,  wc«rine*»,  oppre*- 
nioii,  uud  unxietv,  was  frequently  obliged  to  yawn.  Kesniruiifm  cou^tuntly 
Itrt'iime  more  diflirull  and  Hhiwer.  Tliif  was  ti».<v>ciHtcii  Mith  a  sensation 
AM  if  the  iicck  and  chest  were  conatricled.  Th<^  puUc  constantly  berante 
tniire  and  more  irregular,  and  fell  belovr  one-half  of  the  normal,  frequently 
interniittPiit,  and  nt  last  at^.^iimed  a  dirrotie  type.  The  wenltne,«s  n'ache<l 
itneh  n  degree  that  the  prover  tould  not  stand  up,  bill  was  obHjrcd  t"  keep 
u  horiwMiul  jiosition.  Tlieaiixietv  increased,  ivas  asisocialed  with  a|iatliy, 
{ndtflenmce  to  the  whole  world.  The  heat  of  the  pulse  and  heart  al  times 
omitted  for  several  j^ecouda;  refiniratinu  became  morcaralching  for  breath. 
Hkin  irotiHantly  dry  and  icy  cold.  Tnsic  and  senMitioD  diminished.  On 
the  placi'N  where  the  cmwling  had  cciiseil  there  set  in  a  sensation  of  fnzxi- 
IH^,  lu  III  a  finger  which  ha?  been  tightly  laced  bv  a  string;  subsultus 
ti'iidiiinni ;  iihvolnntftry  stretehiug  of  tliti  limb».

ihc^kiii  wax  dry.  AOcr  nil  linn r  the  hendat-hi!  and  fatvacne  W^an  ;  lUe 
heailachc  was  ngt;rav»ted  hy  hcudiug  the  hr>dy  forward  ;  it  afterwardii  W- 
rjiiDe  a»KK.'iaied  with  ringing  in  the  ears  and  vertigo.

«r  the  niHlontinal  muiscles.  On  wnlkini,'  about  he  hnd  vertigo,  roaring  in 
the  eftfT,  and  great  sensitiveness  to  light.  After  the  crawling  hud  ceatc<l 
tJ>e  epidermic  of  the  face  began  to  det*|uamate,  Towanla  niorniii;.'  he  lay 
4lnwn  on  account  of  great  weakness,  soon  fell  asleep,  and  awoke  warm  and 
in  penopimtion.  Ai  (his  time  he  had  erections  and  clntf«iol1^  but  without 
viiluptmiu^  dreams.

The  rumbling  in  the 
aMonicn  wait  much  Ich*,  hut  the  ilchiiig  of  the  i^kin,  desquamation  of  tho 
rpidcmiis,  painii  in  the  joint?,  perspiration.  emi.<flions,  eruption  of  vesicles, 
«xieii!»ion  of  the  pain  in  the  face  over  the  resit  of  the  body,  were  pwuiiar  ; 
un  the.  i>outrary  he  had  no  vomiting,  no  retardation  of  rc>«pimLion,  no 
sniping  for  air,  no  eoMtriclion  of  the  throat,  t)o  subjective  symptoms  of 
ti)e»kin  and  exlremilios*. 

A  cliKvr  unalvNitf  of  the  Kymptnms  fotlowH:  The  rumbling  in  the  aImId- 
Dipo  nud  the  eructatioDiA  M'hich  appeared  in  most  of  the  pruvers,  usually 
at  once  after  the  do^e,  were  oonetaiit  symptoms.  Another  constant  !>ymp* 
|iim  wa>  the  pain  in  the  bead  and  face.  The  headache  Rcemed  lo  be  diffi- 
rah  to  distiugui^h,  e»<pecially  as  it  seemed  astfociatei)  with  pain  in  the  face 
nod  in  chara<'ter  idenlicul  with  it,  having  iti>  seat  iu  the  ^alp,  and  invulr- 
hip  the  fli<-tril)Ulioii  of  the  temporal.  rnHital,  and  5U[>raarbitaI  divisions  of 
t!i<f  tngcmuiU?.  The  fac«ache  was  alwayi  a  drawinff  teuse  sensation,  at 
tliiii-«  aU'i  a  fe«liug  of  premure ;  the  upper  jaw  M^eineu  leaden  and  heavy  ; 
fi'llowpd  by  single  shooting-jerking  painn  along  the  course  of  the  iHolated 
afr\-e«;  the  pain  changing  about,  till  at  laitt  it  became  fixed.  The  Mjcond 
kind  of  beadacbe  cam«  uu  later,  after  ibe  duliiess  of  the  bead  had  parsed 
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off  and  the  iHilim  tiad  deculetlly  fnllen.  This  headache  wag  associated  with 
ringiti^  in  the  ean,  vertigo,  etc. ;  and  was  wat«d  wlihin  the  skull,  and 
from  NDialler  duef«  wa.^  uDly  a  dull  j)n*i»ti)g  aeiuatiuii  witliiu  the  licad  ;  it 
was  tttpc'rirtUy  pmdiiced  and  aggravate*!  hv  mental  effort. 

Tb^  crawling  was  characi eristic  oC  the  extrflci;  except  in  thcne  caaes 
when  the  extract  came  in  eontaet  with  llie  um^iie,  it  a[i(>oiii'uil  fur  the  Brst 
time  (vhpii  th4>  piiUe  haii  fallfn  one-<]unrter  of  the  norma),  a»d  vra-^  a.'^^o- 
ciatcd  with  dulnesft  of  the  head,  pains  in  the  head  and  face.  It«  tir^t  lu- 
dicalitin  wan  a  peeiiliar  hitiiig  and  wioliuR  sensation  on  the  tongue,  always 
aswM'iated  with  increased  se<Tctioo  of  saliva,  afcer  which  there  came  on  the 
crawtine.  The  «ymfiU)in  alwayif  observed  a  definite  order;  it  always  ap- 
peared first  on  the  tip  of  ihe  toiigui.',  thou  over  the  upper  surface  of  the 
ti)nj,aie  and  on  the  lips,  exlendiajr  to  the  posterior  portion  of  the  mouth, 
then  hpgnn  in  the  tips  of  the  finders,  then  in  the  face,  and  ahove  all  in  the 
enpmliyoid  a-jjion  and  im  the  chin,  ttien  in  the  idieeks  and  lipf  of  the  to(», 
on  the  perin:eiirn.  che^t.  ahdomeii,  and  laatlv,  on  the  back.  It  «*ast  most 
violent  in  the  forehfad.  least  violent  in  the  IftUer  refjion!*.  On  ohf«rvlng 
attenlivt'ly  thi-  dhUt  in  whicli  this  sympltim  ujiju-ars  it  will  be  i^-en  tlint  it 
afiect^  the  different  parts  of  the  iKidy  in  the  *ame  order  in  which  Weber's 
inC'iWiMre  of  tooch  detftrniiues  the  !Jeu.--itiveneM.  The  crawHnjr  cannot  be 
desfrihwl ;  it  seems  like  the  rcaiilt  of  pre-syure  on  tho  sciniic  nerve,  yet  it 
is  peculiar:  it  is  not  like  fomiicaiiun,  pricklinff,  nor  tickliug.  but  rather  a 
mixture  of  all  the*i?.  As  nlready  saluted,  it  is  aggravated  by  chan^  of 
tein[H'niture.  I  hiive  ntit  niually  olwerved  it  on  the  throat.  Oidy  while 
eating  it  seem?  to  acconip:iny  the  morsel  through  the  nwophagua  to  the 
stomach  ;  therewith  the  In^It-  is  dintinishetJ. 

As  rrgantu  the  pulse,  %ve  found  that  iuwmie  jmivers  II  was  first  increased 
in  frequency,  hut  after  twenty  minutes  it  sank  below  the  normal,  became 
small,  weak,  inlerniitlent,  and  on  retnnlation.as  in  one  ca.se  from  HU  in  50, 


it  bccnnie  dicrotic.  Thia  dicrotic  pul»e.  however,  was  only  noticed  in  the 
large  artorie*.  mostly  in  the  carotids,  since  in  the  radial  arteries  the  pnlae, 
when    bIow,  was  so  sninl),  weak,  and    irregular,  that  it  coidd  scarcely  bo 


counted.  When  the  flat  hand  Vitus  placed  upon  the  pruronliul  region  it 
could  he  diHiiiir-ily  felt  (hat  the  heart  did  not  contract  at  once.  The  pnlra 
and  bent  of  tin-  licart,  fruru  large  daises,  very  frequently  omitted  entirely 
for  a  few  Seconal?.  In  one  cape,  from  the  extract  oi'  young  root*,  in  order 
to  Arc)  the  Uc-at  of  the  )>eart  mon>  ilislinctly  I  lay  uyum  the  abdomen,  aud 
felt  piainiy  (in-  wunc  lime  a  very  violent  iri-egulnr  beiiting.  which  became 
weaker  and  weaker,  then  at  last  it  ceased  entirely  ibr  snoii;  sccoikU,  atler 
which  it  lii'canie  stituig^vr,  and  nio  on.  Soon  after  vumitJug  the  beat  of  the 
heart  and  the  pnliie  Ix-came  rtigidnr. 

At!  regards  the  disturbance  of  respiration,  we  lind  ttiat  in  the  bcginuiDj; 
there  wur  frequent  yawning.  aflerwanU  npprewion,  anxiety,  gas|]ihg  for 
air,  with  a  feeling  aa  if  the  che?!!  and  ihrout  would  be  coiistricied.  At 
this  time  there  were  a  vtiry  diwigreeable  feeling  in  the  throat,  aud  nausea, 
80  that  the  prover  very  frequently  and  involuntarily  put  hia  baud  to  the 
throat,  where  the  hindrance  lo  lUe  breathing  seemed  to  be.  JVreira  men- 
tioDB  this  motion  without  being  able  to  a»-ign  a  cause  for  it.  Previous  to 
vomiting  the  refupiratory  movements  were  the  mofit  difficult  and  tliu  tduwest, 
aud  the  anxiety  of  breiilhing  the  greatest  (associated  with  the  greatest  re- 
tardation of  the  pulae) ;  in  one  case  the  respirations  fell  to  8  in  a  minute; 
aftrr  vomiting  the  respiratiojis  became  more  frequent,  nuire  rapid  than 
normal.    The  respiratory  movemeuts  were  very  short,  weak,  aud  io  shocka. 
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The  tetn[>e»ture  of  the  skin  duriQ^  the  first  half  hour  aA«r  theitoK  mu* 
devated  ;  fsiiec-iallv  the  hend  and  face  were  very  warm,  aitil  in  ^me  cases 
I  observed  warmth  in  ihe  epipwlric  region  :  aAer  tliis  the  nkiii  alwaya  be- 
came cool  and  always  remained  so  for  fax  or  eijjlit  hour*.cvcn  though  wrll 
covrrc^l  and  heatetl.  This  wioluess  was  not  only  subjective,  but  was  very 
perceptible  to  my  cidleapies.  The  akio  was  pale,  the  fcainres  diMorted, 
the  »)en;$ibility  diniiui^b^  (.1  was  able  to  piocb  myMlf  quite  violeotly  with- 
out experiencing  pain). 

A*  regards  the  suhjeclive  symptoms  in  the  ?kin.  they  occttrred  at  the 
fame  time  a»  the  crawling,  and  have  been  noiioiKl  a."  a  disttirtiou  of  the 
tut,  etc. ;  they  were  the  m-wl  marked  and  the  most  rcmurkiihie  at  fir^t 
They  never  entirely  di^pr>cared,  and  were  always  ap),'ravaied  by  change 
of  temperature. 

Mu^ular  weakoes!  made  its  appearance  ws  a  laxity  of  the  joint«.  The 
luuvemculx  of  the  fxLremitie«  necraed  like  thoM  of  a  pendulum,  with  no 
artiiin  of  the  nui«>cleit.  or  better  to  describe  it,  as  if  the  miucular  KU«e 
faileil  entirely.  About  two  hour*  after  the  dow;  there  came  on  a  peculiar 
wcaknew,  ho  that  after  a  doji^'  of  0.1  gmm  of  the  old  root,  when  lu  or<lcr 
to  relieve  the  increasing  need  of  respiration,  the  room  seeming  loo  ti^ht, 
and  as»octated  with  a  Ben»e  of  not  euoueh  air  in  it.  I  attempted  tti  take 
A  walk,  I  was  obliged  to  he  supported  ny  a  colleague  in  order  to  avoid 
tiillin^.  AtMint  $'\x  honnt  after  the  dose  the  weakness  was  m>  great  thai  I 
ma*  obliged  to  keep  a  borizouial  poeittoo. 

The  nlecp  wna  nlwayx  diNinrhed,  and  after  the  lai^r  doaea  the  whole 
uigbl  wftj*  i»lccplc« ;  from  small  doses  the  sleep  was  frequently  interrupted 
and  verv  restlesa.

Gvrman  Aconitine  (from  Acoo.  uapcllus)  always  causes  besdache  and 
faceache,  which  occur  not  only  on  the  day  of  the  provinf:,  hut  during  the 
eucw«lin)£  Kpcks,  atid  ev?u  for  a  whojp  year  afler  the  ex|HTiment ;  aggra- 
vated by  every  excitement  in  consequence  of  mental  effort  or  by  emotional 
disturbance;  il  al»K>  cauee»  depre««ion  of  mind,  both  on  the  day  of  the 
pntving  and  on  the  mcci'cding  days,  leaden  bi-nvincNii  of  the  heitd,  weak- 
iws*,  pro!»tratiuD,  and  a  diminulion  of  the  frequency  of  the  pulse  lasting  a 
lung  time.  Dyt>puu?a  and  formication  are  entirely  wanting.  The  M'mp- 
loms  experienced  from  tlie  extract  of  the  root  of  Aeon,  fenix  were  differ- 
ent, namely,  the  headache  and  faceache  were  entirely  wanting;  mental 
activity  was  greatly  increaM-d.  and  depression  followed  a»  a  secondarr 
e0cct  aHer  Mime  lime,  and  was  mj  great  that  not  the  »lighteHt  mental  i^^rk 
could  be  perlomied.  Id  addition  there  were  the  following  symptoms,  espe* 
cially'niarked  ;  excessive  dyspntea.acoompaided  by  a  distrevsing  feeling  of 
anxiety;  ventEation  of  formication  over  the  whole  bo<lr;  outbreak  of  per- 
spiration accompanied  by  calor  mord.ix  ;  high  degree  of  vertigo  and  mus- 
cular weakness;  etiurmous  increase  of  diuresis;  extremely  sharp  burning 
U*le ;  violem  bumiug  in  the  mouth  and  throat  in  spite  of  the  fad  that 
the  extract  woi;  enveloped  in  a  cajMiule;  inclination  to  vomit,  and  actual 
vomiting:  diurrha^o  acconipauied  by  pain.  However  small  the  do>«e  of 
English  Aconite  it  wai»  able  to  irritate  all  the  parii*  experimented  upon. 
On  frfrqut^tly  bringing  il  near  the  D«j«e  and  taking  a  deep  breath,  in  order 
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to  got  llie  odor  of  the  F.ii^lwS  Aronitino  CAcon.  frnixl,  there  ooeurreH  fre- 
quent eDneziii;;  ami  a  diiiaercealtle  boring  feeling  in  the  nose.  After  a  few 
hmirs  llicrc  th'veloppfi  viiilent  biirning  on  the  tongue,  llirtml,  and  palate, 
ai«<K'iat«.'ii  wiiti  iiicliiiMlioii  to  i'ouj;h.  and  es|ivcially  "m  the  lips,  where  it 
wa^  paiiioiilarly  violent  when  anything  hot  wjxs  drank;  these  latter  Bvmp- 
tunis  were  ohservwl  nri  the  day  when  1  whc  wtirking  wiili  the  dnig,  hut  had 
iiot  vulutitarily  bnni^'ht  it  near  the  uuse  nr  li\i».  OuL-e  a  particle  happened 
to  get  ititu  the  eye;  it  very  hoou  (raiiHi.-d  pmfun;  lachryniation,  violeot 
burning,  swelhng  and  burning  uf  the  upper  lid,  photoplitihia,  do  that  T 
could  read  only  with  the  greatest  elforl.  and  was  i<<x)n  obligeti  to  p;ive  up 
the  attempt  to  hxik  at  niiylliing ;  the  pupils  were  not  reiimrkuhly  aflected; 
cold  appIieiuinDs  relieved  the  symptoms,  whieh  relumed  as  soon  as  the 
appllcHioiis  were  removed  ;  Iience  1  wils  obliged  to  continue  their  use  for 
several  biiurs.  Oti  tin-  m^xt  day  the  up|>4-r  li<{  wait  n>d  8n<l  fuiuewhat 
swollen,  find  nl*o  the  eonjunetivie  of  the  lids  and  hull  were  red,  virion  waa 
nDaffeLt^d,  and  oQ  the  third  day  the  syuptoms  had  di^iippeared,'.

Hhe  felt  stiHhe^s  of  and  ditticuliy  in 
moving  her  linilw.  .Smie  of  her  external  itenttf«  were  dworderetl ;  ihiw,  to 
u»e  her  own  expression,  thuugh  her  eyes  were  wide  ojn-o,  her  -ight  wa*  very 
dim,  and  surrounding  objects  were  9een  indi.?tinctly-  The  »;U4ibility  uf  the 
body  was  greaily  ini{iairt^d  :  her  (nee  and  throat  were  almoHt  insen^ible  to 
lourh.  8hi;  felt  very  giddy,  but  was  neither  delirifHUi  nor  sleepy.  For  the 
mi>at  part  rhe  was  c4m;K-lou9,  but  at  times  scarcely  knew  what  was  poking 
around  her.

the*e  are  given  in  detait.  It  was  not  att<?iiipled  to  makeu  proving,  as  in 
thai  eiij'e  llie  potencies  would  have  been  tried;  we  only  deaire<l  to  verify 
Dr,  Harley'rt  obHervatioiif  as  to  Ilia  |Kii»(>niiun  nature  of  tlic  herb.  Out 
preiramtioii  wae  obtained,  through  M&s^rs.  BoerickeA  Tafel,  from  L^ipxig, 
and  WAS  accoiiipanieil  hv  a  cerliticute  of  genninene^  from  the  Dire(^to^  of; 
the  Botanic  Gardeu5.  The  exjirettied  juice  wa«  prcMirveil  by  a  small  per 
cent,  of  alcohol.

"through  an  arcade.."  lie  aJ-io  stnggt-red  much.  Abifut  11  P.M.,  af\er 
more  than  three  hours,  Mr.  Hicks  wils  c^alled  lo  iiee  liim.  He  louiid  bira 
sitting  down  iu  a  semistat«  of  !)tu|>or,  witli  pupiU  dilated  and  inactive,  aod 
the  pulse  slow  and  feeble,  from  S.'i  Co  CO.  On  being  roused  and  made  lo  get 
up  he  lookerl  complplely  liewildered,  staggered  as  if  tip»v.«nd  said  he  could 
not  recognize  the  ibiugs  iu  the  room,  rxur  the  room  itxelf  as  that  which 
he  usually  occupied,  tic  now  became  mi^re  restless,  tlirew  his  arms  about, 
and  seemed  anxious  tO'  \v.t  eontiuuHlly  moving  from  i>tace  to  place-  H« 
al-^o  appeared  to  be  somewhat  convulsed,  with  twitching  of  the  mii-Holes  o 
the  face,  aud  complained  of  prickings  iu  hirr  bauds,  and  of  a  feeling  as  i 
thej  were  iiwelling.

My  weiifht  increased  from  au  avern^  of  226.40  poiiiid>t  lo  an  avcragd 
of  226.8-5  pounds,  beiog  .45  of  a  pound  difference.  The  carbonic  aclil  and 
VA[)i>r  of  water  in  ihe  expired  air  had  respectively  decreased  I324.r>0  and 
I96.ol  jrrain*.  the  fiecc*  1.22  oiinces,  the  urine  3.4:1  niini!ef),  the  urea  87.19 
gruin^,  the  chlorine  y7-5!*  graioji.  the  phosphoric  acid  24.47  grains,  and 
the  sulphuric  acid  13.40  f^raiii*.  Thft  free  acid  and  uric  acid  fe^pecially 
the  furioer)  were  wslighity  affected  nB  to  render  it  prubalile  tluit  tlie  Alcu- 
bol  had  exercued  no  influence  upoD  them. 

During  lJie!>e  ex|)erifnf!ntt>,  my  general  liealth  wsfl  M>Tnewfaat  disturbed. 
Mr  pulse  was  iocremted  to  an  average  of  90  per  minute,  and  was  fuller 
and  ^itron^er  than  previously  :  there  was  headache  and  increased  heat  of 
tbeckin,  and  my  lut'ntal  facidties  wi-re  eurtaiuly  mil  «o  clear  as  on  the 
day*  when  no  Alcohol  was  lakeu.  There  was  general  latitude,  and  iudi.<- 
pooition  lo  exertion  of  any  kind.  My  appetite  wiu<  variable.  The  amount 
of  flatus  die«harge4l  fmni  the  inte^tino)  wa«  fietif^ihly  diuiinished, 

Secoud  ErpfriiH^nt, — The  action  of  Alcobul  when  the  body  Iwl  weight 
from  a  deticicucy  of  food.     Took  12  <lruchins  daily  for  6ve  days. 

During  the  ex|)eriments  ininiettialely  prvce«Iiug  the»e,  my  weight  d^ 
creased  an  average  of  .26  of  a  pound  daily,  falling  fn>m  226.73  pound-t  to 
225.34.  In  the  preseut  series,  under  the  same  condition?,  except  tb«  use 
of  the  Alcohol,  lht9  ilecreaee  ha$  nut  only  been  overcome,  but  there  is  an 
actual  average  daily  increase  of  .03  of  a  pound,  the«weigbt  rising  from 
225.34  to  a  mean  of  225..'^0  pounds.  The  mean  weight  of  the  hoily  is  lem 
than  ihe  mean  of  the  la»t  series,  owing  to  the  fact  that  theavcragL-ilaily  gain 
u  Dot  so  great  as  the  previous  average  daily  loss.  The  carbonic  acid  de- 
ercAMd  on  ao  average  of  129.0$  grains,  the  aqueou)*  vapor  3l2.0t»  grains, 
the  ffcces  .19  of  an  ounce,  the  tjuantity  of  urine  1.^7  ounees,  the  urea  54.51 
grains,  the  chlorine  10.08  grains,  the  phosphoric  acid  8.70  grains,  and  the 
sulphuric  acid  6.11  grains.  The  free  acid  of  the  urine,  anothe  uric  acid, 
were  apparently  slightly  increased.  The  general  couditiou  of  the  system 
was  neVL^r  better. 

Third  Expfrimetii. — The  efiects  of  Alcohol  when  the  body  gaineil  weight 
from  an  exce»  of  food.     Took  daily,  for  five  day?,  12  drachms  of  Alcohol. 

During  the  series  of  experinient>  inunediately  preceding  the  present,  the 
average  daily  increase  of  weight  was  .22  of  a  jwund.  By  the  action  of 
the  amount  of  Alcohol,  the  average  increase  wai.  raised  to  .SI  of  a  pound 
per  day.

On  milking  n  forcible  expiration,  in  the  attempL 
to  clear  the  cbei>i,  had  a  ^a^v,  burning,  »ore  feeling  behind  the  whole  length 
of  tb«  At«rnum,  ami  iu  eaeh  lung,  miwt  )ntuu«c  behinil  the  ^teruuni.  .SIe))L 
well  all  uigbt.  AfUr  rising  ia  Che  moniiog,  rai^  come  loose  phlegm 
e*etly. 

I  am  inciinetl  to  asthma,  and  at  Brst  tliimght  tbi«  nnc  of  Itfi  attuekA ;  but 
u  ibe  pbcuoniena  were  evolved,  the  programme  was  so  ditfereut  that  my 
drink  uf  Aralia  flashed  in^>  menaury. 

(Hi  the  night  of  the  ^■'^ih,  I  wa»  literally  dreuched  with  [wrMpiratJon 
wittle  asleep.  Was  wakened  by  a  patient,  when  it  pa»ed  otf  aud  did  aot 
recur. 

29lh.  1  have  been  anuoyetl  all  day  by  a  dread  that  my  right  lung  i»

lie  took  ^  grain  of  Nitrate  of  xilver  in  di^^tille*]  water,  frequently  re- 
peating the  duae ;  slight  burning  iu  the  stomach.     Afi«rwardi  took  ^  grain.. 
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then  4  grain,  dnilj.  The  burning  ?en$at!on  id  the  Homach  becume  quite 
peifere.  Thft  tmipue  ^hnw<'d  hi  various  pl»rej>  a  dArk-b)iii«h  cnlur,  and  in 
lh(^  t-tnmnch  tbc'ro  «a»  a  »fii»ation  nf  irit-Pfa.'>i'il  warmth  and  M>roe  nausea  ; 
the^  ^ymptoQi^  disappeared  after  taking''  food.  The  siooUood  pulse  were 
not  aflecled.  .S<>n>e  lim^'  alter  this.  .Schacbert  increased  tbe  dti^es  to  a  erain, 
wbicb  he  took  an  hmir  and  a  half  afler  dinner.  The  buruHig  in  the  tunxit 
WM  very  severe.  TUe  tongue  showed  fur  gevcral  days  a  dirty  bmim  color. 
Tbe  warmth  in  the  Ftomach  inrrea^  to  nausea  and  retching,  wiihuut 
actual  vomiting,  and  niter  a  few  hour?  gave  pluw  to  a  perfii^leDt,  periodi- 
caliy  aggravated  seusaiion  of  conipres^iuti  in  tbestomftch.

— When  I  l)egan  my  experi- 
ment I  wan  quite  well  and  otrong,  but  aflerwanl*  viws  sick,  aitd  ray 
stomach  8utfere<l  for  many  day^  after  I  had  diiicoDiinued  the  use  of  the 
eilver ;  1  frequently  had  heartburn,  from  nbtch  I  had  never  before  suffered, 
though  these  symptoms  gratlually  dlsap|ieared.  Rut  in  tbeir  place  there 
Boon  appeared  an  almost  uninterrupted!  neuralgic  pain  in  the  left  infra- 
orbital region,  which  for  strme  moments  became  muet  terribly  severe,  and 
Wted  lA'ith  interruptions  the  whole  following  winter.  At  the  same  time 
tbe  action  of  the  bcari  became  irregular,  aud  the  bcat^  at  timet  omitted, 
vbeu  I  had  a  distinct  disagreeable  ^nsation  in  the  chest.  To  this  «m 
added  a  constant  wnsation  of  faintne»f  in  tbe  priwordiat  region.  I 
found  that  on  turning  my  alteoiiou  tu  tbe  action  of  tbe  heart  it^  irregu- 
larity bei-ume  m»re  marked,  but  on  moving  about  freely  the  senisation  at 
limes  entirvly  dit^piienrefl.

Phvi-ieal  niovenienl  wus  uninterrupted,  only  suddro  violent  muscular  ac* 
tiou.  as  for  example,  jumping  or  rapid  running  u}HtHirs,  or  after  emotional 
exeiti^ment.  caut-ed  violent  jtalpitatioo  ;  the  disagreeable  sensations  were 
least  nmrked  in  a  borlujulal  poi^itiun,  and  in  the  eveuiog  in  bed.  Sleep 
was  rarely  disturbetl  by  palpitation.  Towards  the  end  of  the  winter  the 
aitaekH  diminished  in  intensity.  I'hy^ical  signs  of  anything  abnormal 
about  the  brart  were  entirely  wanting,  as  I  was  n^uretl  by  an  emineut 
iii«dical  friend.

Id  oitler  to  have  correct  data,  I  exninined  the  urine  from  Lhe  6th  to  the 
19tli  of  October.  I  rise  at  6  A.M.,  breakfast  on  two  cups  of  ooffpe,  sni 
bufy  reading  or  writing  till  9,  vW\i  paiicnta  tilt  1,  then  lake  dinner;  work 
till  5  in  my  office,  make  evening  vi^it?,  lake  8Upp«r  at  8,  go  to  bnl  about 
11.  Noon  and  evening  I  ui^ually  drink  a  gbif^s  of  beer  or  wine.  Fmm 
OftnbtT  ll'tli  t'>  November  IJib,  I  kepi  a  very  strict  regular  diet ;  took  daily

A  cunsec^uence  of  the  etrict  diet  was  that  the  stooli,  whicli  are  usnallv 
regiibir,  were  flifccled.  cu  that  Octidier  2l!-l,  one  wan  evMennti'd  only  afler 
violent  nnd  painful  i-tforl.  and  on  lhe  2^^!  tbcrc  was  no  volihilary  si'iol.

IskI.  In  **jmii  Arsenie  work*  near  iSalzlnirg.  the  only  met]  who  can  ^tand 
the  work  for  any  time,  are  thwe  wbu  awalUiw  daily  docej*  of  Arsenic,  the 
fumes,  etf.,  soon  killing  the  (ithcT>,*'°. — Abcnit  an  hour  after  taking  my  first 
dijAC  (I  tof.k  the  jiamc  quantity,  -i  grains,  daily  lor  three  months),  there 
fullnwcd  «'ight  ]>er:Apiration,  with  griping  paiiix  ta  the  b<nvL'li',  and  aftvr 
thri'B  or  four  boitr:*  a  loose  evtinmlion  ;  this  wns  followed  by  «  keen  appe- 
tite, and  a  (eeltng  of  excilcrneiit.  With  iJie  eXi-eptioD  of  the  pain,  the 
Hime  symplonin  follnw  every  inrn-ase  or"  the  ducf,  I  subjoin  us  a,  t-aution, 
thut  it  is  not  advisable  to  begin  Arsenic  eating  before  the  age  of  Iwi'lve 
or  afU-r  thirty  vear*.  Evil  cnnsequences  ouly  ensue  from  a  long-continued 
interrnption.  Fnmi  ('irfuinftHiKH-«  I  am  often  obllgiHl  to  btave  it  ojf  for 
two  or  three  (lay»!,  anrl  I  feel  only  ^li^bl  hingnor  and  lu?c4  uf  nppetite,  and 
I  resume  taking  Aii-enie  in  somewhat  i^niaUer  ciosei".  Once  on  the  third 
day  of  llm  wcond  wet-k.  iiltur  k-aving  ofl'  the  chwy,  I  wjia  atlm'ked  with 
faintnc-ss,  deprf.'ij'ion  of  spirits.  nientHi  wcukne-'S,  and  n  toial  biss  of  the 
little  ap|>etite  1  still  had ;  sleep  al.-o  entirely  dt-gerled  me.  On  the  fourth 
day  I  hiid  vifilcail  [intpilutiiui  of  tlm  lit-arl,  ni-rnnip:iiiifd  by  pmfusL'  per- 
spirntion.  Inftnnuniuion  of  the  lungs  followeil,  and  I  was  laid  up  for  nine 
weeks,  the  piinie  as  on  the  Hntt  occasion  of  leaving  olf  Arsenic.  Had  I  not 
bcsoii  bled  I  t'litiidd  iiiiwt  likely  Imve  died  of  apoplexy.  An  a  n>.-liirMtive 
I  resunn  d  the  Ar»enic-ealing  in  smaller'  dow*s,"'. — First  appeare<l  irrila- 
tioD  of  the  mucous  membrane,  causing  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  with  vari- 
nils  oihfr  symploniH  of  severe  gastric  derangement,  resulting  in  |K!rnuiuent 
indigc-iion  ;  also  inee^'ant  severe  cold  in  the  head,  whith,  in  one  in^ttt»ce, 
lusted  tor  several  years  without  being  touched  by  aay  remedy;  ulcerated 
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throat*,  with  acute  in6an)nialion.  reMtnbliDi^  diphibena  and  qaioaj; 
»vtm  a|xi$Qii)dic  rou};)i,  i>pai>iitiMJie  a<(|)inm,  hmtxrhiti^,  aiiil  cun;;o«>lii>u  of 
the  lung»:  wrene^e  of  ihe  moutli.  lip,  an<t  tMii|.nie,  whrch  «|t]K'-an-d  as  if 
Hcaldtrd  ill  DAtrhe'' :  iDflammtttiuii  uf  (he  eye^  ami  f-y^ticU  i  the  oirijiiiictiva 
iuvariably  bc-itig  lin^rht  rfil  i,  in  one  ra»c-  tlin-alL'oiu^  nhtfolute  !(&«  uf  «if{bt; 
congenluo  ami  torpidlt?  uf  the  liver,  with  the  various  inrtDptonw  raalliag 
cherefr(im,  and  sevtrt*  bilious  aud  fi-vprish  aitaok!*.  'fhere  was,  in  fhort, 
irrimtiou  ui"  fvt-rv  urgmi.  In  many  custs.  if  nm  iu  all,  ihe  aeiiiko  of  ih« 
heart  »a8  weakcnoj.  and  in  *ome  |ialpi(aiiuD  frequently  octurre<l.  There 
were  (>niriH  in  varioiifi  parts  of  the  hixlvi  e^|«-cialljr  across  the  shiiulders, 
down  ihe^pine  aud  liiiiiM.  also  in  the  jnini!',  whic-ti  were  often  ^liff  and 
fwullfll :  .scaling  ufthe  i^Lin  and  irritating  ertiplioua,  whieh  Qo  remedy  ever 
relievnl  exrt'iil  Turki^'Il  haths.  The  elTecIs  ii|xin  thi-  nervoui*  ^y.tleni  were 
nneit  reiiiiirkuhle,  pnMlut-iii^  a  [hr>n>u)(bly  shituernl  ci>n!>litutiiiu  ;  great 
irrilahilitr,  depresciun,  and  tendency  u>  tear>.  These  latter  symptom*  were 
«pei'iHlly  murked  in  ibe  chiUlrcn,  ami  also  in  KrvHnti'  wbu  bad  ciMiie  Iu 
the  hnufe  in  unjinnrily  K*>v\  health,  and  who  eaeh  Iw^-ame  HOWned  by  de- 
grM-B  tuf  abwvf  de*i:rihi-d.  Tlie  list  alH>  include?  ^nddineiW,  headache,  acute 
raraclie,  nnd  netiriilgis  ;  ble^rling  nt  ihe  now  ;  frightful  dreams;  fainliiean; 
eram[M,  rigor  and  nunibne;^  of  the  lindis;  rigid  spasms  ami  convuUinnfl. 
The  latt  syinptum?  devclt>pe<l  io  the  worsl  cnBe*  wen*  loss  uf  memory,  aud 
tbri-HtciiingH  of  paralysijn ;  niso  spasiu-i,  with  twiiching  of  the  Ixidr  and 
limb*,'". — After  uhmit  twelve  hour*,  when  on  the  utoul^he  smldenly  felt 
great  difficulty  in  hrenthin^,  with  cramp  in  (be  che»t,  hand!',  and  arum; 
imtiiediately  alWrwnnb  the  cmmp  nllarketl  both  calves,  and  he  became 
Terr  cold  all  over  and  stiff,  so  that  he  bei'ame  completely  helplest<,  and  had 
to  be  entirely  lifted  into  brd.  Violent  vomitiii)^  very  «uou  usl  iu,  and  the 
cramp  Iwi-anie  more  t«:vere  in  ihe  calve*,  though  it  did  not  agnin  alTecl  the 
che.-t  antl  arms.  The  breathing,  however,  (t>niinu«d  to  he  much  oppreaeed 
for  two  houn.  He  v:m  by  thli^  time  in  a  Hiale  of  great  pni6tnilii)ii  ;  couu- 
teimnce  !)|ningt>ly  Buxldurt,  and  very  reytlt"^;  skin  cold  and  eliimmy  ;  pulna 
very  feeble  and  frw^uent ;  eyes  ileepty  sunken  and  sHrrnunded  witli  a  well- 
miirkfd  dark  hordt-'r ;  li)M  und  tongue  punrh«>4l,  with  gruut  ihirvl;  hrealh- 
ing  ?low  and  much  oppressed :  somelimes  sighiug;  buroiug  paiu  iu  »luiii- 
ai-h,  )Dcfi'a.>«d  on  pre--»ure,  and  inclination  lu  vomit;  extremilies  Icy  ct^dd 
iu  cpile  of  hot  appliratiouH  ;  had  had  fevcrv  vomiting,  with  grijiing  pain 
iu  iNjwel?,  and  purging  :  ali'o  cramps,  Orttl  iu  cheiit  aud  arm^.  and  afterwards 
iu  calves.  Alter  »  few  ^lil1ule)^  nto^I  viuleni  cramps  cuiue  on  tn  both  calves, 
causing  inleii.>'e  yufltTing,  and  rendering  the  muM*les  hard  and  knotty.  The 
cramp  came  on  nimwi  every  fiftetu  miouie?,  )ai<ling  a  few  minutci)  each 
tiut«;  the  iilii!hti'!>t  movement,  such  a;>  turning  iu  bed,  twenieil  at  once  to 
excite  the  »|i»sui.  Viohiit  vomiting  of  u  grcL^niyb-jcllow  fluid  aliio  nccurred 
at  inierx'als.  Itraiidy  aud  all  warm  drinka  vrere  alroMt  iramedtalely  re- 
jected, hut  A  little  cold  water  wii«  retainetl.  Mui»tsrd  planters  applied  to 
the  s-pine,  eherf,  and  fulves,  were  scan-ely  felt  by  him,"*. — One  man  got  a 
M>re  mouih  :  another  hnd  every  symptom  of  a  cold,  and  felt  a  geueral  ^lilT- 
nets  of  tile  limbs ;  a  woman  wu.s  in  the  room  for  half  an  hour,  und  her 
throat  bemme  rvugh  and  reniaiuMl  ko  for  some  duy^.  A  |uiperhunger  io 
the  Mme  neighborhood  remarked  that  hiii  mouth  was  always  fure  when  he 
put  on  green  paper,  and  his  men  often  Pikoke  of  their  even  becoming  iu- 
6amefl  and  their  hands  ulcfnUed,***.— [3430.]  Tht- .xymploms  commeut^d 
witbiu  a  half  to  three-t)uarierB  of  an  hour  afier  euling  dinner.  They  had 
fiuatueea,  iuiu«e«,  and  iuce::^tatut  vomiting,  with  a  huruiug  pain  iu  the  epi- 
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gnHtriiim,  increased  on  pressure,  ami  gradually  oxtoiidinj;  over  the  wliole 
»t»d'>meii,  followed  l>y  headache  and  aevera  diarrhcpa.  with  a  i^euM  vf  con- 
Atritfiidn  and  hoAt  in  the  fnucev  and  throaty  great  iliimi,  and  in  ^me  pain- 
ful reispinilion,  Pulw  quiok  an<l  vtTjr  fw^hle,  fmin  100  lo  ISO;  odd, 
clammy  ^kiii.  with  ven'  severe  crampi^  iu  Hm^  It^  in  ihoM^  wlio  had  diarrhoea. 
Some  "f  thv  men  had  tuntpfat'lion  oi'lhe  pf>nift.  The  alxn-e  ^ynindmia  were 
found  in  all  ihy  men.  .Smip  were  cullapscd.  A  preal  many  had  severe 
cramps  in  itieir  lep<  until  II  <t'eli>rk  at  ui^ht,  and  fiune  Mttlv  paio^  io  the 
ahilfimeii  fur  several  days.  Ten  of  the  men  had  ■slij-ht  <;;a!>lrilie«.  One  man 
had  and  tditt  ha^^  pnnilyi'iH  of  thu  left  arm  and  hfi,  and  ihe  !K-n»ihiliiy  tif 
the  fkin  ii*  inipain-d  ;  hi^  oomplainn  of  coliliKtAt  in  hin  limlw,'"'. — Three  or 
four  yoars  after  ntt'iipyiiig  the  nHfini.  or  perhaps  a  lillle  earlier,  she  bejjan 
U)  hnve  a  feetitig  of  general  malaise.  The  first  ihln^  she  recalU  is  a  scn- 
SAUuii  <if  vxhauotiiin.  It  v,n»  esjm'ially  ditticruU  for  hi?r  to  rwe  iu  the 
mi»niin(f,  allhough  awake  at  a  *"cry  early  hour.  The  ilehilily  increased  as 
the  iljneiifl  went  on.  She  would  feel  ()uite  well  and  stntn);  tor  a  titne,  and 
would  at  nnce  experienctt  the  M>nse  of  prxMtration  nn  making  any  utlt^mpl 
at  movetnont,  niid  al  time*,  on  any  iimneual  mental  exertion,  making  the 
duties  of  a  Lnu»ekeeper  particularly  ouenxis.  She  f>r>eedily  increawd  con- 
siderably in  weight,  from  nixitit  cine  hundreil  and  twenty-6ve  to  one  hun- 
dred and  eixly  ponndit.  This  condition  lasted  for  *ome  ninnths,  and  iben 
gave  place  lo  emaeiation.  .Yt  certain  inlervaU  aHerwards  the  various 
synipt<iniN  nf  the  flijrcHlivR,  nervniis,  and  circulatory  stystemTi,  whiidi  I  shall 
mention,  appeari-d  and  inrreawifl  in  severity  up  to  the  lime  I  saw  her.  The 
preei.«e  date  uf  the  access  of  each  Fvni|>toni  h  unkiiorvu,  bul  each  had 
ahown  il.ielf.  either  continuoii-'^ly  or  at  inlpr^-nlH,  for  n  nnmlier  of  ytsrs  be- 
fore. I  found  her  in  b«l.  iH-rfcctly  projitmied,  hardly  able  to  move  hand 
ur  foot :  villi  #kiu  ver}'  dry  and  niu^b ;  haridi>  and  feet  cold  or  cool  Lo 
mywlf  and  to  the  patient.  Emaciation  was  marked;  a  countenance  nat- 
urally rn«iy  had  become  i^llow  ;  tonpue  inflamed,  dry,  cracked,  with  a 
brownihb  coal  in  t;entre;  guin»  aim  dry  and  an^ry.  The  ectiMlioii  of  dry- 
De»  was  apparent  to  herself,  with  a  feeling;  as  if  the  mouth  were  lined  with 
flanuel.  No  jien.-^tion  of  drynett^  or  pain  in  the  throat  or  <E«>pha|!U4. 
Nauaea  oUcn  almut  10  I'.M.,  anil  nearly  alwayiK  when  she  awakened,  but 
Wii  iluring  ihc  night,  unless  she  happened  to  lie  up  and  about  for  any  pur- 
pose. Al  times  presti^ure  in  the  stomach;  frequent  thirst  in  the  evening, 
aeblom  during  the  day  ;  eapricions  apjietiU'.  During  her  early  year)>  xhe 
had  often  haa  diarrhoea,  but  ebe  had  been  free  from  it  for  some  years.  Two 
or  three  yeara  aj^o  it  came  on  at  interval^:  of  late  it  had  been  more  marked, 
the  disfbargen  watery  antl  |>iiinful.  Her  eyew  had  for  ftinue  time  sbonn 
signs  of  weakne;^  and  congestion.  They  ha«i  prcvioui»ly  been  very  strong. 
Al  Ia»l  »lie  could  not  open  the  lidtt  al  night  without  lifting  them  with  her 
iingent.  .\t  the  time  I  caw  her  there  was  marked  cnnjunottvitid,  aa  if  fmm 
some  external  irritation,  Xo  headache,  but  an  "aching  tired  senwilion  " 
in  ba«e  of  brain.  At  lime?,  during  the  pa^t  few  years  and  never  Itefore,  a 
tendernaxti  in  the  neighhorhociil  of  the  liver,  which  would  pa^  away  after 
slight  diarrhfpa.  A  carbuncle  or  perhapiH  a  large  boil  ou  the  back  was 
repiirlwl  a^  having  occurred  three  or  fuur  years  before.  The  sleep  was 
more  eniiily  disturbed  than  when  in  health,  and  >the  bud  nflen  Makened 
chilly  or  feverish.  The  feet  and  leg?,  to  the  kiiee!»,  were  frequently  cramped, 
and  had  been  relieved  by  warm  applications  and  frictiona.  The  symptoms 
detailed  had  always  been,  to  a  certain  extent,  relieved  during  abMnce  I'rum 
home;  but  in  about  ten  days  after  bcr  return  the  exhauettoa  aod  other 
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evidences  of  iluwiute  would  reour,  and  aoua  be  as  bad  as  ever,'". — Tnvnl- 
untary  twiirhJn^  of  mii*clft8,*".

— Three  i>pa)'in<«  within  ao  hour,  ihe  first  one  very  severe,  ihe 
secood  and  third  coumx- utiveiy  lighter  (alter  six  hvun) ;  i^light  ypiii*in,  coq- 
fined  to  tb«  mtm-lra  of  the  thighs  iiiid  legs  lalttir  i<t-vtro  liuurv).***. — ViuleiiL 
spasms,  and  whui  »he  termed  crninps  in  the  leg^,°*. — Que  was  «eixeil  with 
coDTuUioEU,  and  died  Id  about  5ve  hours  iu  u  strong  conruUive  fit.". — 
CoDvulsive  trpiiiury,  "mi  that  the  bnil  rhook  uuder  him,"  acoom[iaui«d  by 
tCDtfBtioDS  of  cold  and  extreme  faintuese'."*. — Fil8  re^mbliug  epilepsy, 
rxcvpt  in  the  ab^fDce  of  frothing  at  moulb."". — The  little  boy  bad  been  in 
c«>iiviiUi(>ii>i.  1111(1  waA  then  in  a  miiiiconuitiwi:  utalv.  The  rhihl  had  tfll 
chilly,  atHi  had  been  <'iek.  In  thecvfnin]^  the  »ynipl(im:<  ^L-eriiL-d  .tumewhat 
relieved  by  the  reuKdit-s  adniinii^tered,  but  during  the  nl^bl  he  becan>e 
wnrne;  and  hi.i  TiiMer  was  a\m>  neirinl  with  (fin%'uUi<in!<,  folluwe^l  by  dywn- 
t<ric  discharge  fmni  the  lx)wels,'". — C''>nvnl^iun  followed  fonvuUion  io 
rapid  ^itece^fion,  and  ^>i!litf  and  rigid  wa?  the  tfulire  nuiscular  ^yi<tem  that 
tio  M>rt  of  pxicnial  muiM'ulnr  inn-v  could  have  sunvt^led  in  prodncinj;  the 
levt  aninunt  of  tlvxion  of  cither  amt,  tc^,  c»r  other  joint  of  the  Iwtdy, 
without  priHlucing  lesion.  So  clenched  were  the  teeth  ai>  ^carufly  to  admit 
of  the  escape  ot  (he  froth  and  ronleu1t<  of  ibe  tnoulh  and  t^loinacb,***. — 
Found  prttue  on  the  flo«)r,  body  arcbcil  la  a  curve.  A»  I  U*o]l  huu  by  the 
hand  and  calK-d  bini  by  name  lie  in»lAully  becume  to  i-uuvuImnI  ihnt  lbri*e 
nieo  cnuld  with  ditlicultr  re-Htrain  him.  The  jwroxysm  ]nsii>d  thirty  or 
forty  >«c^>ii<Uu  The  convulsive  ixiroxysms  were  attended  with  wild,  *(ar- 
iug,  bhwHUbot  cvw,  with  inipn-catiiint^  and  fearful  ruvingic,  and  with  mani- 
acal fury.  When  the  convulsions  ceased  he  invariHldy  i^'ank  into  a  leiu- 
p<jmry  pnwtratioo.  Hij«  pul^e  during  the  iiiter\'als  was  irregular,  uneven, 
iuivru.itlcnt,  iiiid  aci'diTalitl,**, — {34dO.]  Iu  Iwt-Ivc  hours  ht.- U-gan  to  tiwl 
a  9tiffnt»^  of  ue«^'k,  with  flight  difbculiy  iu  swallowing  ;  the  cuticle  of  scro- 
tum peele^l  otf  entirely.  It^uviii^;  the  ciifM  tvra  ex|Mi»«<l,  intlamcd.aud  bleed- 
ing :  both  ti«tfK  wvrc  fiilargtrd.  and  coulii  not  be  toucht-it;  gn-ut  thirst  and 
beitdache:  the  most  distressing  symptom  was  an  iudft-cribabte  stosaliuu 
M  if  the  hair  wa»  Manding  ou  end.  and  being  pulUd  up  by  the  rouU. 
Stiimach  was  irritable  with  voniitiug,  aud  epiga&triuni  was  painful  on  pres- 
bure.  He  had  been  purged  twice  Ireely,  and  said  be  telt  a*  if  bis  buwetfl 
were  on  fire,**. — He  ap^ieared  to  be  nearly  in  articulo  mortiti;  hie  fiace, 
which  had  lieen  kuoIIch,  having  a^uuieil  the  apjieiiniuce  of  the  true  fadtt 
hipporraiitn.  On  examining  the  contents  of  the  uteuails  in  which  he  had 
vuiiiited.  a  duid  wnt*  perceived  of  a  yeIlowi^h  and  greeiiUb  color,  and  iu 
two  of  them  stereo raccous  mailer ;  the  pul^ie  was  gone,  hiu  voice  taint  and 
tremulous ;  sod  b«  poitited  lo  the  abdomen  In  great  agony.  On  exaniitut- 
tiou  J  diMxivered  a  very  remarkable  irregularity  of  surtnce,  occa^ioite«l  by 
the  «paiiiiiudit-  i-ontrmclion«  of  the  niuwievof  tlieabilomcn.  and  even  of  the 
Tincera  :  thb  UDevenneAs  extended  from  the  epigai^tnc  reglou  to  the  pubifl, 
aud  Iu  the  right  aiul  lett  hypochuiidriuni.  He  eomplaiiii-d  of  extreme 
faiDtucM',  and  dreadful  t-icknc^.  He  had  l>eeu  viulcotly  purged;  tbc 
alviue  AceretioUK  were  all  of  a  bright  hoiuogenetiUrt  greeu  color,  like  paiuL 
Kadi  etfirt  of  vomiting  and  purging  was  preceded  aud  liilKmed  by  these 
Miuful  gnpings  aud  »pa:)rnodic  coutraclions  of  the  abdoniiual  tnuaclo*. 
Ue  Abu  cuotplaiocd  of  great  beat  io  the  aiomach.  wttlcfa  be  ouiupttred  to  » 
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fiirnacv,  nr  red  hot  irons,  which  ^cooatioii  commenced  nt  the  tosgne,  sb<I 

Vn^  felt  tlirou^houl  the  course  of  liie  <£^o|)hii}>iJt4  lo  llie  cardia,  «ir  iij>[K>r 
orifii-w  of  thr  HlmnHch  ;  in^iitialilff  ihirsL,  %-io1i'rit  headachp,  the  eves  im- 
pariLMil  (if  Itjrhl,  but  the  pupils  afnrtibli-.  and  the  cxtn-iiiitics  old.  The 
piitieni  atteiiipleil  in  thi»  dveadfiii  state  Lit  get  cml  <>f  Iwfd,  to  walk  to  the 
ni^lit  lulih- ;  he  wh-s  ilirectly  f<i-iu-d  nirli  vertigo, dinine»«>  nf  sight, and  pal- 
pitutioD  of  the  heart ;  he  Icll  duwu,  utid  wcut  ntf  into  aa  epileplii-  Hi;  he 
wm  a«>ij(icd  un  the  hed,  and  in  a  lew  tniiiuies  rwovere*!  fn»m  the  ih  'fiixt 
da\).  In  (hpeiirly  pari  nf  llip  ninrtiitig  \\p  had  aiiolh<>r  attack  of  epilepsy; 
the  KvnipioDintic  lever  run  hij^h,  the  |)ul»c  I'lii;  hecniupiaiued  of  spu^mod'ic 
IwitfliiiigH  aUiut  iho  i-hesL  mid  HhiLnieii,  palpitation  of  the  litnrt.  gn-at 
languor,  necotiiiNiniftl  with  n  cnnt;laiit  spDsntiiiti  of  fainting,  tongtie  white 
but  n<it  dry,  occauional  chills,  fidiowwl  by  au  increaw  of  beat,  headache, 
iiiid  viTtigo  (i<ti»nd  day).  Hkin  ni'itst  and  more  t4.'iu|M'riilP,  loiiguc  ima 
cuated,  nut  dry,  bnt  Mire  and  gwolleti,  the  burning  heat  in  the  stomach 
nitber  Ieii8  vi<dciit.  and  he  txprw^ed  a  degree  of  hunger;  the  pulw  ii8, 
e}iu»in'>diu  twitcheii  in  tbe  arni!<  nm)  U-g^,  wiili  a  e<>hl  si-ii^ation  in  the  bitter

The  family  coneieied  of  two  parents,  dnughter,  and  friend  ;  also  a  dng 
and  riinary  liird  ate  nim^.  The  bird  died  in  five  minatt^ :  immpiliately 
aftfrwanU  the  ilog  was  taken  with  violent  dinrrhoMi,  and  liftt^^ti  minutw 
after  the  four  huntnti  beings  became  «ick,  the  woninn  being  seized  with 
Tiulcul  iliarrhifa.  Then>  was  pult^nit^,  ai-i'iimpatiied  hy  a  periillar  Hensa- 
tiim  of  len'sitiu  in  the  ^kiu.  The  three  women  drank  wme  milk,  but  im- 
uediately  romileil,  after  which  thev  felt  relieved.  The  father  of  the  faniily 
experieni^d  nuly  runibling  in  the  uiiweli^ ;  he  did  not  take  milk  till  about 
10  P.M.:  thie  v»i  loiloweil  by  vomiting,  with  diarrboea,  and  the  next  morn- 
ing, at  4  o'ctot-k,on  attempting  logo  lu  the  elo^el,  he  fell  to  the  ground  with 
i^yniptiiitu  of  odtapee.  Iu  the  morning  tliv  vomiting  anil  diurrhiea  rea^d, 
but  gave  place  to  paratyiti?,  extending  from  below  upward,  to  that  at  10 
o'clock  he  could  utily  iio<I  his  head.

At  9  p.m.,  the  jNitient  die<l, 
though  he  had  eaten  no  more  tarts  than  the  other  roeoibcr^  of  the  family.

]««(>  drmnnMmtious,  their  delirium  bein^  of  a  much  more  painful  onler. 
The  effecta  bad  eeusibly  diniiuisbed  by  ihe  next  morning,  and  bad  entirely

In  leK'^  than  an  hour,  when  I 
saw  her,  she  eoiild  swnlhiw  only  ii  lew  drojis  nt'  water,  and  very  HM>n  she 
became  unuble  to  t)o  this.  .She  could  not  si>eak,  only  nMiinble<l  ineossanlly 
Boiue  inartitruhite  wonla,  whieh  were  only  audible  at  tiniei*.  She  was  put 
iutn  bed,  mill  liieresliesiu  projiped  up  by  pillows,  ami  had  a  vacant,  drunken 
]o(ik ;  moved  her  hands  about,  sorting  and  catching  at  imagiuary  things.

The  puttent 
eventually  recovered  ;  but  for  several  days  she  felt  she  was  not  her  onli- 
uary  ^elf ;  eouhl  not  rcineinber  how  to  ilo  the  simplest  thing,  had  forgotteti 
the  way  ;  bad  to  ponder  over  the  way  an  iirtide  of  etoihiiig  should  be  fast- 
ened on,  eie.,'^.

For  w«ek»  and  moDlbsI 
bad  no  appetite,  miirli  nf  the  time  aelually  luathiiig  the  (>ight  and  uniell  uf 
food.  One  Ktngulnr  sensation  I  experienced  when  con>*i*ioii:*ne*«  wa*  leav- 
ing me  and  immtHliniely  »d  it»  return,  wae  thi«:  whatever  I  touched  with 
mv  bands  felt  exi-eeilin^ly  t-oli).  The  haiid?^  and  tingLT«  of  tny  uifu  were  na 
cold  to  nir  liiuch  as  it-ioleit,  and  the  longer  I  relaiiifd  them  iti  my  bnnd, 
wilh  the  thimgbtlhat  they  might  aoon  bectmic  wann.'A*  mof  intfimriii  cvtd 
did  they  urein.

1  wan  weak  aud  trembling,  easily  exeiied,  quii-k  ami  ha.-ity  in  my  motions, 
with  a  ««)rt  of  wild  and  glassy  expnwion  attout  the  eye.  I  felt  an  if  my 
Dervuu«  (lysieni  was  oompleiely  shattered.  The  feeliugs  I  have  experieDced 
in  mv  hraiii,  nt  thu  pit  oi'  the  etumaeh.  and  through  luy  liiuh«,  tu  whieh  t 
alluiie,  are  drtfictilt  u>  dei<crtbe.  At  ttrnwi  when  esciteil  or  a  little  weary, 
aad  Mrmetimew  wlien  there  is  no  apparent  cau-*e,  even  when  I  feel  uiicom- 
nionly  welt  and  bright,  I  ex[KTiene<eti  what  I  eall  a  imrt  of  tfnutm  in  the 
hroin.

8im>u  bad  a  violent  epileptic 
fit.  which  lastwl  for  about  two  iniiuilw.  fihe  went  into  a  state  of  stn«ir, 
and  ill  about  half  un  hour  vomited  freely,  the  luaiicr  ejected  smelling 
most  stMn^dy  of  Camphor.  In  the  morning  i>lie  eumplained  of  violeai 
pain  in  ihe  head  and  rne^t,  and  xiill  tht>  laste  and  nrni-ll  of  Camphor  weru 
most  disajirccabic;  ber  luoutit  was  sli;;lilly  dij*toried,". — A  fit  of  cpilopsT. 
which  lastwl  about  ten  minutes,  followed  by  au  extraordinary  8tfl.te  of  ei- 
haiifllion.  The  extivinilies  wore  cold,  the  siirfaee  was  coverinl  with  cdainmy 
sweat;  the  pulM:  frequeut  nud  »carccly  pcr<>epi(ble,  aud  the  pupil  dilated. 
When  mused  he  h.id  scarcely  power  to  artit-ulaie.  Occasional  suppression 
of  the  i:rine  for  three  months  aflerwanla.'*. — Violent  convulsioifi  anil  ner- 
vous sequelse.  which  continue*!  for  several  moiitha,". — ConvuUious;  fpeech- 
less,  but  perfectly  cotiseiuLDt  of  all  thuL  wax  j^jing  on  amuud  hiiu.". — 
lirealbing  xlow,  »lertoroiis  ;  pulse  f)S  aud  forcible;  veins  of  forehead  die- 
teuded  and  tortuous;  couutenauct!  livid,  aud  covered  with  per»ptratiou; 
convuUions  (after  half  an  liuur),  violont,  racking  the  whole  trame,  iu 
vrhich  npisthotonn«  wa-4  considernble  ;  whole  surface  re<l  with  capillary  coq> 
gestioD.  ih«  eyeballti  injected  aud  prominent  for  an  ittstaut,  and  then  liie 
eyes  fiircibly  clust'il,  loud  moaning,  ^rindiii^  of  t€.>otb,  aud  blowing  of 
blnuily  «»livu  Ihrouu'h  ihe  closed  teeth  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour'; 
thid  cotitioued  for  abnui  half  an  hour,  when  the  opisiluii<ino9  gave  place  to 
rapid  rolling  over  ami  over,  now  lltio  and  Huniutiines  that  way,  buryiug  the 
fare  soiDctiines  tor  a  momeiil  in  the  bed,  so  that  re.«pinitiun  was  some- 
tinifc*  difficult," — Burning'  uf  the  tnoulh.  throul.  and  stomach  (imme<lt- 
Rlelv);  ctmvulsiuns  (in  llftecn  minutext;  black  in  the  fuce ;  luidy  arclivd 
Ijackwnnls;  the  teeib  so  drrnly  clenched  that  nothing  could  separate 
them  ;  the  eye*  wide  open,  pu[ills  qniie  in«eii.-iMe  to  («tn>nK  light,  but 
iieither  eoutraeled  uur  dilated  ;  the  eyeball*  were  rapidly  rolling  fntni  side 
to  side :  the  pulse  was  at  times  hardly  tn  be  fell ;  at  others  it  was  full  aail 
hounding;  ine  hrc-aihing  wait  ^iif^ping.  with  lung  intervals  between  each 
gn>tp  (in  three  liuurs),*". — Inmiediuifly  becuiac  very  giddy  and  unweJI; 
threw  her  arriiii  aUnit  her  sister,  and  nas  seized  with  strong  convulsions. 
In  about  a  <]uarler  of  an  huur  tlierc  was  free  vomiting,  and  she  remiuned 
unconscious  Tor  »ome  time  lontier.  .Smnc  liinc  laier  eho  coniplaiuvd  of 
heudat-'he  and  giddiness,  aud  was  evidently  confused ;  pulse  quick;  skiu 
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Bilt*-^ARer  four  hour?  the  child  wax  olinerved  to  do  sometliiug  which 
efidled  the  rvmark,  "  Are  you  dn^miog?"  No  reply  was  giren  by  the 
diild.  aod  it  was  Doticeil  tliat  Mimetliiii^  was  wrong  with  him;  bis  eres 
were  fixed  in  a  stare,  and  he  stnin]  ninttdiileK  and  unconscious.  liis 
brother  took  him  up  to  t'Hrry  him  to  iiu  adjoining  ruoni,  wheit  he  iinmedi- 
■IbIt  became  cuDvulet'd  and  perfectly  rigid,  nith  his  hea'l  and  1^  beat 
badt,  fio  that  he  could  only  lie  plact^l  on  his  isiile  upon  the  flour.  The 
oooralaiotu  increased  until  the  Hcsh  from  the  head  to  the  «ihauldeni  be- 
eaipe  purple,  and  the  puW  decreai>ed  rapidly  uutil  it  could  not  be  felt.

[930.]  Firtit  Ktjtrrimrnt. — I  took  one  ecninle  of  Camphor  inclosed  ID  a 
little  of  the  pulp  of  laniariuds.  It  madfloo  alteratiou  on  the  height  of  the 
nercurv  in  the  therruometer  at  my  stomach.  But  twenty  minutet)  after, 
my  pvilse  Wat  only  (iO;  wherea.'-,  bclurc  I  touk  the  dose,  it  had  beat  GH;  eome 
time  afler  ibu  it  wan  reduced  to  65. 

Second  Krperimeiit. — I  took  two  wruples  in  a  little  syrup  of  pale  fosei; 
which  immediately  cnuee^i  a  H>usation  in  my  mouth,  Romelhiug  like  that 
occasioned  hy  lakiug  ctroug  peppermiut-waier.  but  much  more  disagreeable. 
Ou  looking  at  the  tiicrmumeter  at  my  «toniach,  the  niercurv,  1^)  miuutes 
aAer  the  doee,  was  fallen  one  degree  ;  and  my  piiW-.  which  before  was  77, 
Dow  ooly  beat  75.  Tweuty-five  miuuie:^  al\er  the  do^,  the  mercury  was 
riaeii  to  the  Mmc  height  at  which  it  hud  been  before  I  touk  it,  and  my 
poUe  WM  again  at  77. 

Long  before  this  time,  however.  I  began  to  feel  an  unuiual  lassitude  and 
depnvaion  of  spirits,  accompanied  with  fretjucut  yswniu;,^  and  rilretchings, 
which  stole  upon  me  by  $low  and  almost  iniiieroeplible  degrees  ;  till,  at  tiie 
end  of  three-ijuarters  of  an  hour  from  their  lin»t  appearance,  they  were 
grown  exlrvmely  trouMistome.  The  mercury  in  the  thermometer  rvmained 
at  the  same  bcijjht  as  it  had  done  before  the  dose  ;  but  my  pulse  was  now 
Alien  from  77  to  67. 

Soon  after  this,  my  head  grew  so  very  giddy,  that  it  was  wilb  great  diffi- 
culty I  could  walk  acro^  the  room  ;  when  feeling  myself,  ta  I  thought, 
Stifled.  I  imagined  the  fre^h  air  would  remove  that  symptom,  and  thervlnre 
opened  the  ninduw  and  li»okud  out ;  but  cveryihiug  iu  the  street  apfteared 
to  me  in  the  uimo->t  tumult  and  confiigiou;  in  which,  imagining  that  I  waa 
invotveil,  i  felt  myself  in  danger  of  losing  my  Imlnnce,  and  tombling  fmm 
my  ptMitiou.  I  therefore  staggered  from  the  window  to  my  beil,  and  hav- 
ing a  book  with  me,  read  Kreral  pages  of  it ;  but  had  no  dlninct  idea  of 
any  one  F^ntence,  but  far  Ie8»  could  I  connect  two  or  more  of  them  together, 

10  a»  to  comprehend  the  meaning  of  the  author.  At  lut,  being  able  to 
read  do  longer  for  the  tumultuous  motion  which  1  t>erceive<l  among  the 
letter*!  of  the  book,  and  Boding  it  had  no  power  to  divert  the  atU-ntion  of 
my  mind  from  the  uneai^y  tfen»aiiou»  which  disturbed  me,  I  ant^e  to  xe 
whether  I  could  walk  any  better ;  but  to  my  great  mortification,  found  my 
bead  more  confuted,  and  could  hanlly  walk  any  at  all.  I  then  retumpd 
to  the  bed,  and  being  a  little  thir*ty,  called  for  *omc  mutton-broth  to  drink. 

11  being  diiuicr-time,  the  servant,  instead  of  briugiug  the  broth,  covered 
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ihea  threw  WKjwdtf  back««ri  «■  the  had*  where  I  Ut  a  few  minutef  very 
qoaec  thcttMarteda(^a(«a^iideafit,aaidBadeaoBMefK>ru  to  Turn  it, 
hot  ihfvw  wiihif  mf:  that  I  thaa  iaag  Mndf  hmA  mffin  with  dreadfVil 
«hneksv  ftii  iaia  atnas  u»tahiua»,  temmtd  at  the  raoaih*  itanHl  wiMlr, 
■pdeatowd  lo  lax  heU  ef  uid  Mw  *m}lhiag  withia  mr  r««cb.  Thu 
ootcweaasfit  wasMOBeeded  by  a  cala,  iwiilhmg  wmilar  lo'fiiinting,  with 
thii  Stknoee  oalj.  that  air  volar  wm  nry  fcrid.  The  tcrrauu.  coQclud- 
ing  DM  lo  be  MMid.  daM  Mt  eoat  Mar  aw,  aad  thenfare  »eut  fur  my 
brother,  who  tiTed  at  a  IttUe  ditlawcw.  Whaa  be  anired  and  ?p(ike  t<j  mc,  I 
awaked,  as  1  ihoofht,  froco  a  profcaadilacpkaad  bad  jactMnfil>ilitT  enough 
to  kouv  him.  My  ptil»e  beat  100  in  a  HUMlaw  Th«Qgh  I  was  recoTereiJ 
so  much  from  thp  fit  I  ha%-e  ju»t  now  described  as  to  kooa  CTery  ooe  about 
me,  what  is  ftnage  t»,  1  wu  eotirelr  igDotant  of  my  owd  actiom,  as  well 
&9  iif  the  {ilacc  »h«-r«  I  v&9. 

At  this  time,  fwlinj;  myself  very  wsnn.  I  ^t  nut  of  bed.  thr^'w  niyw-'li* 
down  VD  the  floor,  aud  ibiukiDj;  ni}*wlf  refreshed  by  the  cold  of  it.  called 
fur  Miu)«  L-oId  water,  aod  bathed  my  hamU  and  lace  in  iu  Tbi$>  refreshed 
me  a  littli*,  and  in  Nime  decree  quietrd  a  tn-mor  which  had  aeized  on  every 
l>art  of  my  body.  I  draok  pIcDtifntly  of  warm  water,  aod  sood  rouited ; 
and  though  more  ihao  three  hours  had  paaeed  aiiice  I  had  taken  the  Cam- 
phor, the  greatest  part  of  it  was  evacuated,  undissDlTed,  alung  with  the 
water. 

I  ineiitiiim-d  before  that  I  had  not  only  loBt  all  remembraaee  of  ray  |)ast 
actions,  but  also  the  knowledge  of  every  pre^nt  object :  but  I  now  begau 
slowly  to  recorer  both,  though  in  a  matiuer  ao  amazing,  that  my  business, 
connectiniiH,  mid  er^rythiug  of  the  «aiiie  nature,  which  I  had  entirely  for- 
gotten, at  their  tin*!  occurreiK*e  startle*!  my  mind,  as  if  they  vpw  ibinf^  I 
had  never  before  been  actjuainted  with  ;  and  what  is  9tilf  more  extraor- 
dinary, after  I  knew  every  «ne  uf  my  fnniily,  I  did  not  recullect  iho  use 
of  uny  part  of  the  furnilure  of  my  own  nwm  ;  and  every  Hhiecl.  on  which 
I  cast  my  eyes  appeareil  a^  strange  and  new  to  me  as  if  1  had  only  that 
nifuiit'tit  begun  niy  esiatL-ni-t.'.  ■ 

Whether  it  was  owing  to  the  vomiting  or  lo  the  Camphor  I  know  nov 
but  I  was  now  atteeted  with  a  pretty  severe  headache,  which  di^turbe*!  me 
a  good  dd&l  all  the  cvuuiug.  Jk'tueen  5  and  G  u'clock  the  giihtiuL-;«  of  my 
bead,  »iugiiig  in  my  nan,  exoessive  heiit  and  tremor,  which  had  been  so 
severe  on  me  before,  were  now  con^^idvrabl}'  abated,  but  Itir  from  bein^  en- 
tirely gone.     About  7  o'clock  Dr.  Munro  returned  to  visit  me,  and  found 
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mr  pulw  reducef)  fntni  100  !<lroktf  in  a  minute  to  80.  We  dov  applied 
A  Lberniometer  in  my  stonmch,  and  in  half  aii  hour  llie  mercury  nr\»e  two 
dei^rees  above  blixxl-wanti ;  ii  wat>  tLen  changed  from  my  stomach  to  the 
ditctorV,  and  in  half  an  hour  the  mcn-urv  fi'll  nmre  tlian  one  decree. 

Between  4t  aud  S  o'cktck,  fceliuj:  nivsclf  ^till  very  niut-h  cfnifii*«il,  I 
went  lo  bed,  and  toon  after  fell  into  a  very  calm  and  easy  sleep,  whirli  c<iD- 
tinu«()  till  next  morning,  with  much  less  iiiterniptinn  than  usual.  When 
]  awaked,  1  fbuod  my  headache  quite  gone,  though  a  little  of  the  (-(iufu9ictQ 
in  it  etill  remained.  Some  time  after  this,  upon  going  lo  stool.  I  wa«  cx- 
iremely  costive,  though  I  had  not  bwn  so  before;  nor  did  I  ft*!  aoythiug 
of  it  afterwards.  AH  that  day  I  had  a  very  great  Etoreueas  and  rigidity 
over  my  whole  body,  a«  if  I  hud  been  expoeed  to  cold,  or  uodergone  some 
severe  exercise;  but  this,  with  all  the  other  sj-mplninsi,  went  off  entirely 
in  a  few  dayf.  Uofimau  raenttoDcd  a  ea-ie  where  half  a  drachm  given  to 
a  healthy  man,  neither  augmented  hii>  natural  heat,  quickened  his  pulse, 
brought  on  thirst,  or  ocmsioned  any  uneasy  senimtion  whateviT ;  and 
another,  where  two  scruples,  almout  as  soon  a's  swallowed,  gave  a  remark- 
ably st-vt-re  he«(hielie.  aa  exirtmc  oolduo^.  pale  countenauce,  languid  pulse, 
n  cold  sweat  over  the  head.  \ose  of  memory,  etc.  Monsieur  Duti-nu  relates 
that  one  drachm  wait  given  to  a  girl  in  a  very  severe  colic.  After  taking 
it,  llie  [lain  cu<m  iK-came  eatuer,  but  tt  brought  on  such  an  extreme 
cold  over  all  her  body,  as  resembled  dealb,  which  oould  hanlly  bo  re- 
moved by  the  a.'^itttance  of  warm  clotlis  wrapt  round  her,  and  the  iutemal 
uw  of  wiue,'^.^ Violent  headache,  sicknes',  aiid  inability  to  wort  for  two 
mouths,". — Violent  pain  in  the  head  and  through  the  temples,  accomiiauied 
with  an  tDdeseribable  sensation  of  sinking  and  exhaustion,  as  thuugh  her 
brettth  were  leaving  her  (immeiliatcly) ;  fluxhetl  face,  eye  sutlu.-^d  with 
blood,  pupils  dilated,  extremities  cold.  puUe  full,  soft,  and  about  -U),  breath- 
ing laborious,  and  a  coustsnt  putting  uf  the  band  to  the  top  of  the  bead, 
and  again  to  the  litomach,  am  though  <iuflering  grvat  pain  in  butli  of  those 
orgmus,  the  brain  and  the  stomach.  In  addition  to  theec  symptomii  there 
wms  a  total  loss  of  speech  for  tbe  time  being :  but  notwithstanding  the 
power  uf  speech  waa  loxt,  her  hearing  remained  unimpaired,  ao  that  she 
aodentood  every  inquiry  that  was  made,  and  nodded  her  head  in  confir 
QiAlioD  or  denial  uf  all  questions  asked  her  (after  four  hours),'".

Miiifl.^l  £000  bef-nrae  conscious  of  a  seuse  of  di^ppoiatiuent.  I 
said,  "  That  na»  not  Hamhee^h,  but  corae  preparation  of  chneolale."  I 
took  my  f*eu  lo  write  nu  itidiguaiii  letter  to  my  friend  who  had  pnicured 
it.  that  he  might  kuow  that  I  bad  not  become  uu  ea«y  dujie  to  btt^  plau  fur 
dwf^iviiiK  me.  I  vmm  at  ii  los-s  how  u^  lie^'"  'he  teller,  thou^;h  otherwise 
alwayd  ready  at  writing,  cvcu  when  fatii;uc<l.a.'i  I  then  was.  from  ttittiug  up 
two  guoceasive  niyht*  reading  .lacob  Behnieu.  For  a  moment  1  paueed, 
consideriijg,  and  then  the  pant-tal  Ijones  expniifled  widfly,  as  if  iwrting  nt 
the  »nture»,  and  again  collapf<ed  with  a  sort  of  .•'huffliiig  iioiiiid.  I  said, 
"This  iif  the  result  of  fatigue;  I  have  reail  too  hard.  I  will  go  to  bed." 
As  I  rosi^  from  my  table  I  berame  conspious  of  an  agreeable  stale  of  warmth 
and  lightncM.  I  (clt  as  if  I  hud  taken  Scotch  whiskey.  The  room  fteemed 
larger  than  usual,  and  getting  larj^cr  and  larger  ntill ;  some  skulls  of  aiii- 
nialti  on  iIipwhI!.-*  acquired  coIoshhI  propurlionH.  and  the  conviction  entered 
my  mind  that  1  had  rculizctl  uii  old  dream  of  living  in  the  niid«t  of  the 
monsters  of  the  oolitic  period,  and  that  I  hail  heen  awestruck  for  years, 
iminovahle.

I  caught  f-ight  of  my  watch  hanging  in  front  of  *ome  [wpcrs  on 
the  wall,  and  it  at  once  iUif{H:l]ed  the  il1i].<ion.  I  culndy  looked  at  it,  and 
fciuufl  it  wa.4  jtiBl  twenty  minutes  since  I  look  tlie  llatiheesh.  Immediately 
the  watch  expanded  to  vast  dimen.-iions,  an*l  its  ticking  souudwl  through 
my  head  like  the  jinlwition  nf  a  world.  I  knew  now  for  the  first  time  that 
I  was  nndt-r  the  iiitincnce  of  the  drug,  and  bognu  to  nmke  a  few  notes  ia 
pencil.  Kihldenly  my  limh.''  seemed  benumbed,  my  toe:s  shruuk  wiihin.  my 
slippers,  my  fingers  became  like  tlie  haig  legu  cif  u  i-onvulsed  .spider ;  I  drop- 
ped the  [lencil  and  walked  (o  the  window.  The  lBnil.-<ca]>e  was  so  sublime 
that  I  forgot  the  cau.'*e  of  the  illusion  in  my  admiration  of  the  niiigical 
scene.  Tlie  linriz()n  was  renuived  lo  an  infiuilc  di?tnncc,  but  was  still  dis- 
cernible, anil  the  sunset  bad  marked  it  out  wilh  myriads  of  liery  circle:*, 
all  i-evolving,  minglingiogeiher.expanding.and  then  changing  to  an  aurora, 
which  shot  uj)  to  the  zi-nitli  and  fell  <lowii  in  ^ipurk.''  and  sphutlics  utiiong 
the  tree}),  which  at  once  became  iltumiunled,aud  llie  whole  scene  was  graud 
]>eyond  description,  with  Urea  of  every  conceivable  color.  All  this  time 
the  hindseapu  continued  lo  expand;  everything  gn^,w,  as  I  looked  on,  to 
greater  and  greater  proportious.  Tree*  shot  up  higher  and  highnr.  their 
branches  ovenipread  the  sky ;  they  met  together  and  became  a  coiifu«e<l 
mass  ;  the  lights,  which  just  before  bail  gloweil  on  every  hand,  changed  to  a 
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f^enil  purple  have.  A  seoM  of  twitt^iing  iu  crerr  limb,  coupled  with  b 
fueling  of  wenriiit^s  and  dcproj>^ion,  caiiM^I  me  lo  turn  aside  aod  »\t  domi. 
The  iwitL-hiug  chaDgoi]  in  a  f>har[t  pricking  wnsntion,  mo^t  Tioleiit  in  ihe 
rxiremitics.  and  for  the  nmtnent  the  thought  ocL-um-<t  to  mv  that  I  had 
be«u  poi5one<I  hy  C^trvohuine.  1  opc-ned  a  drawer  to  find  an  emetic,  but  the 
dmwer  bad  gone,  and  in  iii>  ploce  Mit  one  nf  tny  aotediUivian  mou^ten  K^a- 
oinf;  at  me.  a  real  icblhrosaurus,  with  a  mt  cap  un  lU  head,  and  with  dnim 
and  pHtidmn  pi|ieic.  For  iihniil  e'lx  wi-eks  »■>  at  the  timt*  1  dotcrniJnei)  the 
period,  it  plavi-d  a  mouotouous  tune,  while  I  m^t  on  the  grotind  laughing 
and  enjoying  the  idea  of  my  lingera  and  tnec  being  elongated  into  clawv, 
when  Middcnly  lh<t  thnught  5t>iMHl  me  that  I  would  dfetruy  the  illusion  by 
an  efli>rt.  1  ilB^iieU  at  (he  inonistcr.  and  inv  hcail  fell  nn  the  handle  nfthe 
drawer.  The  dreaui  wa«  dissolved  ;  I  coulJ  clearir  understand  the  ticking 
of  nir  watch,  and  the  singing  of  a  hint  in  the  ganteu,  were  the  rral  eouadii 
which  mv  tancy  had  chnti^rod  to  dnimn  and  pi])es  of  my  oolitic  companion. 
I  ouce  mure  hxiked  at  my  watch,  and  though  yeara  seemed  to  have  elapted 
since  the  !<pcll  JK^itii.  I  found  the  n'ul  jieriod  to  bt-  hut  twenty-five  niinuttf. 
Tbi»  laitt  act  of  obiK-rving  the  time  again  threw  me  off  my  balance,  I  ciaid, 
"Twcuiy-fiv«  raiDUtes,  twenty-five  days,  iweDty-five  months,  tweuiy-ttve 
years,  twenty-five  cenlurieii,  Iwctity-live  uhiu»  ;  nnw  I  kmiw  it  all,  I  am 
ibe  8lchcmi:*t  who  dit»coverc*l  the  elixir  of  life  in  the  diirk  ages,  and  I 
ehall  live  forever.  \Vhat  \»  time  to  me?  Yes,  that  was  the  elixir  I  took 
twenty-five  ratnnteo  ago  to  experience  a  seasatioii,  ami  there  il  goex  n>uud 
the  room."  It  mB<te  me  giddy  to  »ee  it  whirl  like  a  wheel,  of  which  I  wau 
the  centre.  There  wa»  a  bust  of  Miltou  on  the  .shelf,  which  had  changed 
to  the  fare  nf  Jacob  Rehmen,  and  it  sat  iin  nue  uf  the  spokes  uf  the  wheels, 
and  smiled  utton  mc  with  such  a  smile  of  peace  aou  satisfaction  that  I 
ebouUxl  "  Ha,  Iia !''  The  wheel  revolved;  it  became  brilliant  with  fiery 
oproacstiond ;  and  bv  degrees  the  centre  whtire  I  sat  l>et»nie  the  circum* 
ference.  and  I  wai  wliirled  with  it,  my  head  opening  and  shutting,  no  that 
I  conid  feed  the  cold  air  uu  uiy  brain ;  my  breath  getting  ?hort  and 
difficult,  my  chexl  falling,  as  if  crushed  hy  a  weight,  ami  mv  Hlumach 
goawt^l  by  rat«.  This  went  on  for  age«;  yet  I  koew  all  the  while  when 
I  wa)<,  and  Iiuw  the  whole  thing  had  bap])ened,  and  actually  got  up,  rang 
the  bell, and  nnlered  Mime  coffee,  thckiigli  not  for  an  im>lant  did  (he  illuttion 
OMM,  nor,  ao  far  im  I  ever  leami.did  the  eerraDi  who  answered  me  discover 
any  signs  of  my  aberration.  I  thought  of  the  coffee  as  likely  to  relieve  the 
feni>e  of  opprewioo  and  dixonter,  which  wils  now  fiL^t  dU[H-llii)g  the  illu.-^it>u 
hy  it<>  reality.  I  felt  my  pul^  and  irietl  to  count  it.  I  knew  aftcrwanU 
that  it  wa»  lull  and  rapid ;  but  at  the  time  the  tlirobe  were  like  the  heav-

At  this  moment  there  was  a  tap 
at  the  door,  and  the  servant  entered  with  the  coffee.  It  was  in  a  huge 
tankard,  chaiied  all  over  with  dmgous,  that  extended  all  n)und  the  world, 
and  1  saw  the  odor  of  it  play  rnitnd  her  in  cin'lta  uf  light,  and  for  at  leut

wliclLcr  she  was  alarmed  at  my  apjienraiiue.  bul  she  stood  apparently 
flgha^t.  aD<[  Iter  m^y  face  pxpanded  t<j  the  f»ie  of  a  ballotin,  and  away  «hfi 
vtvul  with  tlie  nipidily  ul'  li^litiiiii^,  willi  Mr.  (irwii  in  the  <*ar,  and  I  »>1(Mh1 
nppIatidiDg  ill  the  midet  of  thousand;!  of  latnp«,  which  1  had  time  to  note, 
at*  iho  t^cvue  c^iutiiiued  during  a  period  which  !<«emcd  itidefinite,  were  all 
^low-wiirmft,  which  I  could  tuuch,  anil  Ihoy  cimiiiiiDiraled  to  my  lin^>r» 
phoephore^cent  spiirks,  mt  if  they  bad  been  rubbed  with  Lucifer  iuatche#.t 
but  I  knew  this  waa  unrenl.  nmi  I  drank  the  coSee  with  the  most  perfect

The  moineul  I  sipped  the  coflee  it 
darted  through  mc,  and  caused  sensation  of  insupportable  heat.  The  j^tiaw- 
in^  M>nAatiou  of  t^toniach  and  contraction  of  che)«t  ^ave  way  to  a  seuae  of 
pricking,  mo8C  violent  iu  tiuj^en^  and  toea,  aud  yet,  though  painful,  this  was 
all  pleasant;  ami  though  1  couM  now  collectively  nhserve  the  objects 
around  me,  yet  thev  winild  tran^^port  theniHelvcf<to  immeniturahle  dihianoM, 
Mid  keep  eoiuinually  dilaliojf  in  size;  aud  ihimgh  I  looked  at  my  watch, 
and  saw  that  only  forty  minutes  ha4l  elapsett.  yet  there  was  a  secret  per- 
suasion in  my  mind  that  a  perioil  of  at  least  forty  c^Dturiw  had  gone  hy 
BiQco  I  broke  uH'  u  fni};ment  ui'  Haj*hce«h,  and  oommiltod  myself  to  this 
dream.  There  seemed  to  be  now  only  one  eft'ect  of  the  drug  remaining. 
and  t1iat  was  a  Konne  nf  warmth  all  over  the  tHidy,  aud  a  tendeuoy  in  my 
head  ut  ex]Mind  and  till  the  r'lom-  hut  my  anns  drop]ied  down  ;  1  could 
not  keep  them  up  without  great  and  painful  effort.  1  lioishwl  the  ooffec, 
ex|iertcrieed  less  of  the  prickJug  seu.'-ntion  than  al  firet,  and  then  rose  and 
went  to  bed.  I  coufd  walk  without  ditliculiy.  though  my  lejpi  were  ira- 
lu^nsely  long,  and  felt  as  if  they  would  presently  be  cramped,  so  that  I 
should  cry  out.  As  I  uudre«MKl  niyi*lf,  my  clothes  wnulil  fly  fnira  me  far 
away  into  boun^lless  i<|mce.  and  lecomu  wandei^ng  star*;  the  buttuns  of 
mv  vest  gliltei-L-d  in  the  firuuuitenl  like  Orion,  but  much  more  vast  attd 
Pplfndid.  I  did  not  dare  to  look  out  of  the  wimlow.  t  endeav(»n.'il  lo 
control  myjtelf,  for  I  began  to  feci  a  een,«e  of  dread.  As  I  got  into  bed  the 
bed  extended.  A^  I  lay  down  at  full  length,  I  my^lf  extended  ;  and  as 
soon  as  I  shut  my  eyes  I  felt  thai  1  covered  tlie  .Hpace  of  the  wlmle  eartli. 
I  had  a  sense  of  indescribsklde  piiiu  all  over  me.  .My  J^kin  seeouil  to  mnve 
to  and  fro  upun  cny  (leKli ;  my  hi-ad  Bwc^lled  to  awful  dimension.*,  and  I 
parted  in  two  from  head  lo  t'not ;  became  two  perwins,  eaeh  lhnd»bing, 
breaihiiig  hard,  Mghiiig  loudly,  and  lost  in  a  commixture  of  ethereal,  yet 
agtiiiiaing,  <;i>liirs  mid  sounds.  Theso  seemed  lu  cnntlnue  for  ages;  but  I 
waa  really  a^eep,  aud  I  never  could  call  lo  miud  at  what  time  I  wenl  Lu 

i  Only  a  f.?w  diiys  before  I  bud  found  *oino  cluw-worm*  in  Iho  g»rd''n.  nnd  oa 
hnndliiig  iluiii,  fnuiid  my  flngori'  lijipcil  wllli  »  ihill  [ihirjuihuric!  glow.  Tiii*  prabu- 
bly  ffitve  ri«o  to  tJi«  illu-inn.  In  fuel,  I  BlU-rwiird*  tfKCt'd  many  of  niy  wnxttloni 
diirmg  ibi'  |>iin>xy>iu  u>  provluui  ovunls,  aad  almott  bnllovH  the  illuaioni  am  Ibe 
refult  of  abnorniii]  motuorjr. 
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be<l,  or  at  vbnt  pdint  of  ihe  illu.«iou  sleep  came  upon  me,  but  I  alvan  lup- 
pOMtl  it  t»  lit;  when  I  f<4t  myself  {uirttO  in  tnain,  and  iinrneroitl  in  lignt 
aa<)  ntujiic.  The  next  day  1  woke  early,  and  seeminjirlr  iinrefreshwl.  I 
lay  Mime  hours  pondering  upon  the  Kirange  effecLn  the  drug  had  pn7<luced. 
and  fuuDil  it  iliHicnh  Tor  Mime  time  to  prerciiL  the  intrusion  of  Mime  hrnken 
ftagmenta  of  the  Ti»ionji  from  takine  pOBneaaion  of  me ;  but  when  I  liad 
dr^sed  and  breakfa^^ted  I  felt  a»  veil  as  usual.  In  a  »?vond  ex|>eriinent, 
when  unalTfCtitl  by  fiiiij^uc,  I  niititH.>d  that  every  ph%*<iic'al  and  meulal  jMiwer 
aeemed  ioten? iticd.  Tlic  illuMon^  were  more  a^^reea^le  and  more  ndiculoua. 
I  was  the  subject  of  a  ihonsand  difTereut  moodt>  in  the  eoiirse  of  a  fevr  tec- 
omLf.  which,  as  in  ibc  fomier  caM:,  M.-enKHl  age«;  and  these  nioiHJ!<  were 
nearly  alwavft  ^wallowed  up  in  i'ome^trange  vision  of  walU  recr-ding,  land' 
scapee  rolling  away  to  a  horizon  they  never  rencbetl,  ^kiea  opening  to 
Tiewp  of  boundlesH  epure.  ami  snddi'ii  fliL«bw  Iicfore  the  eyes  of  visible  odors, 
Miundii,  and  idiiL*i.  I'liu  nioKt  reniarkabltf  feature  of  tbi»  parnxvHni  was  a 
fi-eling  that  my  ^nul  was  too  large  for  my  txidv,  and  mu:^t  expand  il  lo 
suitable  dimemiiou?.  This  [Xiinefi  me.  1  ga!<|te<l  for  my  breath,  and  felt 
my  fkin  Htrelf^h  aixi  rruik.  and  my  joints  tly  like  llii;  ■napping  uT  huge 
beanis  of  limber.  Tht'tie  illtuiions  became  instantly  the  foundation  of  olherii. 
The  cracking  of  my  i?kin  became  suddenly  a  display  of  tireworks,  anil  the 
mapping  of  my  joints  the  beating  of  gongM.  Still  pleasurable  reueationK 
prevailed;  old  memories  were  revived  as  pielurea ;  and  in  many  rcs|)ecU 
the  elTeetj  resembled  tboee  of  Opivm.  But  with  Opium  there  is  a  more 
entire  and  settled  afquie-ceiice  in  the  illup'ionH,  and  the  idea.>!  are  morti 
cnntinuoiH  and  contiectett.  With  Uaiheet^h  there  is  a  rapid  succession  of 
new  Keiie»  and  startliug  couibi nations.  When  there  \»  no  pain,  the  miud 
is  literally  whirletl  anay  in  a  xurcejvion  of  ravishing  delights,  and  ie  yet 
all  the  while  c<iD«riouj«  that  the  whole  aHair  i«  a  deeeptiou.  This  ]itirox- 
v^m  wa^  soou  over.  It  eniled  in  a  joyous  feeling,  iu  which  lite  »eem«d 
Ungtlicneil  out  Iieyond  thf  natural  tenn,  and  all  aniund  me  were  objeetu  of 
tran^'i-ndent  Iteaniy,  which  i  had  the  power  of  re?olring  into  realitieii  hy 
ao  effort  of  the  will :  and  it  Memed  that  by  successively  u^ing  this  effort 
the  ^pell  van  brokt'O,  and  the  effect  of  the  drug  entirely  dir»<tniyed.  The 
third  d<i«e  (of  A  :<.Tup[e»]  wa;<  the  last.  I  took  il  at  midday,  wbeu  iu 
usual  health  and  spirits.  I  at  once  went  out  and  proceeded  across  Fin«* 
bury  !><juare,  in  the  dinHtion  of  the  ettv.  It  Hecme^l  ihiit  alniut  a  ijuarler 
of  811  hour  had  elap<4;d,  during  which  I  ^ad  a  comfortable  ^lue  of  warmth 
and  an  increasing  leii<Ieut^  to  o)>ei>  my  omutb  for  air,  though  1  was  nut 
aware  nf  any  ditBcully  of  breathing.  "  Now,"  said  I,  "  thi»  is  pleafvnt :

elce.  But  the  thought  occurred  immediately,  "Thi^  i«  a  delusion  ;  lam 
expanding,  and  cannot  luiicb  the  ground."  Kor  a  moment,  it  might  be, 
bat  it  wemed  an  indefinite  period,  I  .oiw  the  whole  city  spn!ad  onl  befnre 
me  aifi  a  diorama.  The  chiin^h  bellit  rang  joyoui>]y ;  iho  housc!!  were  il- 
luminateil :  the  horses  had  gold  and  silver  trappings;  the  people  were 
nltziog,  ringing,  laughing,  ami  playing  with  fireworks.  I  aga<u  exerted 
my  will,  and  fell  a  diagu»t  at  the  ineauue^d  of  «uch  a  i>erfomiaiice,  ao  tar 
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short  ilid  U  eoroe  of  my  ana  eeme  of  sublimitjr ;  for  I  fell  «xaltetl,  And 
liHil  itie  iitmiKit  consciniistiexs  thnt  I  wa«  able  to  wpunite  the  fnlse  I'rorn  thf) 
true,  though  I  really  couM  not.  I  reirncfii  my9Wps,and  was  acwnipaiiie.! 
Iiniiui  by  Iriiiriiphdl  baiulx  of  music,  tfliouu  uf  tnutupb,  niuuiiifr  fiKJlm'^u 
citrryiojr  eolnretl  Hambeiiux ;  »ii'l  I  ^nultiHllr  qnlckeiicil  niypiu'e  til)  I  rati 
lito,  only  touching  the  gr«>iiud  ut  intervaU.  but  for  ihe  ro<w(  part  xwiinming 
through  thv  nir;  yi^L  knowing  that  f  wallcei]  a^  other  |>eo|>tH,  and  knowing 
too  thnt  the  ordinary  snumU  and  M%ne4  of  streets  were  the  foundation  of 
the  delusiou.  1  reached  my  home  and  went  to  my  study,  with  a  wnse  of 
KAlit^fHC'tion  that  I  wni<  imw  in  a  ^afer  pufitlon  than  in  the  streets  under 
sui-li  BU  indneope.  I  eait  down  and  he^n  tn  lill  a  pipe  with  Turkey  to- 
bacco. The  pipe  nouhi  len}rihcii  out  no  that  I  eould  not  reach  ifae  l>offl.

cloud  ru»e.  r  i^aw  all  (he  party  had  ltghte<l  their  pij»es,  and  were  all  proix-r 
Arab^,  and  I  was  In  the  midst  about  to  t«)l  them  a  tale.  Ity  some  stmnge 
fn-flk  tbey  all  endiK'nly  trolla|K»n),  anil  boL-uinu  the  double  uf  niyiaelf,  and 
vet  they  coiitinue<i  einokiitg.  1  now  ifiiw  in  the  Btonineb  of  nty  double  a 
Inige  eake  ui'  Ilit^het^h,  whieli  prc-^enllv  shot  up  into  his  brain,  and  I  ftfit 
a  hot  throbbing  of  Ihe  bi'ad,  and  tbu  tfiuuLrlit  ot-ttlrred,  "  Why,  if  be  baa 
the  iliubee^b,  have  I  the  burning,  and  huw  c^n  that  shallow  smoke  M 
eiilmly  with  a  niati^  uf  p>)i»[in  iu  hi»  brain '!"  1  nxM  and  pru[)i>UQdeii  iny 
th)iilili!  a  problem,  "  flow  in  the  cud,  lualler  and  spirit  would  tw  eumplelvly 
identified  and  made  as  one?"  I  was  a**ured.  in  reply,  that  a  evase  uf  light- 
Dess  would  a(.-conipli»b  all,  and  [  becatoe  xt  light  as  a  feather:  I  swayed 
to  and  fii),  I  vios  liftM  up,  .s|Mirk!4  fla.shed  in  my  eyeit,  tire  wan  emitter)  fmm 
my  fingers,  bead,  ami  feioinach,  and  presently  ihere  wa?  nn  awful  cntub.aud 
1  came  to  niywlf  with  tbe  thought  that  I  was  goin]|;  mad.  I  saw  the  pipe 
in  fmgmentD  at  my  feel,  and  the  burning  tubucco  on  the  beai-tb-rug.  I 
coolly  picked  it  up  wUli  my  hand,  took  another  pipe.dropped  tbe  smokiag 
tiihaet'u  into  it.  and  «iw  my  double  agitin.  This  tinie  he  was  tbe  body  and 
I  WHK  llic  sliHilow.  I  Jell  myself  to  hL-  nothing.  I  wit*  the  sou!,  aud  be- 
side me  was  the  body.  I  thought  1  had  now  solved  the  problem  of  maituraud 
s|iirit;  I  t'tihi.

my  foot  and  annithered  myself  with  r-fmrks  and  planets  aud  auroras,  aud 
sank  baL-k  with  a  piiiii  io  the  lieail  tluit  literAllydi!i|»elb'd  the  dtttusiua.<>,  and 
created  u  moruc-utarv  altirm.  I  was  now  beset  with  prickings;  I  ttcerned 
tu  swell ;  1  hati  a  dittleuhy  in  breathing,  and  yet  it  was  a  pleasant  one.  I 
nut  the  tolmcco  away,  iris[»pcted  everything  about  nie,  und  liiongbt  of  try- 
ing the  effects  of  reailin:^  iiloud  and  attempting  to  sing  ;  but  1  found  my 
utrengtb  gone,  I  wa^  spellbound,  ^  light  1  could  not  govern  my  movemeot^, 
ftnd  by  degrees  I  began  to  discover  linl  tbe  illiisiim  was  over,  that  it  bad 
left  me  tremulous,  and  with  a  low  pul«e,aud  requiring  refrcshmeut  for  ray 

t  I  had  M>rn  h  mi>nki!y  un  a  twrrel-ur^nn  durjnt;  my  wiilk,  nnd  lestnl  my  MDity 
by  iioiiri);  all  IU  zvi^logicul  1'eiiturtK,  in  <trivc  to  iJ«terDiiD«  tu  spwiTV,  but  1  loil  it 
autliluiiiy. 
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Rcorery.  Tlie  first  ftci.  on  fairlr  reviewing  the  ewe,  wa«  to  «elxe  tlie  frag> 
taenl  uf  IlHatit-'^sli  ttbieli  rt-mained  ami  fling  il  up  the  chimnt^r.  It  went 
op.  and  ilitl  Dot  even  retvtrn  AgniD.  I  raw  it  gu  into  the  «ky.  an4  be- 
come a  binl.  for  the  chimDey  was  glaj»,  and  I  couM  tve  ihruugh  all  ii« 
winding  I  unv  felt  that  madnet«(  had  really  come  upun  me,  and  I 
b^an  to  bathe  my  temples  and  drink  9u«lu-watcr,  and  miod  discovered 
thitt  I  bad  had  a  Moond  pamxyi-tn,  fur  there  lay  the  Ilai^heefih  amnng 
the  shavings  in  the  fireplace.  I  applied  a  match ;  there  was  a  glo- 
rious blaze;  and  I  now  eaw  it  dissolve  into  a  grand  proceiti>ioo  of 
colored  li<;lii-i.  ihiit  dii-d  awav  and  left  inc  tpiielly  and  collectedly  re- 
jecting nn  ihe  whult.'  utfuir.  TKis  was  the  thini  |>aroxy5m.  There  was  yet 
one  more,  but  of  a  trivial  naiure,  and  I  had  now  done  with  Ha^Iiee^h*. — 
About  half  an  hour  after  luking  tho  medicine  I  waa  at  the  dinner- table, 
and  we  were  »11  laughing  und  jesting,  and  eojoyiog  our  dinner  meal  with 
more  levity  (hau  u^^ual,  I  taking  the  lead  in  the  merrinmnt.

There  waa  a  aeuaitiou  of  lightaeiv  au«l  dreaminuw  iitnntrdetl  with  every- 
thing. I  had  been  converving,  but  in  the  beginning  of  these  K'nttalions 
had  leaned  upon  mr  elbow  on  the  table,  which  attracted  the  attention  of 
my  wife,  who  a!>ked  what  {laioed  me.  I  antf«ere«l  that  there  was  no  pain, 
but  that  ]  experiencetl  a  peculiar  kind  of  fienaalion  which  I  ho|)C4l  wuuld 
•ooD  paaa  awaj.  ^Mimmoaing  up  my  will,  I  aro»e  and  walked  into  the 
parlor,  artd  tooa  a  tvAt,  and  tried  to  eomptKe  myself;  lint  the  wnAalion:! 
contioueil  to  c^ime  on.  For  a  few  t^K-oods  atlcr  the  Hrft  thrill,  1  thfHiilbC 
all  wa»  gi>ing  to  pass  ufT,  but  now  (he  symptom?  were  increasing  iu  intensity. 
I  aroi«  and  went  to  thu  glaM  to  look  at  myself,  and  to  notice  the  apni'Br- 
ance  of  the  pupiU  of  my  eyee.  Up  to  this  time  1  would  not  believe  I  wa« 
aod';r  the  influence  of  Oinnabb.  My  condition  mpidlv  grew  wor^,  wor^, 
1  say,  for  my  seoNitioH!)  were  of  the  moet  ili^ogreeanle  and  horrible  nniura 
poGBtble.  1  felt  ni«  if  reason  was  being  hurled  by  riolenoe  from  itr-  throne. 
Deaiaiions  and  »tate.<)  of  o<n:iciou»nes»,  rather  than  idea^*,  were  nildly  \t&si- 
ittg  through  my  mind,  I  f<aid  to  my  wife,  "  I  am  in  a  terrilile  i^iluatinn, 
something  must  be  done."  I  called  for  an  emetic.  White  it  ytaa  being 
prepami,  I  wa»  all  the  time  beeoming  more  and  more  r«>tle^  and  agitated. 
I  an»e  ami  walk(>il  out  intn  the  hall,  and  thought  to  mv?elf  what  is  the 
u«c  ot  nie  running  around  like  a  wild  man,  and  returneJ  aud  sat  down  in 
Diy  chair,  hut  could  not  lie  en*y.  The  emetic  wa«  bniugbt  and  I  »viallowcd 
it.  I  then  r^aid.  "  liive  me  »m\e.  warm  water,"  and  litarted  for  the  kitchen. 
Some  one  prop<i«ed  a  hot  foot-bath  of  mustard-water;  I  Mid.  "  Yen,  let  it 
Iw  got  immetlialely."  A  few  niiuutts  more  aud  I  wa«  in  the  kitchen,  bi'fore 
the  Kluve,  with  my  feet  iu  a  Imiler  of  hot  water.  By  this  time  my  coodi- 
tioD  wax  awful  in  ihe  extreme.  My  own  voice  »onoded  »traug<elv  to  me 
wluMi  1  »|H)ke,  while  llie  voices  of  thoee  about  roe  eoundetl  us  if  riWureil 
by  a  gauze  or  veil  over  my  senses;  the  ^mnds  seemed  fur  off,  dreamy,  and 
unreal.  I  was  beginning  lo  have  a  »>rt  of  dcmhie  or  even  triple  I'oo- 
)H.-iou9nf8s.  It  oeenieii  as  if  I  were  living  three  Hvcs  at  oiitv.  Anything 
*ptiken  to  me.  immediately  seemed  to  have  been  an  pgc  ago.  The  few 
movements  I  made  were  governed  by  the  will,  and  yet  lliey  ^cemeil  auto- 
matic, BM  I  wiulrl  H'tl  fet-l  my^df  move.  Indeeil,  I  jM.-cmcd  to  have  hist  my 
Ixfdy  and  become  all  dreamy  imagination,  I  moved  occasionally,  hot  had 
no  physical  Meiin:  of  doing  so.  Alter  swallowing  a  quantity  of  warm  naler, 
I  uubuttouet)  my  veal,  but  did  not  even  tMfem  to  touch  the  buttons,  and  yet 
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I  mast  have  bad  »oroc  kum  of  feeling,  for  I  did  not  watch  the  moremeots 
of  my  Imiidii.  I  miw  with  my  even,  but  nothing  wa^  Datiiml.  I  looked  at 
the  vnll  niid  idijects  aroiiud  ;  at)  imprei^ilnn  van  made  upoD  the  seuMrium. 
aud  the  visual  impreuton  aeemed  hurried  06^  at  lighriting  s]>eed,  theu  im- 
m»]iatt']v  the  Hjtrtie  impnenou  mu  made  iritli  nitiie  dilTrrcni  phu»e,  while 
au  age  almotit  seemed  to  intervene  hetween  these  changing  slates  of  con- 
8ciou9nc««.  A  momept  H«roed  an  eternity;  the  most  terrible  depression 
camo  ou.  My  mental  states  and  seiiHitiuttt  seemed  to  move  in  circles. 
Kapi<lly,S[i)oolhly,  and  noiselessly,  I  seemed  to  be  carried  down  a  psychical 
maeUirom.  The  voices  about  me  9oiinde<t  in  my  can  as  a  dull  tlreatuy 
ditiniiig,  although  I  uudentt^Kid  all  that  wai?  ^aid.  Dltwohition  tH>enie<)  ini- 
miueoi.  Kupidly  1  was  sinking  dovrn  the  horrid  maelstrom  of  tuy  own 
iroaginatiou,  eaeb  revolution  bringing  me  nearer  to  the  pointed  bottom 
heliiw,  which  I  tliuiighl  wiiuld  bo  death.  I  ftill  could  get  out,  by  gre>at 
e^rt  of  the  will,  an  it  weroed  to  me,  short  geoiences;  but  when  1  «poke 
only  three  words,  betore  the  third  was  uttereii  the  firxt  seemed  to  be  liir  in 
thH  ditlauL  |>»tft.  When  I  fliKtke,  I  seemed  as  if  Matted  from  a  dreutu  ;  a 
flash  of  light  came  before  my  ey«»,  and  everything  seemed  to  ri^e  up  sud- 
denly before  me.  I  remember  that  the  Huor  wemed  U>  he  eloping  up  before 
Die,  and  pit«.;hiug  off  behind.  I  iinw  latxircd  fully  under  a  triple  copNciou^ 
DWB,  two  dreamy  and  unreal,  and  undertyiog  these,  apparootly,  was  my 
real  self,  uU^eured  by  the  intoxic-atioii  upon  me.  I  seeiued  to  pass  sucoos- 
gively  from  one  state  of  ctiusciout^iiiw^  to  another.  Wht-n  in  one  state,  I 
remembero<l  the  8ucce«»ive  changes  of  ^ensatioQ  in  ihnt  state  that  had 
occurred  previously.  Noise  or  movement  seemed  to  transfer  mo  immedi- 
ately to  aiiothi'r  fitute  of  cooaciiiusnetwt.  lu  thi«  ticw  state,  the  recollection 
of  the  seusatioDS  in  the  other  state  were  dim  and  sood  forgotten,  while  I 
seemeil  tu  remember  back  in  the  line  of  cuonciousnes^  in  which  I  theu  was. 
Thi-oiigh  all  the«e  wonderful  |wychical  phenoineua,  I  nreiiervi'd  a  good 
degree  of  rationality.  1  remember  distinctly  to  have  reflected,  "  What  ifl 
my  oondiiiou?-'  "  flow  long  \s  it  going  to  last?"  I  told  the  attendants 
Ipecac,  would  not  vomit  mc,  to  get  mutstard  and  water.  When  they  were 
going  to  give  mc  lemonade.  I  tasted  it,  and  said,  "  It  is  not  soai  enough, 
put  in  Citric  acid,  it  is  iheaciil  that  is  antidote  to  the  Hasheesh."  During 
all  this  time  I  was  fiitiiug  ^-iiipidly  in  a  chair,  before  the  stove,  making  but 
few  niovc-inents.  I  lost  all  correct  idea  of  time  ;  a  mometit  seemiM  an  a^ 
I  thought  ibcy  would  never  get  the  mustard  tor  me.  AAer  drinking  the 
mustard  mixture  I  called  tor  warm  water,  and  thought  they  would  never 
get  it  really,  ami  (Milled  fur  it,  a^  I  thought,  abiiUt  oij(%  every  iitleeu  min- 
utes, »up|K«iug  they  bad  fot^otteu  to  bring  it.  My  wife  says  I  spoke  in- 
cuMUiLtly,  re{iea[ing  my  request  as  fast  ils  1  could.  As  1  recollect  now,  it 
seems  to  nie  I  culied  only  three  or  four  time?  fur  anything,  aud  then  at 
long  intervals.  I  slill  seemed  t')  be  siiikiitg  down  into  the  maeUtrooa.  and 
was  uearing  the  apex  below,  when  suddenly  L  gave  a  retch,  and  began  to 
Tomit.  While  iu  the  very  act  of  atruiniiig  to  Vi:fmit  I  felt  more  ualural, 
because,  I  suppose,  of  the  chutige  of  circulation  within  the  cerebrum. 
The  vomiting  over,  I  tcit  1  wa«  about  gone,  aud  said,  aj  it  seemed  to  me, 
with  an  auful  elTort,  "Put  me  in  beil,  Inball  Icuow  itothing  iu  a  few  min- 
utes more."  Al  oue  time  [  renlly  Ihuiigiil  I  was  entering  ttie  world  be- 
yond, aud  was  wotidering  how  things  wouUl  appear,  when  someihiog 
(Ranged  the  current  of  my  ideas.  Ju:^t  as  1  t^tarteil  to  boil,  [  had  readied 
ihe  climax  of  wretchedness.  A  fevr  miiLiites  before  I  had  taken  Mme 
lemon-juiee,  which  they  brought  me  instead  of  the  Citric  acid  eolutiou  I 
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hail  callfd  for,  nod  now  llie  «}'in|>ti»ns  scempi)  to  begin  tn  abate.  The 
revolving  panonima  (if  eeiisatioaa  8eero4Ml  to  move  mure  sluwly,  and  eacb 
revolution  appeared  to  bring  me  back,  up,  more  to  the  light,  aod  to  mr^lf 
again.  I  whs  uow  in  Ik-J,  had  walbi^l  I'rom  the  kitchen,  hut  did  not  fee) 
the  flftor:  with  a  feeling  of  relief,  I  said,  "I  shall  gel  all  right  again," 
3f y  haiid^  now  be{;an  to  become  cold,  atid  then  my  feet,  and  I  retfuesled 
to  he  kept  warm,  and  a«ki-d  tu  have  my  luindti  ruhl>ed.  From  ihi^  on  I 
doz<rd  iu  u  dreamy.  iDtoxioited  maauer;  for  a  few  stecouda  I  loot  my.self  in 
tieep,  aod  then  aiarted  up,  seeming  to  have  just  Completed  atiulher  roumi, 
asfvriding  the  tame  epiral  maeUtnim  which  I  had  previously  descended; 
«tdl  1  hud  uo  correct  idea  of  time;  my  bands  were  dtill  cold,  and  I  atked 
the  atleiidants  t<>  chafe  them,  and  then  dn>p[>t-d  into  a  duze,  and  after,  as 
it  (ieemed  to  me,  half  ur  Ihrue-tjuartcrH  »!  an  hour,  1  aroused  and  repealed 
the  requetit.  Those  who  were  aiit^uding  me  eay  1  wat  incestiantly  repeat- 
it^  ibe  requet^t.  They  put  narni  bricks  to  my  fei:t,  fltitl  I  jmrnediutflv 
dosed  ufl*  again,  and  in  less  than  half  a  minnte  a»ketl  them  to  put  some- 
thing  warm  tu  my  foot,  «ayiDg  I  wa^  uearly  frozeu.  I  wa*  reminded  that 
ithadalready  been  done  a  moment  before.  I  remembered  tbe  circunuitanee, 
but  it  neemed  t4>  have  been  at  leajFt  two  or  three  hours  belbre.  From  tbia 
ou  the  symptoms  of  inu-xication  gradually  abated.  After  dark,  at  7 
o'clock,  I  eiinid  converse  very  readily,  hut  time  dragged  verv  !ih)wiy. 
Toward  rooming  I  slept  somewhat  more  naturally,  but  waa  nervou*.  and 
fell  achiiigs  in  my  Viack  and  neck,  anil  itorenefc*  of  my  sldeo,  fntm  vomil- 
iug.  Next  mumiug  my  appetite  was  poor,  my  head  ached,  and  I  felt  dull 
all  day,  much  the  fwnie,  1  imagine,  aji  a  inan  al\er  a  drunken  epree. 
During  the  whole  o|ieraiion  of  the  medicine  the  pupils  of  my  eyes  were 
bulunil,  and  after  the  Br«t  few  minute)*  the  color  ol  mv  face  wai  the  !«nie 
ij  U!>ual.  ^ly  pul?e  was  at  tirst  rapid  and  strong, af^erwanli;  out  90  etroog, 
but  faster  than  comnitiu  ;  my  hnndn  and  (eet  were  cool,  from  the  end  of  the 
fimt  to  the  middle  of  the  thinl  hour.  At  ud  time  was  tht-ru  anv  di!<[M)isition 
10  8painn<Hlic  movements  of  any  kind  ;  the  di)-ptK<iiion  waii  rather  to  lie  in- 
active and  ipiiet.  t  was  atxiiit  liix  hours  under  the  influence  of  the  drug, 
but  the  cliiimx  of  ihe  i«yiiiptum»  vsai  reached  in  ulxjul  an  baur  and  a 
quarter.**.— At  7J  (two  hours  after  Uat  dose),  ndiced  that  he  felt  some- 
what ner*(mit  aud  dizzy, and  that  he  gave  wrong  change  to  a  casloroer.  A 
few  minutes  after,  when  out  on  an  errand,  fell  an  ir^e»i^ttb)e  inclination 
lu  niu  ;  at  the  i^auie  time  a  teute  id'  "contraction  *'  of  entire  geot to-urinary 
(■rganx  and  great  desire  lu  urinate,  with  much  Mrangiiry  on  {mining  water; 
alMi  exc<«»ive  dtync*»  of  faucu<,  turning  uu  suddenly  and  with  much  thirtt. 
Ou  returning  to  hia  place  of  bupiue«#,  found  it  iropoiMihIe  to  keen  still,  oo 
account  ol  an  irre«tslihle  desire  to  be  constanfly  on  his  feet.  Within  a 
few  minutes  xpaimit  tiupcrven<.d,  during  which,  at  ttmr»,  the  Hexors  and 
exteUT4ir¥,  at  timea  tlie  alxluctore  and  adductors  uf  the  whole  body,  were 
thntmn  intit  vinleiit  alternate  action.  While  s\t;ing  in  his  chair.one  miu- 
nte  hit  ff-ft  would  bent  a  taiKMt  on  the  tloor;  aud  the  next,  his  knees  beat 
violently  ti'j^ther.  The  sjuunka  increased  in  severity  and  fre*iuency  for 
half  an  hour,  aud  then  griidually  dlmilli^hed,  after  eme^i:*  bad  been  in- 
duced.  I'aticDt  could  by  MPjng  exercise  of  bii*  will,  re»train  th<f  >pa»ms; 
but  on  fresh  access  ihcy  were  much  mure  violent.  They  were  uuacTora- 
paoied  by  pain ;  but  nfU*r  a  tiiiic,  he  experienced  a  sciifte  of  weariness,  as 
after  the  spasnu  of  tetanus.  Patient  describes  hh  mind  af  b^ing  "  dull " 
and  somewhat  confused,  but  sayi-  that  at  no  liuie  did  he  \aee  uineciuusucn 
Jo  any  degree.     At  do  time  auy  delirium.     At  but  one  time  did  he  experi- 
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eoce  any  nicutal  Oiaturbance,  when  he  thouglit  the  Tomltus  ww  the  head 
of  a  hip})opcilHmi).«,  nnd  aj^ain  n  bunch  of  earthworto*.  lie  noticed  thai 
if  aoytbing  liidicrou?  were  said  ur  done,  or  any  idea  suggested,  which  r< 
ijuired  more  ihati  cuitiiuun  exertritte  of  the  mind,  the  epafiinit  wrre  cnopit 
erahly  tiileimifit'd.  The  een^^es  of  t<eeing  and  feeling  were  euniewhat  Himii 
bhed.  Had  tinnitu?  aurium.  Conjunctiva  congested,  t'ulge,  at  8.'i( 
about  1-10,  soiuevrhttt  irregular  in  rharacter  and  fretiuency," — At  1 1  oVdnvl 
tJiree  ]>er>oTi$  had  taken  the  liquid  ;  on  theexpiralion  of  twu  hiiLin«  no  let 
sible  effect  being  produced,  another  doM  van  administered.  The  following'* 
are  tho  |i1)fiioM)eiia  lOiich  Mrcurred  In  two  of  the  gentU'inen  in  the  i>oiht« 
of  another  half  hiiiir:  Mr.  A.  K.  resisted  the  action  of  the  ^nlt^tance,  and> 
as  lie  said,  experienced  a  slifjht  oppression  of  the  head  and  epigflstriiim  ; 
|i('r]iu|JH,  ali-o,  tlie  eecoDd  repn»t  which  lie  liKik,  all  thefe  giMilIi-rntn  having' 
ulrcarly  breakfasted,  may  have  entirely  iinnnilized  the  substance;  an  ex- 
an)iDation  of  the  elate  of  the  pulse  was  neglected  at  the  beginning  of  the 
expirrinii-nt ;  it«  acceleration  eubseijuently  and  tlie  state  of  the  pu|Hl  sulR- 
cienlty  denionslmleiJ  llie  effect  of  the  sidiatance,  Mr.  R.,  on  whom  the 
medicine  first  tonk  effect,  experienceij  a  dryness  of  the  throat  and  twitch- 
ing of  thfi  rniibs.  The  puUc  v/sm  90  in  the  minute,  llie  liiee  fliis^hed.  ^fr. 
It,  ftoon  dowed  his  eyes  in  order  to  collect  hiiimelf ;  hia  ideas  appc-ared  to 
develop  with  extreme  rapidity.  At  one  moniciu  he  oflered  the  singular 
plieuuuicim  uf  a  double  man;  he  caid  he  heard  inueiu  on  one  j^idc  nnd  ran- 
ver»ition  on  the  other;  hut  this  symptom  did  not  continue.  The  mtttiic, 
which  wa.^  performed  by  M.  C,  did  not  appear  to  act  in  any  particular 
nmniier  on  the  i^ubjeot  of  experiment.  At  lhi«  time  hits  ptipils  were  much 
dilali'd.  luterrtignted  as  to  his  eensations,  M.  li.  «iid  they  were  very 
voluptuous.  He  felt  particularly  guy  and  happy;  he  wished  to  be  aluiie 
in  a  r)itiut'|>lnee;  lie  hud  gient  rejuigimuee  to  npeuk  or  to  move;  all  couii- 
tennncc^  appear  to  him  ridiculous.  Until  now  Mr.  B.  hud  cniiverse<i ;  he 
moved  about,  and  sometime*  laughed  violently,  hut  all  his  actions  resem- 
liU'd  tliiise  uf  11  perKuii  excited  by  ulcoholie  li(|iior.  Suddenly  he  flung 
himself  on  a  crunch,  refuii'd  1o  answer  any  more  c|Ueaiioni«,  and  begged  to 
be  left  ulotje,  and  not  disiurb^ed  in  the  delicious  pensaiions  be  expeneaccd ; 
he  had  i><)iui^modic  niovcnu-iits  in  llit^  meinlx-iv,  mid  in  the  dtaphrugm  ;  he 
eighcl,  moane^l,  laughed,  and  wept  hy  turn? ;  the  pid:<c  120  a  mtautf,  the 
face  inudi  flusheil.  The  ]>ers«)iis  preseut  began  to  feel  nneasy,  hut  were 
n/at^sured  on  heating  Mr.  It.  repLUl.  i^cveral  titiie«  that  he  wns  h.-ippy  and 
did  iioi  suffer.  Or,  Cottereau  wnlched  tlic  mytuptoma  with  the  greatest 
miimt'euesi'.  Mr.  B.  upiiearud  the  whole  time  to  nave  the  nuwl  agreeable 
eyiiiptoms  proceeding  IVuui  ihi;  ejtigiU'lj'iuin.  All  the  plLfiiomena  pru$c»te<t 
were  tlio)-e  of  ecstawy ;  lii-«  Cealnrca  bespoke  the  greatest  happluese;  he 
could  not  find  language  to  exprc.-^  hin  feelings ;  be  would  not  wish  to  leave 
liis  jirexent  eonditiuu  iie  is  ^o  biippy.  "  ITow  nmi-li  I  ihaislt  iIio-m;  who  gnve^^ 
me  that  delicious  drink."  "  Tell  me  wlmt  you  fee),"  Aaid  one  of  the  pariy^^l 
"I  cauDOt  express  it."  The  itifiueuoe  of  Mr.  B.'s  temiierainent  waa  re- 
nmrked  llii-oiighout  the  expciiiuurit ;  In;  is  posst^wd  of  grt^nt  sensibility. 
In  si>eaking  ot  gay  subjects,  tiud  pointing  otic  lively  and  agreeable  obiecU, 
hia  ideas  barniuidzed  iiistanily  ;  be  nhouteil  with  laughter,  and  evincetl  the 
greatest  gayety.  It  was  evidi?ul  in  this  ca.se  tliut  ho  wjw  uniler  the  influ- 
ence of  tlie  perison  who  .-ipoke  [o  him,  ivho  could  direct  hia  ideas  as  he 
chose.  Mr.  B.'d  i^nse  of  hearing  had  become  extremely  acute ;  bo  very 
distinctly  heard  what  waa  gaid  far  otf  and  iu  a  low  voiiire.  In  the  midst  of 
bis  ecata.«y  he  neither  lost  coD^ciousncss  of  persona  nor  thiugs.    He  repliedi 
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comctU  to  all  questions  adHreMipd  to  .him,  and  knew  thfi«e  who  siirrouiided 
him;  liut  it  was  evidctilly  painful  to  hini  to  fpeak ;  he  swmed  U)  wish  lo 
eojov  his  ec^ta^y  undisturbed.  At  half  past  four,  th«  pulse  is  00 ;  bi« 
ecstatic  reverief  continue;  he  i^  not  conjaoioiis  i>f  anTthing  relaiin;;  to 
rnrlh  ;  his  mind  is  perftvlly  frw,  and  ret  ht^  haJt  »>me  d<-tiriuun  wm^aiinuD. 
Mr.  A.  De  G.  projiowA  in  ^ive  him  an  aniidote  and  bring  him  back  to 
fav  natural  5tate;  he  »ay8  that  the  ^neation  of  hnppine<9  will  la^t  a  dny 
or  two.  All  whtim  I  have  intcrrogatt-d,  who  have  tried  the  exiipriment, 
have  aNured  roe  that  they  have  not  felt  any  diflress  on  the  fnllowing  day*, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  a  ^reat  seiisHtion  of  happiness.  M.  D.,  the  ^ecimd 
subject,  f»me  tn  the  met-ting  with  the  ciiiivii-liiiM  that  (he  oiilnttHnre  couM 
not  produce  any  efleci  upon  him,  and  with  the  firm  intention  to  reni^t  iu 
icfion.  No  Fvmploms  occurred  for  two  hours  and  a  half.  The  phvfitrg- 
Dumy  of  M.  IX  is  grave.  His  character  is  sprinu^,  he  rarrly  laughii.  and 
devoie««  himself  to  metaphv^ical  studies.  Towards  2  o'clock  bis  pul»e  was 
100;  his  heart  beat  rapiilly ;  several  per^nns  felt  tt»  puUatiuns.  M.  D., 
ttho  uutil  now  bad  hcpn  very  ralm,  nod  cnnversc^i  with  the  company  on 
varioua  subject?,  exclaimed  that  he  wad  delirious ;  he  bef^an  to  sinj:,  took 
oul  his  pencil,  and  endeavored  to  writedown  vrhat  he  felt.  ITere  are  ^me 
fraemenls  of  hi-t  oo((-^:  "  It  i»  droll ;  my  (eelingH  are  very  vivid  ;  the  idea 
ftf  beiog  uHful  without  fear,  made  me  decide  on  taking  thia  excellent 
drink.  I  am  singular;  they  are  laughing  at  me;  I  will  not  write  any 
loitre."  He  threw  away  his  paper;  h'\»  delirium  increawd.  The  features 
of  M.  D.  became  very  flexible;  he  iaughfi  sardonically;  the  expreA'tion  of 
hie  eve  ii>  animated,  his  fare  red,  his  puUe  120,  hi«  jrupiU  dilated.  Like 
Mr.  b.,  be  looks  extremely  happy ;  laugh?,  »ings,  gesticulates,  and  itpeutc^ 
with  extreme  volubiliiy.  His  ideas  follow  one  another  with  rapidity  ;  it 
i»  the  demngemeDl  of  gay  mania.  But  in  the  mid^i  of  ihii*  ahiiiidann-, 
mobility,  and  varial>lpneK<  of  idea«.  thot^e  which  form  the  Ita^i^of  hii<  t>tudt«s 
prvifoinitialc.  The^esertouH  (^uhjccl'^  are  intermixed  with  pIoiu«nIrii»,  h«ti 
mol)>,  and  puns.  ]Ii^  tongue  iit  dry ;  he  »\'\ts  frequently;  his  inferior  ex- 
tremities are  slightly  onvuUed.  This  li  a  very  singular  delirium.  Like 
Mr.  B.,  bi«  hearing  and  night  are  very  acute.  He  h&s  nu  nuliuii  of  time 
and  apace,  but  reci^nizes  every  one  pr(is*nl.  and  replies  correctly  to  qnei-- 
tiont  put  to  him.  lie  drawe  out  his  natch,  and  says  with  the  greatest 
ealmnem,  "  tt  i?  »'urh  an  hour."  A  mnltitiide  of  ideaa  Hxm  lo  fill  hin  head, 
which  he  cannot  express  ;  he  snys,  "  You  might  take  an  ear.  or  an  eye.  if 
you  OHild  give  me  another  tongue  to  make  known  what  I  feel."  The  pulM 
Ibwen  :  it  t«  Aofler,  and  lieal^  liiic  fK)  In  a  minute.  The  delirium  amtinnes; 
water  i*  giv^cn  to  him;  he  exclaims;  "That  will  make  the  fn)g»  come,  who 
will  drink  up  the  liquor."  Incoherf  nl  sentences  follow  with  inconceivable 
rapidity.  The  character  nf  the  delirium  changes.  He  seat«  himself  in  a 
coTDer.  closes  his  eye:^,  and  talks  to  himself;  he  looks  impired.  We  snr- 
rouodhim;  he  lalkit  of  sciences  and  gives  definitions:  then,  like  a  man 
trying  his  p^jwerti,  he  pn)noiiiice<)  a  few  wonU,  and  iiiimeiliately  recites 
Hiue  iweuty  very  hnmiuuious  verni-s.  Being  under  the  impression  that 
tliejr  w<re  some  wellkn'^wn  <>tan2iis,  we  omitted  to  note  them  down :  but 
nn  some  one  a-'^king  him  if  they  were  not  by  Victor  Hugo,  he  replied, 
*'?>v!"  *"Tbey  are  then  your  own  T'  He  gave  a  sign  of  assent.  His 
countenance  exprt-«^-d  gayety  and  satisfaction ;  his  i>kin  btcame  very  pallid  ; 
hiB  pulwe  100;  hi»  eves  clnieil.  which  he  opened  on  the  request  uf  his 
brullier:  the  pupils  few  dilated.  He  left  oil  impn^viiiiDg  to  speak  of  for- 
eign eoaotrtcs.    We  had  been  told  that  in  ihoK  experimeut;*  the  pheuomena 
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of  second  sight  would  be  dereloped.,  M.  D.  described  coDUtnes  and  ci(iM 
nhic'li  lit;  Imd  vi^ittnl  wjth  uc  iniit'h  oorrorliirsn  im  tlinii^K  ttiey  were  then 
heliin'  him  ;  lit-  perR-ctly  rwdllwieil  the  puculiariciw  which  he  hitd  imticciJ 
in  hit)  iraveU:  in  tike  niiumer  he  told  u^  thut  be  mw  ihe  8ton'>«  of  the 
I'linlhi-nt)  nt  Niipliw,  niisril.  and  drew  a  very  practical  plrtiire  t»f  the  scpiio 
which  hnd  ittriick  him.  Uul  iii]twriih:«Undit)g  all  our  c|iK-9tioii.'*,  he  cottid 
u»t  de^crihc  |dn<^ed  with  which  lie  vtm  uuHcfiuaiutud.  Ue  saw  objects 
which  hud  IK)  exii^leiicR.  His  brother  inqiiireii  it'  he  coulil  look  intu  bis 
lintiti.  "  No,  it  \A  eiiijtiy  ;"  then  he  added :  "  Uow  tl)  you  think  1  •.vii  eec 
iulo  your  braiu  ?  Il  i«  veile<l,  thvre  are  ubjectd  beLwceu  it  uiid  me."  H« 
thet)  iiniw,  isayiii^,  "  All  this  \»  a  dream  ;  this  statt  of  alK>rraiimi  ha-i  gireo 
a  livelier  inimiUc  to  my  idcait,  but  \\n»  titn  iidile^l  to  my  knowledge."  The 
delirium,  which  fur  »ome  time  hud  beeu  coulinett  tu  a  wriest  id*  ideuu,  uuw 
becumf!  geiiural  again;  he  ran;;,  lau}jhe<),  aitd  tiilked  with  i;n?at  vivacity; 
he  cxpcrtcticcd  ooidiHcriiif;,  and  wiiil  he  n'd.i  very  hapm*.  Tbi»  state  la«le(l 
fur  four  \nmn  aud  a  hall',  when  I  lelt  tho  tuirty.  ihe  puUeatDO;  tba 
spitting   Iretineiit,  and  a  eotistunt  desire  tti  drink,**. — One  of  our  coniiuin- 

ioun,  I>r. .  who  had  truvcllcd  much  la  the  East,  aud  was  a  dcterromed 

opium  cater,  wn^  the  6r»t  to  vield  to  itx  influence,  having  takeu  a  much 
larger  dose  (ban  the  uthcr^i;  he  i>aw  stars  in  hir*  plate,  and  the  lirmameiit 
in  kid  soup  di>h  ;  then  lurtiing  bis  lilce  to  the  wall,  talked  to  hiiuadr,  aad 
hurst  into  Ris  of  laughter,  with  eycii  flaj-hing,  and  in  the  highest  state  of 
^Ice.  I  fell  iHTfei'tly  calm  until  dinner  was  over,  sitliniigh  the  pnpiU  of 
the  eyes  of  nty  other  friends  Iwgua  to  tt]iarkle  ritruu^ely  and  acquire  a  most 
singular  tuiipioife  lint.  The  tables  Itiiti;;  cleurL-d,  I  Utill  having  niy  )>eii?«9t) 
arranged  myj'tlr  comtortably  with  ciMhiDn-ion  a<livan  to  await  the  ee--la-*Y. 
ill  a  lew  miuuits  a  general  lethargy  oven-ume  me.  My  bi>dy  appeared  lo 
ilibwilveaud  Ueeuiuc  Irau^'parent.  I  saw  tlie  ha»hec»h  which  I  bad  ealeu, 
diutiuctly  within  me,  under  the  form  of  au  emeralil.  from  whieli  tbousiutcb 
of  little  sparks  were  emitted;  my  eyelashes  lengtheued  iudeliuitely,  twist- 
ing them)<elvcs  like  golden  thivadsurtKind  little  ivory  wliccU,  which  whirled 
about  with  incoDceivabte  rapidity.  Around  me  were  figures  and  »cndl«  of 
ull  colors,  arabes(|iies,  aud  tlowiug  formx  in  endl««s  variety,  which  1  caa 
only  compare  to  the  variations  of  the  kalL-id<i5CO|te.  I  still  uccasiuually 
sua'  my  companions;  bnt  ihcy  appeared  disfigured,  half  men,  half  plants; 
now  with  the  ftennive  air  of  an  ibis,  ^t'.lnding  on  one  leg,  and  again  u 
ii»lrtcht»,  Qiippuig  their  wings,  aud  wearing  so  slningu  an  apiM-arance  that 
I  «huuk  with  laughter  in  my  corner;  and,  as  if  tu  join  in  the  lmir>M>m^rT 
of  the  S4'ene,  I  comnu>nced  tussiug  up  my  cusliions,  catching  I  hem  as  iJiey 
ile^fcendcd,  and  twisting  tliem  rounii  wiih  all  the  dexterity  of  an  Indian 
juggler.  Odc  of  the  gcntlemeu  Btldrca»ed  a  discourse  lo  lae  iu  Jtalitti, 
wiuch  the  hanhocsh  by  it'^  extraordinary  iwwcr  tLdivured  ii>  me  in  Sputuh. 
QucHtious  and  unswer»  were  in>iL>t  rational,  anil  tou^-hcd  on  dilfcrcnt  nmtterv, 
such  as  the  theatres  aud  litcmiure.  The  tir^t  stage  drew  towards  its  ter- 
mination. After  Mime  iiiinulit>  [  recovered  my  catmuu&<,  without  heail- 
twbe,  or  any  of  the  sympuimij  which  aueumpaiiy  the  use  of  wine,  and  feel- 
ing vory  much  astuuislu'd  at  what  had  oceurretl,  when  I  agaiu  tell  un  ler 
the  intluenccof  the  ha-sheesh.  Thj  virion  tbi^  time  was  more  <»>niplii^itecl 
aud  extraordinary.  Mdliousuf  butterllics,  wh.ue  wings  rustled  like  fau^. 
tin w  about  iu  the  midst  uf  a  ciulused  kiud  of  light.  Gigantic  fiuiver». 
with  cry»tiil  calyxes,  euormnus  hollyhoi;ks,  gold  anil  sdver  litiis  artuio,  and 
burst  into  llow'ers  around  m,:  wiih  a  crai^-kling  simnd  like  that  of  bi>utiueU 
«if  tirenrork^    My  hiuriug  was  proJi^Iuasly  dovelupd;!.    I  heard  the  «ouu' 
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of  color;  green,  red,  blue,  and  yelMw  itniimU  struck  me  with  perfect  dia- 
t!Di-ttiF«».  A  ji\tL~s  iipiift,  the  ereakin^  of  a  eliair,  nr  word  5pukeii.  how- 
ever liiir,  vihraleil  aiiit  resounded  like  mlling  ihundfr;  mv  oviii  viiice  ap- 
peared HI  loDfl  (bat  I  dared  Dot  epeak  for  fear  nf  tlironini:  down  the  trails 
or  hurvting  like  a  bnnih;  tiinre  ibttii  five  huiidreil  eUK-kf  chimed  the  hour 
with  iht-ir  fluletike  vnires.  Kvery  nliject  g«ve  forth  a  iiot«  of  thi*  harniniiica 
or  .Koliaii  harp.  1  i^wam  in  an  ocean  of  M>und,  wherein  H>me  ru^^ge^  of 
the  Lucia  aud  Iturhirre  tloAted  like  lillle  iiile»  of  light.  N'evcr  before  had 
I  bathetl  in  ^^uch  liratiliide;  !  whs  hh  eiicirclfd  by  itw  waves,  .«u  trao^porled 
from  all  ihiop* earthly,  s<i  I<«1  to  self,  that  odious,  ever-present  witne*?.  that 
I  eotnpr<'beiidt-d  I'ur  the  fir^t  time  what  ndght  W  the  exioleiice  of  elemeii- 
lary  »pirtt<<  tuu)  nn^eU,  and  hihiU  rplrA.«pd  frnm  thi»  mortal  t-iiil.  I  wa^^  as 
a  iponge  in  the  mid;!  nf  the  wa;  every  indtant  waves  of  hnppine**  washed 
over  nie,  entering  titd  dejiartinj;  tliniut:]i  the  |Mire» ;  fi>r  I  had  lieconie 
permeable,  and  even  In  the»mnlleAt  capillary  vessel  my  whnli?  bciiij^  wa« 
filled  with  the  color  nf  the  fania-nic  intnlinm  in  which  I  wa;^  pliuij^-tl. 
Sounds  perfnmo:',  and  li){ht  reacheil  nie  by  mtittitudc^  of  l>eainf.  delicate 
aa  a  hair,  through  which  I  henrd  the  mii^netir  current  puss.  Aceimling 
to  my  ealealatioii  ihio  t^tate  muf^t  have  lai^tecl  for  three  hundred  yeant, 
fnr  the  ^emr^aiion^  8uereedi>d  each  other  «o  nuiuernn^ly  and  |Kiwt.*riully 
that  the  real  apprrriaiion  of  time  was  impossible.  When  the  attack  was 
over,  I  fterreived  that  it  had  lasted  a  ciuarter  of  an  hour.  What  is  very 
caruius  in  the  ioiuxieatiiig  efli*ct  of  the  haf<hcefh  i*  that  it  i»  not  cou- 
linumi.*:  it  cnniei*  and  goex  suddenly,  n\»eg  you  to  heaveu  and  places  ynu 
again  on  earth,  without  any  gradual  transition ;  like  madnen,  it  has  U»  lucid 
iutervaU.  A  ihini  allaek.  ihc  la>^  and  itlraii(:i'»t,  tcrmiimted  uiy  Oriental 
mirre.  lo  this  my  sight  wa?  doubled.  Two  itnapes  of  <ach  object  were 
retln-titl  iin  my  retina,  and  pnnliicfd  n  cnntpkte  fymmetry ;  but  ^oon.  llio 
niagic  pa,-te  being  enltrely  dig^-^Itil,  a'.if<l  with  mure  power  on  niv  brain, 
atMl  I  became  completely  mad  fur  the  »paee  of  au  hour.  All  kinds  of 
PanlagruelicdreaniK  pa-ssed  thmiigh  my  iuncy  ;  gnnt-HickvrK,  «torki^,  iitri|>ed 
geei*.  unicorn)',  griffins,  nightmare*,  all  the  menagerie*  of  mon*trou8 
dreams,  trotted,  juiniH*<i,  flru,  or  ;.dide<l  through  the  numi.  These  wi^re 
bnm^t  IpnniuBting  in  fnlinge,  tvi-hbcd  hniid.<>;  whimisicnl  bi>ing.<,  with  the 
feel  of  the  arm-ihair  for  leg*,  and  di*l -plat**!"  for  eyeball* ;  enorniou*  wv^ 
dancing  the  C^ichucn,  mounted  ou  chickeuB*  leg^.  For  niVi^H't  I  imagined 
I  wns  the  {uimquet  of  the  Quren  of  Shf>lia.  and  imitated,  to  the  Ix^t  ol' my 
■  biltty.  the  voice  and  crie*  of  that  intere^iting  bird.  The  vi*inn8  became 
K)  groteHjue  that  I  wh^  M^ixed  with  a  decirc  to  F^kelch  them,  which  I  did  io 
five  minuter,  with  ineonreivabic  rapiditr,  on  the  hack?  of  letters,  canU,  or 
any  piece*  nf  paper  on  which  I  ci>uld  lay  my  hand«.    One  of  them  ia  the 

portrait  of  Dr. ,  a«  he  appeared  to  me  waled  at  the  piano,  drc«»ed  aa 

n  Turk,  with  a  Min  pnintrd  nn  the  hack  of  hi^  vc^l.  The  nnte«  are  repn>- 
»roted  CK-aping  from  the  inflrumcnt  in  ihe  form  of  guim  and  »piraU,  capri- 
ciously intcriwietcd.  Anulhtfr  okcteb  \w^r*  ihii*  iuMrriptioti ;  '*  Au  animal 
of  bereatler."  It  represents  a  living  locomotive,  with  a  swan's  neck  icr- 
minating  io  the  jawtt  df  a  cerptrni.  whence  iicfiue  jei«  of  .tuioke,  with  two 
OHm^lroua  \vx\k*  (tini|N>H-d  uf  wla-elt^  au<l  pulleys  ;  each  iiuir  of  paws  has  a 
pair  of  wings,  and  on  ihe  tail  iif  the  nnimat  U  »«Hed  llie  Mercury  nf  the 
ancteutM.  who  tx  cunfoitiug  htmM>lf  Io  be  conquered,  notwith^taudiug  hia 
bwU.  Thanks  to  lin>htH*sb,  I  have  painted  frttin  nuture  tlit^  iHirtrait  of  a 
piblin.  Kven  now  I  fnncy  I  hear  them  whining  and  mowing  at  night  in 
ny  old  buBet,*. — For  two  houra  oo  re«ulta  at  all  were  experienced.     At 
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thia  timo  a  ilryiiciu  se«ine<l  tii  onmmence  at  ■  particular  9\x)l  ui  the  tlinmt, 
ntid  A  feeliit^  of  u'ariuth  l)tn)U(|;)ujut  the  abddinca.  Tbi»tc  were  not  the 
result:^  of  (li^^nlered  sensalioo,  for  a  claminv  mucua  auou  began  to  be  s«- 
cruttrd,  ibuUfi:!)  the  huxkiiiues  of  the  thrnitt  »till  rt.>tnuitieil.  Up  lu  thin  time 
tbere  wa«  nut  the  i^lightCJil  excitement  or  conriision  of  thonjrht.  Suddenly, 
however,  an  idea,  having  nu  counecliou  with  the  train  of  tbon^ht  pas»iog 
ill  the  mind  at  the  tidiK,  appeared,  a.f  tbituijh  .iiij^ge^tul  by  aniilher  per-on, 
and  tlien  wad  giuie  a^aiu  va  itnddetily  lu  it  came,  leaving  upon  the  mind 
the  same  feeling  as  when  one  e«capea  from  a  dream  or  a  deep  revery.  The 
luinit!  lliii)]!  wiL-f  re|Hfaled  two  or  three  tinieM,  nt  iiit4>rvuU  rapully  diminish- 
ing in  li'tigib.  Even  now  I  can  hardly  believe  but  it  waa  ihe  re^tdi  of 
Htraiiied  atteution:^  to  toy  physical  seDsatious,  for  the  gentle  warmth  of  the 
abdoiueti  was  ntpidly  bec'cMuing  a  burning  heut ;  Mill,  however,  not  by  any 
mcaiix  unplca^utit,  and  the  drync-«4  of  the  throat  extended  lo  the  tongue. 
I  h»d  taken  ilii^  ^t^g  ^^Ith  great  skeplieiitin  a^.  to  its  reputed  action,  or  at 
any  rate,  that  it  wan  gr(>aily  exnggeraleit,  and  [  airitnlingly  made  up  my 
mhid  uol  to  be  "  caui:bt  imppiuj^^"  in  thi«  way  a^ain,  and  to  keep  careful 
watcli  oVi-r  niy  LlitiUgiils.  Itiit  while  enfon-ing  this  re^ilutiou,  oa  1  sup- 
tiosi'd,  I  f'nund  niy.ieir,  to  inv  own  a^tonislunetit,  waking  from  a  revery 
longer  atird  more  profound  than  any  previous.  From  skeptictdin  to  the 
rulle.>t  belief  of  all  I  liad  read,  wua  but  a  ^tep.  It«  efiecLs  so  far  ytirpa^sed 
nnythiiig  which  wunl--^  ciiu  convey,  that  I  began  to  think  I  was  un  the 
verge  of  narcotic  pois<in  ;  yet,  strange  to  ^_v.  there  vras  not  the  slightest 
teeliug  of  inniiletmlc  on  (hat  ueeonnt.  I  n»olved  to  walk  into  the  i>treet. 
While  rising  from  the  chair,  auoihcr  luml  interval  showed  that  another 
dream  bad  eonie  and  gone.  While  pa^fing  thmugb  the  dour,  I  wa»  aware 
of  having  wandered  again,  hut  how  or  whvu  I  bud  {lermittetl  myself  to  fall 
into  the  revery,  I  was  perfectly  unc<in*ciou«,  and  knew  only  that  it  seemed 
to  have  laeted  an  iuterminiible  leugth  of  ttiiie.  These  singular  attacks  of 
niLiitiil  dit^tiirhaufe  rccurrud  oftt^ii,  and  lasted  longer,  till  the  lucid  inter- 
val bplwcen  them  was  rcdi)ce<l  to  a  mere  instant's  conscious  duration  of 
thought.  Tliii*  coudiliiin  cjiiiie  ou  »o  raplflly,  that  in  le»4  ihau  tiUeen  mia* 
Tili'3  iVoiii  llm  tiuic  uf  my  liL-itig  aware  of  the  firnl  nienliLl  ilislurbanee,  the 
power  of  conlrulling  the  thoughts  was  almost  coniplelcly  lost.  All  Idea* 
Iff  tiinu  and  ,^pace  were  ei^peiiuny  bewildered,  and  I  realized  completely 
fur  the  lirift  time  the  idt-a  of  Kome  mcLapbyiticiuns,  that  tiiue,  properly 
epeakiug,  has  uo  existence  except  iu  connectHin  with  a  succeision  o^'meotal 
ojjenttions  or  een.Hutions.  The  must  uivial  circuinslaiUH?.  the  slightest 
uui^*,  gave  ri^^'  to  trains  of  tlionght,  wbit^h  went  buuuding  from  subject  lu 
subject,  completely  emancipated  from  the  rules  which  ordinarily  govern 
mental  iijienitione,  till  sniidenly  sutne  other  circumstance  wouhl  give  an 
entia^ly  new  direction  to  iheiu,  and  the  last  aeries  of  imaginalioua  would 
seem  to  tmve  lasted  from  eternity,  even  while  the  eye  was  fixed  upon  the 
eloi;k,  the  hand  of  ivliich  ]ind  nut  perceptitdy  moved.  Now  u  phenomenon 
still  more  aiiigular.  began  lo  exhibit  il»elf.  I  felt  that,  in  »piie  of  att  ex- 
ertions, X  was  beginning  to  receive*  tlie  euggcstionci  of  a  disordered  fancy 
for  real  ohjectivu  fuels.  Iniellectmilly,  I  know  that  the  ppinal  column 
could  not  bi'  a  burumcter,  in  which  mercury  had  u.sur|>e<L  the  place  of  the 
i<pinal  curd.  Vet  in  another  sense,  over  which  (he  uperations  of  the  iutal* 
li-ct  were  entirely  powerless.  I  ft-lt  that  it  wa--i  a  Imrniiicter.  An  unpleas- 
aot  iicniiation  in  the  lumbar  region  suggested  the  idea  of  a  heavy  column 
of  mercury  preying  upon  it,  and  at  the  time,  and  under  the  circumstancee, 
the  trau»itiuu  to  the  idea  uf  a  barometer  was  eu»y  and  natural.    There  was 
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■o  balaDciog  of  argumeots  in  the  arrival  at  this  conduHMt ;  there  was  no 
half-nay  f>eH<)d  nf  doubt  aud  uiicertaimy,  t«>  emerge  iiito  full  credesoe^ 
At  the  inslBDt  the  idea  occurred  at  all,  it  commanded  the  a5«eol  with  the 
lame  fuloe*.'^  as  when  ia  perfect  meotal  health  doe*  the  idea  of  our  owa 
exbteiice.  Tlie  thought  certainly  occurred  that  it  wa«  a  delusion,  hut  it 
made  mi  more  impre^ion  Ihno  the  saggestioD  wouhl,  that  the  sen%  of  sight 
was  a  figment  of  the  brain,  aod  objects  seen  had  no  eiistence,  except  iti 
the  ima(;iuaticin.  Thi«  belief  wan  not  a  traaiiieut  one  ;  it  wa«  ttic  fir^t  bal- 
liicinatinn  to  appear,  and  continued  with  var^'ing  de^^rp^^  of  intensity,  aa 
the  thought!  were  more  or  les  occupied  wiih  other  objects,  till  all  others 
bad  ditapiK-arei).  Tlie  belief  lu  the  reality  of  the  vi^iuu  was  never  for  an 
instant  Hb^eot :  it  pervaded  the  whole  being,  and  was  oAen  the  point  on 
which  the  ihoughutume«l  seemioglT  for  a  loog  time.  The  painful  attempt 
to  regulate  thcH>  dii^turlml  status  uf  onasciousuess,  was  soon  given  up,  aud 
half  involuutarily,  half  bv  a  iipecies  of  moral  compulnon,  the  whole  p^y* 
chical  nature  surrendered  ilwtf  without  further  struggle,  to  the  fullest  and 
m<»l  (fimpU-tc  twlii^f  in  the  actual  exielenct.-  uf  a  ihoiuaud  haltuciimtious. 
Durine  this  time  the  thoughts  were  becoming  more  and  more  di^rdered  ; 
ideas,  Detweeo  which,  apparently,  there  was  not  the  slightest  connection, 
thrust  themselves  in,  till  nnally  their  rapid  occurrence,  ami  the  lu«of  that 
setise  of  governing  the  mind  which  we  urdinarJly  po«K««,  induced  the  be- 
lief  that  I  vns  the  victim  of  diabolical  agency ;  that  »ome  terrible  demon 
had  taken  pusses^^iou  of  my  whole  iutelkt'tual  beiuj:,  aud  identified  him- 
self with  every  thought,  iu  the  same  way  that  a  man  might  direct  the 
physical  movementA  of  a  child.  The  fevliog  of  utter  pow«rles»ne!)i  to 
check  the  wild  current  of  thought  wa^i  complete,  and  there  was  a  sensa- 
tioD  as  thou(;h,  if  there  had  been  the  ability,  the  will  could  not  be  exer- 
cised. The  firmest  intentions  were  fur^otteu  in  an  lu&tant.  There  seemed 
to  be  no  difierence  between  the  idea  and  the  expre»ion  of  it  tn  words.  A 
moment  was  long  enough  to  forget  whether  it  had  been  expressed  or  not. 
The  sound  of  persoDS  wbispcriug  in  the  room,  brought  with  it  the  belief 
that  they  were  layiog  some  plot.  It  v,ns  not  a  vague  mispiciou  that  they 
were  intending  some  injury,  such  as  whi!>per§  and  glanrcs  might  excite  in 
any  one,  but  everything  they  had  said,  the  particulnrs  of  the  whole  plot, 
were  pre^eot.  with  the  same  vividness  and  ovorptjwerioz  conviction  a»  they 
always  are  in  true  hallucinations.  The  fantatia  hat)  now  arrived  at  its 
height.  It  was  an  hour  and  a  half  since  the  first  sensation  of  excitement 
aod  wandering  commenced.  About  the  same  time  pasted  before  it  had 
completely  HubKidiid.  The  mental  phenomena  in  this  stage  were  as  remark* 
able  as  while  the  efiects  were  coming  on.  One  after  another  the  delu^iions 
disappeared  as  rapidly  as  thev  came  :  not  by  any  exercise  of  the  grnduatly 
returning  regularity  of  thougdt,  but  sudtleuly,  with  a  bound,  *o  that  it  was 
surprising  to  have  believed  a  moment  before  what  now  appeared  so  ab* 
surd,*". — Majoun  produces  effects  like  (fiughiny-ga*,  except  that  they  last 
for  many  hours.  Some  cry,  some  laugh,  Nime  bill  into  drowsy  li8tle«4n«SB; 
some  are  rendered  talkative  and  funny.  They  see  visions,  imagine  them- 
selves reduced  to  poverty,  or  become  emperors  and  commanders  of  armies, 
the  natural  diKpoaition  predominating  in  thederaiigemt'nt.  Men  under.ita 
influence  were  pointed  out  to  me  in  the  streets.  Tbey  walked  along  with 
fixed  eye,  bee<lles9  of  all  around  them.  Some  take  it  daily  in  stoalt  quan- 
tities, producing,  as  one  of  them  devcribetl  it,  "a  comfortable  state  of  miud," 
without  appearmg  to  impair  the  general  health.  Under  its  influence  the 
moatb  is  part-hw;  it  is  not  in  their  power  to  spit;  their  eyes  become  red 
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and  smnll ;  ihey  are  ravennui  for  fi>ixl.  A  young  English  clergyman 
liHik  Miiiio  Mnjmtn  uh  a  ^wivliiii'ut.  Bumn  liottrt  |>ii4<:i4^i)  %vi|hi>iit  any  visible 
«ffec'U.  vrlicMi  a  muiticiau,  who  bad  the  liiciilty  of  strangely  Hiittortlng  bU 
feattirtw,  came  in  ilrev^f^l  ti»  a  imiininer.  Tbe  clprgyinaii  XimV,  biiii  for  tlic 
devil,  1111(1  a  nioFi  tKiiglinlilt*  ^cviw  eiiHUtH).  Next  mnrntng,  «in  itii|iiiri(s 
af\<.>r  hid  htaltli.  he  xaid  be  hud  s\v\>\  iuiuiidly  niid  airrt'«ahlr.  "  &*  tbe  wiu- 
dow«  and  doi>rs  were  bulled."  Lnli'r  in  tlit?  day  tli«  fffts;l  diKi|>|>enmi  en- 
tirfly,  and  \\w  soenird  tn  n>co1l<>('t  thi^  (■ir(-iiiitstaii(f<»  with  a  riiiit'ii><-d  pleas- 
ure, de&cribiDg  vari'iugtbingit  that  bad  aererbnppened.  In  my  cas^  Ifaucied 
mj  bead  an  inverted  ]>eudii[uin,  wliiL-b  it  L-o^t  inc  a  great  dojil  of  labor  lo 
keep  .<itniigbl,  when  I  could  resiiat  no  longer,  and  let  it  go,  and  it  went  luclc 
as  if  a  blow  bad  \\txa  discbtirged,  I  struggled  against  eacb  relajMe  nut  of 
a  bisnte  of  [mliteiieM  tuwardr*  the  oonipuny.  uf  uliiirb  I  did  not  fail  Lo  in- 
form them,  iiotwithHtantling  their  roiim  of  tnnghter.  The  buck  of  my 
neck  wait  a  plcot ;  there  wa^  a  heavy  upper  weight  nn  the  top  of  my  bend, 
and  tlie  |M*nduluni  wns  swinging  becwfcn  my  teg^i ;  but  ibc  pondulnin  wa« 
altmcl^Kl  npwardK  to  the  table,  and  I  hiid  lo  ^Irnggle  to  keep  it  down  by 
keeping  tny  head  up.  Tb<>  .twinging  fit  wiih  aernin[>anied  by  hnrxtji  of 
IriughtiT.  I  dt^rivLK]  great  pleasnrv  fruni  nllnwing  my  bead  lo  go  hack ;  but 
tbe  luughti'r  wn?  unlike  any  ntonal  aierriniotit;  it  seemed  as  uevcr  lo  end. 
and  to  presft  tne,  and  to  lead  up  to  a  mouniain-tnp.  When  any  r\n<^  put 
lii(<  han<l  btdiind  my  head,  fitaring  the  efleet  of  the  jork^,  or  that  I  fhoubl 
throw  the  chair  over,  I  was  very  much  annoyed,  becau.«e  It  disturbed,  i\s 
I  Niid,  *' tht!  iNM:bronii;ni  of  the  OFcillaliunie."  I  af^fmards  saw  ii  i^iniilar 
flft^ct  prodneed  on  a  Eunipeuti  who  did  not  know  whiit  he  hud  laki'd.  He 
wait  oottiiiaDlly  throwing  back  hi^i  head  and  looking  at  the  ceiling,  and  ex- 
liibiled  no  olber  symptom,  whitrh  only  made  thi.n  tbi?  more  liidicniu.".  A iWr 
keeping  the  parly  fur  four  bovirs  iu  a  state  of  continual  convulsion,  I  l»c- 
i-aine  irresistibly  drowsy,  aud  was  moved  away  lo  bed.  This  u[>enitiou 
sickened  me,  and  brttught  on  a  idight  vonitting.  The  instant  T  was  in  l>ed 
1  fell  asdeep,  and  itlept  witbimi  intermission  for  nine  houn<;  and  [ben  awoke, 
perfectly  recovered  and  fre.<h,  with  a  tVeting  of  lighlue^)^,  and  in  high 
Kpirit^.  One  of  the  mor^t  remarkable  etfecU  wa«  that  it  neemeil  to  lity  t>are 
your  inmost  ihougbt-i,  and  lo  pre<«eiil  a  mirror  on  which  wa<  reflected  every 
act  of  your  life,  aud  that  you  were  coiisirained  In  reveal  and  eonfra«  it  alt. 
One  di«crihL«  the  fifecl.t  on  a  party  thus :  "We  were  eight,  ami  seven 
took  to  laiigliing,  and  one  to  crying,  aud  the  more  he  cried  the  more  we 
laughed,  and  the  more  we  laughed  the  more  he  cried,  aud  so  we  i>peiit  the 
niglit,  and  in  the  nKirning  we  wont  to  bed."  The  ms.iler  nf  a  Portuguese 
vcji^iL'!  to  whom  it  was  given  without  \\i^  being  itware  of  iui  niitnre,  tbt>ught 
bim^elf  bewi  ehcd,  and  liiii  crew  were  ou  the  point  of  securing  him  iha  de- 
ranged, lie  saw  a  ship  .Ktraiided  nn  the  bar,  and  ordere<)  nut  Ids  boat*  to 
her  a^^i-'itaiice  :  he  tlieti  miw  ilic  devil  cooking  iu  the  caboose,  atid  with  tbe 
demonnor  of  on  in>ane  ]km-!u>ii,  viAJi  all  llie  while  reasoning  on  the  evidenees 
of  hi.H  in.tatii(y,**.^.\.[  li-.^iM  r.M.  I  look  0.(>  gmni  of  Egvntiaa  Ha.sheei*h, 
and  half  an  hour  after  0.4  gram  in  additiou.  Before  taking,  puUe  72,  at 
7.10,  pul»e  HO.  FirhC  ^ell.■<ltio[t.  pendtdumdike  uscitlutlous  iu  tbi>  head. 
7.20,  pul-se  84  ;  a  feeling  of  fliw  of  hloitd  toward?  the  upper  part  of  head, 
and  a  strange  seu-xatioii  of  contraction,  ami  a  kind  of  collapfte  within  niy>. 
sulf;  the  |KinduhHit  like  ciseillatlon.''  iu  the  head  incnvwiiig.  7.40,  an  irre- 
*Utilde  inclination  to  luiigb,  loud  laughter,  without  any  jiarticnlar  cause, 
teudency  lo  rapid  mtivemeuis;  pul»e  84.  I  took  neveral  (juiek  turns  np 
and  down  llie  room,  and  Cheu  sat  down.     7.55,  a  fcaling  uf  bcalaud  prick- 
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iDg  in  the  hfmd.  e«DMitioa  of  roldoem  and  nainbn«n  in  Ibe  extremities, 
whirh  are  cold  tn  tlip  tniirh.  mu)  hii  iiidefinilp  ft^linir  n(  melnncliolT  and 
uiK'ii'iDPM';  oecapiotitl  piartn.  withnul  rut  vif^ible  raiifc.  like  lh(*e  nf  elec- 
tric fbifk^  ;  pulse  96.  PI«viii|K  on  ibe  piano,  porformfd  hr  one  of  those 
pirwiit.  pmdiir^d  a  nmjflca)  eflert ;  it  spemed  as  if  the  hhiimis  were  wafted 
from  n  prcat  dislam-e,  that  evcrv  wiind  bad  its  peeiiliar  life,  a  uperial  ful- 
Dftt  and  expreM*iveiif^  :  ihv  ■niindi!  seemed  to  roiiie  with  fearful  rapidity 
from  »□  endless  distance,  and  to  be  reflerted  ininirdialply  in  the  c-nr ;  in  a 
Word,  an  onlinarr  performance  seemed  equal  to  thai  of  »onie  eminent 
pianist,  and  I  tliouffht  my«'lf  a  refiiiwi  and  profound  t-onnoiHeur.  calmly 
enjoying  the  playing  nf  i»onie  dislingnisihed  niu^irian.  8.10,  puUe  104, 
full;  the  MnntioD  of  heat  in  the  head  and  pricking  in  the  temples  iu- 
oreaiml ;  I  MK-niod  lo  heur  a  liHid  nnW,  like  that  of  a  waterfall ;  suddenly 
the  nature  of  the  noi«?  rhanged,  and  it  s«e«?tr(*d  to  pnireed  fnim  n  number 
of  vthicle.^  driving  in  the  Mreet ;  then  again  the  noise  became  like  what  is 
ht-ard  ul  the  cIdkp  of  a  jierfornmni'e  al  a  theatre,  the  rumbling  of  vehicle*, 
shouts  of  men,  al]  combining  int<t  one  general  roar;  thew  wninds  viiddeiily 
diMppeared,  and  give  place  to  the  booming  of  cannon,  and  reports  of  guns 
at  R  munieiivre.  I  rut  these  ^^n^nlionii  short  by  the  fonv  of  luy  will,  and 
t»»k  a  iinick  luru  in  the  room.  I  felt  a  violent  thirst.  After  drinking  a 
glA.*!?  of  water,  1  i«at  down  on  the  wfa.  and  clo)*d  my  eyes  at  8.30.  Scarcely 
had  I  doae  so,  when  I  felt  a  remarkable  buoyancy  and  Aexibility  in  all 
my  iKxty;  before  my  eyes  appeared  a  whole  serie?  of  v.iriou«ly  tinted 
ianiiuou?  6gure)<,  rapidly  vanishing  ;  their  »>hapes  being  in  the  highest  de- 
gree uude6n(,tl ;  then  appenrett  a  n)w  of  more  or  lew  well-defined  fhapea. 
The  mo?t  varied  and  most  luxuriant  piclures  of  nature  ever  wen  by  me  in 
reality  or  in  draningii,  transported  me  into  a  magical  world;  1  thought  I 
was  in  some  virgin  forests  of  .South  Ameri(«,  then  in  some  citie*  of  Switl- 
erland,  and  then  amidri  the  ocean,  and  again  amongst  heap  of  ice  and 
mow,  etc  An  entire  series  of  remini»ceuces  of  childhood,  the  fjicea  of 
friends  and  ar-c|uainlance!),  and  the  face#  {known  U)  me  by  |KirlrAit«)  of 
•utbor»,  Ntrantf),  paeU,  politician)*,  etc..  all  thew  l)e<-amc  blended  in  my 
head,  presenting  a  kind  of  phanta-iniigoria,  and  the  nio^t  variegated  pic- 
ture. All  these  senitatinnfi  parsed  rapidiv  and  dininctly  b«>fure  ine,  and  I 
felt  M>  enraptured  that  I  begged  to  be  allowetl  to  plungi>  into  ihi:«  faniaAiic 
world,  and  to  leave  off  dictating  niv  ft*ling««.  Thi«  sinle  liifrted  till  9.20. 
During  this  lime  th<-se  who  were  present  ob«'r\"ed  thai  inv  face  was  hnt, 
rei).  and  moi?t;  pnl*e  108.  On  my  recoverv.  1  got  up  with  the  inieuiion 
of  walking  ncro!<t^  the  room,  but  noticed  that  my  gait  wa^  un^'leady,  and 
that  I  was  swcn*ing  to  the  left,  and  that  the  upi>cr  and  lower  cxtreraitiea 
of  my  \vi\  side  were  l>ennml>f^.  I  drunk  a  little  water  and  wine.  At  9.45 
I  exfifriencrd  chnrp  and  nccn-vionally  shooting  pains  in  the  loini^  and  in  the 
region  of  the  kidney?.

Tbrrv  BUS  no  pain  at  firet  in  (he  head,  but  this  peculiar  pressure  fmoi  the 
iiuifle,  irhich  rejvmbled  paiti.  wafi  not  exact;  unpleasant,  because  It  iras  so 
8tmn^>elT  norel.  I  would  often  intop  writing  and  fluike  my  head,  which 
would  seem  lo  increase  the  pressure,  merely  for  ihe  gmtificalion  of  the  pe- 
cnliar  feeling  it  affordal  me.  In  about  an  hour  from  the  time  I  prejMired 
the  ari<I,  llie  fairttnestt  ha<l  beootne  fio  general  that  I  van  oUti^fHi  to  flop 
wrilit>!i.  I  atiemptcl  lo  fLh'.  when  I  found  tiiy  lop4  to  ueiik  that  I  could 
vriih  dilficuUr  i^iflnd.

Ar- 
riving at  the  room,  I  touml  no  one  there ;  I  lay  down  on  the  lounge  and 
EiK>u  negau  tu  feel  better,  llie  strange  symjMoms  abaieil  in  the  unlcr  in 
which  tbey  i-nnie  on  ;  lintt  the  weakiu^M  of  the  stomacli  grew  lew,  then  the 
head  aeemed  to  grow  :«maltcr,  and  my  active  bmiii  Wmme  more  calm  and 
quicL  I  remiiined  Ivliig  about  twenty  miiiute:),  then  got  up  and  walked  to 
my  mnni  ngaiii,  I  Mill  felt  weak,  ami  had  a  ilull  aching  ilLslrux^  iu  ibo 
tloninch,  mv  head  still  ftH-ling  Mtmewhai  giddy.  The  n>omcnt  I  opened 
ihe  door  of  my  r<K>m,  the  tMloruf  the  acid  forced  il^lf  upon  me  a^  the  (*au^ 
of  mv  trouhle  :  I  at  once  lbn>w  lh<^  dilution  mit  of  the  window,  o|M-tR>d  ihe 
door*  and  windows,  and  aired  the  room.  I  wait  now  called  to  tea.  A*  soon 
aa  I  euiered  the  diningroom  it  )«emed  as  if  I  could  smell  ereryibing  uu 
the  tnbli',  even  the  brcuil  ami  Itutter.  The  moment  mv  eye  rvtileil  on  a 
thing  1  could  i-mell  it,  even  at  the  farther  end  of  the  labk-.  This  temo  of 
SDiell  ivenievl  lo  satialy  niy  ap|}etiLe,  and  I  ute  but  a  »mall  piece  of  brvail, 
cxcDd^l  myself,  and  retired  to  my  nwim.  I  ,wM)n  had  a  de-^ire  to  go  to  the 
vftter-clo^t.  Tbe  moment  1  entered  it.  it  wemed  as  if  I  should  be  over- 
nnwen-fl  with  thci>tench.  I  i-uutd  uot  rcmiiin,  liul  went  back  to  my  niom. 
The  water-closet  was  no  more  foul  than  ordinary  waler-clo^U,  bul  it  was 
half  an  buur  before  I  ceased  to  oroell  that  pe<'uliar  sickening  odor.  I 
aeptneil  ratlier  inclined  to  t^mile  at  my  strange  feelings.  I  wil*  in  a  happy 
frame  of  mind,  thinking  only  of  plea-nni  tilings.

gding  up  ordonii  stairs  made  me  giddy.  Cold  water  eaii^e<l  uansea.  Cttuld 
BOt  wipe  my  fac«  with  a  t'lwp],  it  was  50  .sensitive  to  touch,  ll  hurt  me  I" 
comb  irr  hruith  luy  hair.  1  now  went  out  to  viitit  my  palieni^.  but  the  jar- 
rin<^  inolioii  of  the  carriage  iuereased  all  my  had  fL<^liug!>.  i^j  that  I  uas 
obliged  to  return  to  the  house.  1  now  Wgan  to  feel  a  brui^d  or  sore  feel- 
ing tbrou^'b  theFimall  of  the  back  and  bfiwelr^.  Hy  noon  thiit  f(>cding  had 
gone  into  ibe  )ii[»,  wbifh  uehed  bndiy.  The  burning  feeling  in  the  rectum 
was  very  tp^uhlemime,  so  much  go  that  I  took  a  culd-H'ater  iujeciioa.  My 
bowels  KviMued  tilled  wiih  tlaCiileiif>>.  fJid  not  go  to  dinner,  hatl  uo  desirtt 
for  food,  the  thiiogbt  of  it  was  uuplenwiut.  About  two  aVb)ck  I  bad  a 
etool.

Sonn-  lime  alterwanU  ibis  \m- 
tieuL  liad  itnoilier  altuck  of  bronchitis,  and  took  ('bintii.  aj^ain,  which  was 
followed  by  ihe  same  symptoms,  but  in  a  less  violeut  dcjjree.

Tint  firvt  lime  the  exantheni 
broke  out  after  -Jf  gitiiiis  of  C^iiiitinc  hail  hettn  tnkeu.  A»  a  diagnosis  of 
scarlet  fever  was  mnde,  the  (Quinine  was  coutluued  fur  eight  davs,  aod  the 
eru|)liiin  jiersixti'd  tor  lUe  r^aine  b-nglli  of  time.  De»quamatioii  tncii  iK-gan, 
and  continued  lor  ?ix  weik'.  and  on  ihe  soles  of  the  feet,  iu  fact,  for  nine 
weeks.  The  fever  was  Jngli  and  perai^teot,  and  the  prostration  was  verr 
great.  Three  inc]ii|l)>  luler  the  exuntlicm  rciip|n>ared  alter  a  dctee  of  2) 
grains  of  Quiuinc.  The  t*iHge  of  erui.iinn  lasted  four  days,  and  the  de»- 
qnankalioll  three  weekp.  The  third  time  ihe  exautbem  made  its  apiKar- 
nnce  after  u  thiu^e  of  only  1^  griiin^  nl  t^iiinine.  The  Ktnge  of  eruption 
ladled  only  two  and  a  liull  dny^,  iind  the  dc-tij^naintitiou  Iburteeu  dayc. 
The  afiectioQ  this  tinie  ran  a  iikiiiler  ami  shorter  cuurse  thau  ou  the  two 
previous  occufiioiiti.     r>i-.  V<ai  lteu»inger,  of  Miirbnrg,  states  that  be  has

Iti  cii.«e  M-conil, 
Chere  »ft.s  jtroduceil  ccrniiiderahle  a.nlema,  with  wheals,  ending  with  de^jua- 
tnnttan.  Iu  ca>e  tbini,  the  rutHneoiis  eruption  and  irritation  were  not  »i 
severe  u  witli  the  oiherei,  btit  ibo  pulmonary  opprcsMiou  and  cou^trictioa 
nf  the  tbrottt  were  iho  more  pniuiiueut  cytiiptoro*,'*. — On  the  samedny  there 
rievelo[)ed  a  scurlaiiiia-like  eruption  over  the  whole  ImmIv,  wiih  very  liixb 
fever,  deliritini,  dyspua-a.  and  all  the  sympioms  of  piilniuDury  coogi-siiou. 
8<-arlaliDa,  with  pli:un>'[Hieunionia,  wa«  diagua>ticaifd.  The  eruption  di^ 
appeare<l  oo  the  fourth  day.  and  wita  tblluwed  by  desi^uainatiuu,  uhicb 
lasted  three  week*,*".

Sienrl  grinders,  to  which  Kngli.ili  {Wipn.  Mod,  \V<n'litMis<'hril1j  1H70>  lirat 
few  attention.  Tbo  poeidtar  fharaelcri sties  have  been  defined  already, 
together  with  a  description  of  the  prifgreis  of  the  disease,  iu  his  publjcii- 
tioni*  on  ihi^  Huhjeet.  in  hiiuh  a  niHiuLi-r  that  the  claHHilication  of  this  dis- 
ease a«  a  new  and  spc-ciul  oiko  i»  perfectly  reliable.  Knglish  thinks  that 
llie  nceiinaiion  of  the  mother-of-pearl  grinders  itself  is  the  cause  uf  the  dis- 
ea!?e.  We  bad,  th{!n>t'iir(!,  from  vk\seA  coming  under  our  oh^rvatinn,  in 
two  directions,  to  rmikc  use  uf  the  cliuical  experienced,  carerully  eolk'cted, 
stating  the  variations  in  the  synipioras,  and  thus  representing  ihe  general 
picture  of  tint  dinca^e,  with  referetnrt!  to  llie  etiology,  eoiirse,  and  results; 
to  verily  the  previous  observations  or  to  odd  tr)  them.  The  cliolngy.  with 
refiTcm^e  to  ihu  Uitiiunte  relation  uf  this  di.scase  lo  the  (leenpatiuu  of  the 
niotlii^rK>f-{M^nrl  grimliTs,  wiii*,  if  ]in.^ihle,  to  bt?  allirtnpd  or  jintvpn.  la 
regard  to  this,  in.spL-etiou  of  the  factor}'  rooms  aud  l-Iom  watching  of  the 
fahrit'uuoii  of  imitlivr-of-pL-arl  buttons,  give  us  most  reliable  iufunaatiuii ; 
upon  lUi^  inlorniatiDn  we  base  our  ihtwis. 

l*'ar  this  piirpDse  I  visited  several  such  factories,  aud  came  to  the  con- 
vietion  that  iu  all  these  factories,  only  one  aud  the  same  injurious  agency 
atiects  tlie  workmen,  and  prijiinre.-j  the  peciiliiir  inllaniriiation  of  ihe  boDc^ 
This  injurious  matter  is  the  dust  of  the  niolher-ofpearl,  which  was  mi 
donsely  suspt^ndt'd  in  the  air  iu  all  the  factories  Inspected,  tlial  in  a  few 
minutes  the  clothiug  was  gray. 

ThiSje  so-called  *' uiother-ot-peail"  button  factories  are  not  at  ail  what 
we  imagine,  ur  like  other  faetui'itjs,  with  large  rooms  and  suffiuieut  ven- 
tilation, corresponding  to  the  riiimberof  workinon  t-mplnyed,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  are  bmuit  low  roomsp  in  which  four  Iu  six  or  more  tumingdaihes 
are  placud,  so  tijiil  the  woikinen  liave  scareely  nxtm  emmgh  fur  free  niu- 
tion.  There  is  nothing  in  the  utensils  thai  can  give  rise  to  this  peculiar 
intlaniniatiou  uf  the  boues.  The  ueceadary  mauipulalioua  are  u<tt  different 
from  those  used  geiiurally  by  tUruens.  The  only  exijttiug  diSurenee  in  ibe 
crude  muteriitl. 
Metal  aud  vrood-turuers  furnish,  no  doubt,  a  large  percentage  of  the  dia- 
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♦««a  of  ihc  rwpiratnrr  orginii,  produced  by  dnst-inhalation,  but  ibcy  «re 
ocTcr  afllirto^l  by  ibe  «aiue  disMMS  as  the  inrMber-of-penr)  ^ritiders. 

Erii;IUh  broiicht  up  the  questiou  as  to  wbich  tme  nf  the  mnnituents  of 
mother -of- pearl  the  injuriouB  elfixts  are  Hoc,  and  ttatcd  that  horn-mrncrt 
alMi  are  affet?k-d  with  dii-ease?,  and  more  freqUMilly  than  molhtr-of-iwarl 
grinder?:  be  thinks  that  the  oi^nic  itigredifiits  nf  theite  ninlerinls  iimy 
be  ibe  injurious  agent.«.  Engllsb  do€»  not  say  p'>sitively  whether  tbc  for- 
mer are  tifflirtod  by  i^tmiUr  dweasM,  aod  itseetts  as  if  such  rases  bad  never 
come  under  his  uwn  ob-^rvaiion. 

Uirt  and  Mcrkel  in  their  able  votV  on  the  disraeee  trom  duFt  inhalation 
d(>  not  nieittiou  a  eaxc  of  an  analopins  distwse  among  the  horu-turnerv. 
Kow.  if  the  idea  were  correct,  that  inbiiling  mother  of-pearl  dost  produces 
such  a  di^ea^.  the  mode  of  it4  action  is  a  mystery.  In  what  manner  do 
these  iiijuriuus  i^tn^-ts  onrur?  Tbniupb  the  production  of  a  gvnersl  dis- 
turbance of  nutrition,  a  dyscrasia,  as  English  supposes,  or  in  what  olh«r 
waT? 

1*0  answer  ib'w  i]uefti(iu  will  Iw  tlif  thenieof  our  present  pajier,  in  which 
the  discussion  on  ifae  etiology  and  pathogenesis  of  this  dbease  will  be  tho 
principal  part. 

The  fir>-t  question,  whether  inhaling  the  dust  of  the  motber-of pearl 
causes  the  disease,  demands  a  close  eiaminaiion  of  the  constituents  cheni- 
icAlly.  It  is  almost  cxcluisively  the  inm'r  layers  which  are  worked.  After 
the  molbt'r-of-[N'url  i»  divide<l  into  stiiall  piirt^  adapted  to  the  pur[Ht»e,  the 
two  layers  are  separated  by  splitiinc,  and  the  inner  layer  of  the  shell  is 
u>«d  I'ur  the  griiiden>'  wurk.  The  dust  pro^lucnl  ibenetun?  by  the  grinding 
consists  exrluHirely  of  atoms  of  ihiit  inner  layer.  The  niitiimiil  fjusnliiy 
of  dust.produced  6y  the  ste«I  instruments  use^  ai  this  work,  and  tbe  wood 
epliniers  from  the  turiiiDg.lathes  settle  by  their  gravity  tu  tbe  floor,  and 
VoOM^uenllv  need  not  be  taken  into  account. 

Tbe  ^rimiin^  of  tbe  shell  pieces  produces  only  a  slight  araotint  of  dtist, 
or  nuiie  at  alt.  as  tbe  grinding  is  generally  done  on  a  wet  griudstone.  It 
h,  therefore,  clear  enough  thai  tbe  duit  su^jiended  in  the  workroom  coii-

ptmrl  consists  of  90-tfo  per  cent.  ('0,C'aC>.  2S  per  cent,  of  organic  matter, 
and  aWut  the  same  per  cent,  of  oiher  salts.  A  reliable  and  correct  analy- 
sis of  uiol her- of  {K-nrl  could  not  he  found.  A  knowledge  of  it»  rmistiiuents 
vas  DCCCBsary  lor  uiiderytanding  the  effects  of  the  du«t.  Dr.  Klau^eu,  as- 
sistant at  tlic  I'atbcilu^lcul  IttKlitule  i>f  Cbemlftry,  maile,  at  my  ffwcial  re- 
quest, a  very  rcliuhic  und  Mtii^-faclory  quniititaiive  aud  qualitative  analysis 
of  tbe  mother-of-pearl,  lor  which  I  am  very  much  indebted. 

The  shell  of  tbe  Aricula  tuargtiritifrra,  which  gives  us  tbe  precious 
moiber-of-pearl,  c<'n».iats,  like  other  bivalve  shells,  ot  tbreefild  anatomical 
and  chemical  constituents  or  layers.  /Vr«f,  Me  cxitrttal  <rr  tcalt  taytrt.  coo- 
•tstiiig  III'  uianitnld  brown.  ^upenmpoFed  srales.  SmniH,  the  eiilmrroua 
layer  (Sehb»»herg<*r'8  tenninology  for  the  oyster-sbells).  coiisistinc  of  a 
lostrclen,  cbalk-wbile  Iriturable  mass,  which  is  accumulated  especially  be- 
tween the  external  and  inner  layers,  though  also  berween  the  single  ^'heels 
of  the  former,  aud  minimal  quaulilics  alw  in  tbe  latter.  Third,  fht  mothrr. 
ofpettrl  t<itfrr,  tbe  innerm<jsl  of  all  tbe  layers,  possessing  besides  the  known 
bnlliant-y  »(  muihfT'Oj-j>riir{.  the  greatest  ftrmness,  and  it  is  like  the  exter- 
luU  layer,  strutitied.    A  calcareotu  Bubatanoe  is  found  between  the  single 
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InnDiiicu  iu  minute  quaatiti^.     These  different  Injera  couaist,  according  to 
Dr.  KtHueiei)'t>  niiHlyKi".  uf  llio  rtillnwitig  cumpmUiouA:

Tlie  ur^nie  biibstani-o  roii»i»i«  of  J6.7  per  cent,  (resulta  of  two  analyses) 
uitro^t'ii.  The  organic  substaoce  iat^oluble  in  HO  in  al»o  iiinohible  in  iVi- 
luted  alkalies  and  a^itis.  Coocenlraied  boiling  alkalies  and  acid^  dissolve 
the  Kiiiiif,  but  den>ni|KiNe  it.  J^bonphoriu  and  jtutf/hur  could  Hot  be  detectod 
iu  the  orijttuic  ituhsUmce. 

The  organic  substance  of  the  mother -of-jienrl  is  accordiug  to  tlie  results 
of  aiialy-xia  coinptvcd  of  llie  Mime  eonxliliivuUi;  ud  all  ibe  ulber  dhella,  «od 
ftbows  like  ibein  a  {freat  percentage  of  nitmifen. 

It  seenia  pmbable,  on  the  simple  observation  of  the  circunistAnoea  uader 
whirli  thn  niiithfr-Dl-pfarl  fihiulerK  work,  that  they  roNHtRntly  respire  the 
du.*r.  which  enttrs  fn-ely  with  the  net  of  ini^piraiioii  iulo  the  brtmchi,  and 
eventually  into  the  lua;,(8,  and  that  the  dust  enters  the  blood.  I  had  iiever- 
theleiv^  to  prove  by  all  tiiimtu  l\w  triitJi  of  my  hy|i<i1.he^i».  t)ie  more  a»  I 
base  my  coucliwioii!!  upon  thiB  f«ci,!«ofli  a  iloctrlne  must  then-fore  be  prove<l 
by  tl^e  most  reliable  aud  simpLe^t  exjterimenl. 

To  a<'c>i)[iipli.-<h  [hiif  I  put  iL  dag  inlii  a  li<->rii]etio»lly-closer1  titt  box,  into 
which  by  inenna  of  a  veiuilator  the  dust  of  the  inollier-of-penrl  was  blown  ; 
in  ihifl  way  the  air  vraa  constantly  more  or  less  saturated  wilh  the  iIumI. 
Thi.H  dust  I  oblaiiind  fmm  a  niother-()f-p«>arl  button  fadury,  tii  quantity 
about  ttO  pounds,  and  after  Wm^  piiriticd  from  the  wood  arnl  «teel  i^plintera 
by  ineatis  of  a  sieve,  I  used  it  for  said  purpose.  With  tbiK  (pianiiLy  I  con* 
tiniii^tl  the  ex|>erinient  for  four  nuuiths  und  a  half,  8o  that  the  animal  had 
to  inhale  the  conceotnited  dust  in  this  apparatus  f«ur  to  five  hours  every 
day;  the  real  of  the  day  be  yt&a  kept  in  the  dog-kennel.  I  thouglilof 
prmlucing  oKlitlH  in  yintnjr  dit^,  1>nl  could  nol  M'e  any  re.'«ullt<,  hut  in  regard 
to  the  ciitraucc  and  accumulation  of  the  [tiother-of-jtearl  dun  into  ihe  re- 
spiratory organji,  I  had  the  bc-gt  and  mosKt  striking  rertults.  The  dogs  were 
eutirfly  envi^red  willi  iKk  diiHt,  and  the  ojH'niiigs  of  their  niHlriU  densely 
overlaid  by  the  dust,  after  a  Ktay  of  uuly  half  an  hour  in  the  apparatus, 
ifhen  full  at  work. 

After  two  mppUb  the  dogs  began  slightly  In  cough.  At  first  T  had  a  ft- 
niale  dog  with  two  pup^,  six  weeks  old,  in  the  tippumtu.^  for  the  experi- 
ment;  Ijut  as  thf  pups  on  the  Tnh  and  I2th  of  August  liiwl,  in  eonse- 
i{uenc.e  <d'  a  lobular  pununionia,  I  had  to  take  another  young  dog  to  con- 
tiuuc  my  experinientjf  uutil  the  end  of  8epteuibi<r.  Oa  these  dead  aaimala 
1  could  iletect  the  niollier-of-pearl  du»t  xu  the  niueour;  uienibnine  of  the 
reiipiratory  organs,  and  in  tho  parenchyma  of  the  lungs,  in  the  na^al,  laryn- 
geal, tracheal,  ami  brouchiiU  cnucou.'i  menibraue.  I  could  only  detect  the 
ealcareuue  tlu^t  on  the  epitlielia  of  the  mucus,  nnd  licrt;  and  thure  in  the 
upi«-'rniof-l  layer  of  llio  cpiliu'lin  of  the  niur[)U8  menil>rHue  by  the  micro- 
scope, and  by  trcaimeui  with  HCI.  Iu  the  lungtf  of  all  four  dog«  (two  of 
theiu  were  killed)  the  mother-of-pearl  dust  eouid  bu  found,  not  only  iu  the 
ejiitbclia  uf  the  srnallfjjt  broncliiii  atid  alveoli,  but  aUo,  and  tuore  promi- 
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ly  iinb(*f]il[Hl  in  the  ]NirenrhyinB.  cltmeniinnted  in  particlm  of  the  tiae  of 
B  pill's  head,  ami  as  large,  loo,  an  hemp-seed.  Thcw?  Bcriimuiatinns  were 
dWeruible  even  la  the  toucli  as  culcareoos  mailer:  ther  eil'erTeii4.'-ed  ou  ad- 
dition of  IIC'l.  These  acriimulattons  of  calcareoiti>  <lu«t  were,  as  the  nticro- 
•copical  exnmiDiitiiXi  of  »|)ecimen8  preaervcd  iu  alcohol  proveii.  present  in 
the  pjireuchyina  of  the  luog-tit«ue.     On  the  cnntrary,  in  rpecimens  which 

»were  kept  Inr  a  longer  time  in  "  Mriller'a  fluid,"  and  which  liavL*  hint  the 
CO.CaO,  I  could  by  considerable  magoifriiig,  delect  most  miuiiie  piirlieles 
of  a  huuit»fieue«iu»  light-refracling  eutwlaoce,  pArlljr  free  in  the  tissue,  partlr 
in  round  cells,  which  wan  not  nl  nil  rhan^fd  in  form  or  c^mdition  by  add- 
lag  m  iolittion  of  noia^  dilute,  HCl  or  HNO,.  and  therefore  can  be  taken 
ma  tbe  orptntc  ^ulwiance  uf  the  decalcified  niitiherof-pearl  durt,  "Conchi- 
olin."  Trie  molher-of-penrl  diLst  miM  have  therefore  enterei)  in  the  emallcst 
bronchi  and  alveoli  through  the  epithelium,  or  afu-r  the  do:)4truction  of  this 
into  the  {Mrenehynia. 

Accunuiltttiiin^  uf  mother^f-pBarl  diMt  in  the  hninchial  glandn  of  the 
dogv  could  nut  be  detected.  TbcM  expcrimcnis  have  doubtle^  proved 
that  tbe  mother  of  pearl  duel  inhaled  by  the  mother  of-pearl  ^'riiidera  pea* 
etrales  tbe  lung  pareuchynia  under  [K?rJt-ctly  snalogniis  rondiliouB  u.>^  thn»e 
under  which  the  d<>fn>  were  placed,  only  that  the  men  breathe  the  wme 
Hituratett  injurious  atnuH'phen!  lur  a  luntfer  time  each  day.  Thi^  cooclu- 
eion  i^  borne  Mit  by  tbe  character  of  tbe  diseases  prevalent  among  the 
moiber-of-petirl  grinders. 

In  tbe  bc^iiiuing  uf  their  employment  in  these  factories  the  men  are 
frequently  ailacked  by  calarriial  broocbilis.  The  owners  of  ihene  IkcUiries 
iriU  not  admit  that  thei^e  di«eaaea  are  coDse<|uent  upon  their  work  in  the 
iBclory. 

It  ffeemi'  that  the  meo  afler  awhile  get  BCCU«toroed  to  the  irritatioo  which 
the  du»t  esert«  upuu  the  respiratory  organs,  and  coDsetfueotly  cough  leas 
frequmtly. 

Obeerraiiona  and  experience  prove  that  when  the  inhnlntinn  of  anr  dust 
is  coBftlant  the  re^piraiory  or^ad!)  become  less  wa»ilive  lo  iln  irntatiog 
SCttoo,  and  If  we  remember  ihat  the  tjualily  of  the  mother-itf  peurl  diut  ia 
Mwb  that  it  irritaies  the  tiisues  scarcely  more  than  io  a  mechanical  wmy, 
tUa  will  not  •eeni  strange. 

Hirt  ind  Merkel  do  not  a;;ree  in  iheir  writings  npon  the  diseased  u(  the 
Tnother-of  {learl  f-rinden'.  Merkel  cla>se«  the  moiherKif-pearl  grinding 
amotig  employuiinl^  injurious  to  beallb.  Uirt  does  Dot  pay  mueli  atten- 
tion lo  it.  Merkel  meniiouii  a  diK-cverv  hy  (ireenhow  ;  iu  the  lungti  of  a 
noiher-cf  pfarl  grinder,  accumulatiooA  of  the  duj^t  from  the  size  of  a  mil- 
let-seed to  that  of  a  hu2eliiul  were  found,  which  carruborate?  the  truth  of 
our  experiments.  It  would  be  of  great  interest  to  collect  morbility  and 
mortality  ptaiit'tics  from  t]m  profe«»ion.  Vienna  would  be  the  beet  place 
for  lhit>  purpose;  there  are  ine  iua!>t  fluuriiyhiug  factories  of  thi»  kind. 
There  arv  atuut  two  hundred  to  threa  hundred  meu  employed  iu  tbe  bo- 
lories  kmiMD  to  me. 

U  dlniek  me  as  a  remarkable  fart  that  in  each  factory  which  I  viMt«d 
tbvtaiployed  were  fnmi  ihe  ages  of  twelve  to  twenty.  On  inquiry  upon 
tLi*  8unjei-t  I  could  get  only  eva!>ive  and  uniintixfactory  an.^wen. 

Lei  u>*  now  cuundor  the  etiology  and  }tathogenesi»  of  the«?  diseases. 

We  find  fir^l.  Lhiil  the  di»ea»e  haii  been  ob^rveil  in  young  people,  who 
were  nut  yet  matured,  before  and  after  pulierty.  There  U  nu  rate  known 
to  tu  where  au   individual  fully  growo  has  been  attacked  by  it.     AAer 
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working  id  these  factorieA  a  lun^;er  nr  shorter  time,  that  n  frnm  several 
m<ii]thti  in  niii!  nr  twit  yenn<,  it  piirt  of  tUrm-  men  cntttnu't  the  Huteaae.  (I 
caDnot  give  exactly  ihc  percenwpe.)  Worknico  aitarkpd  once  hy  ihe  dis- 
ease are  always  »ulijt-ct  l<j  it  n,tn<>ri  vih^n  they  miew  rheir  work.  The  His- 
ea»o  6m  fliowtt  '\tse\f  hy  a  nwn:  or  Ifsii  iiiiPiiM!  pain  in  ihp  bone  which 
afterwards  becomes  the  seat  of  Ihe  di?ca*e.  The  pain  ponerally  comes  od 
Diid(U-nly  :  in  the  farh  fta°!.fs  of  the  malady  it  i^  cmitiiiiiiPiiH,  hut  nf^er 
several  days  is  fllif;htly  n-minent,  and  in  ^cm'rHlIy  dcscrilied  by  llip  patient 
Rs  a  rheumatic  pain.  It  is  i^trirtly  localized  in  that  part  of  ih(>  hone  in 
whieh  the-  further  ilevelupment  of  the  di^ca^^e  lakes  place,  ludividuala 
wlio  have  bucu  prcvtuui^ly  attacked  ruco^nizu  the  beginning  of  the  malady 
at  once  hy  tho  peculiar  sen-ation  of  pain  belonging  to  the  tlineaite.  In  the 
heeiunin^  ihe  pain  is  oot  increased  by  pressure  ou  the  buue  nor  hy  mus- 
cular exertinri. 

Soon  after  the  appearance  of  tho  pain,  the  general  hralth  id  afferte<l,  and 
slight  fever  occurs.  Sick  persons  whom  I  frequently  altended,  and  upon 
whom  I  had  guo<l  opportunity  of  making  obRTvalton^.  had  always  a  i<light 
fever  without  chill.  Increaj^ed  thin^t,  diminished  appetite,  iiariial  or  inial 
sleeplessiiese,  general  sensation  nf  beat,  alternating  with  slight  chill  (suroe- 
linien  chill),  Dccretiou  uf  a  dark-colored  urine,  with  !<e(|imeut:  the»e  are 
the  genera)  i>yinptomt<.  An  elevated  lemfwrature.  in  palienUK  at  the  rlinic, 
was  always  detecled.  The  pstieut^  generally  ran  attend  (heir  work  in  this 
conditio:!  fur  a  couple  ul'  day^,  until  the  iucreai<e  of  the  paiu  and  the  ex* 
ftcerliutiou  of  the  ff!ver  maki.-  work  ini|KWi)ibiv.  Then  swelling  of  the  dis- 
eased hone  occurs  as  a  sccwud  s.ymptoni. 

The  mrcftiity  ahmiis  'iere/opt  JiM  on  one  or  the  oiher  aid  of  a  diapkifnjt^ 
vetrr  in  the  multUe  vj  it,  tiar  mi  ihe  ei>ip}iy»i».  If  the  di^eaiw  is  iu  a  long 
bone,  the  swelling  develupa  on  a  sLrictly  ciruuruecribed  spot,  whence  it 
epreads. 

Kxternally  ]ierreptib1e  swelling  i*  in  ihe  beginning  purely  perioetAal,  and 
toward*  ihe  oorre* ponding  epiphysis,  a?)  well  aa  uu  the  bonier  of  tho  dia- 
phy»is.  marked  with  a  sharp,  clear,  distinct  margin.  The  surrounding  ft*)ft 
partf  tiniy  afWrwardn  partieipHtt^t  more  or  )e.4A  in  the  swelling,  antl  then 
cauf*  eon-iiderublo  swelling  of  the  afieeie«1  cxiremiticK.  The  swelling  is 
extremely  painful  to  the  slightest  touch,  like  every  other  swelling  of  tho 

fieriosteum.  lis  ronnifitpnre  may  vary.  It  is  at  first  Mit'l,  elaslie,  more  or 
CM  distinct,  fluctuating.  After  a  hjuger  [wriod  it  heeonicj*  soiid,  and  may 
become  as  hard  a.*  u  bime.  We  have  seen  no  ca^e  in  our  cHuic  where  an 
abtiCPKs  hiul  fnrnud,  but  Mill,  in  twfi  vasva  under  our  observalion,  we  cnuld 
po^^itivcly  dingnoslicatc  an  nirurnulation  of  fluid  by  the  diHiuct  fluctuation, 
which  had  been  again  reabsorbed. 

Knglish  mentiiJtis  a  rjisc  in  wlileh  formnlimi  of  an  absress  tnok  place. 
I  several  times  staw  an  ossitication-likc  swelling,  which,  after  a  shorter  or 
lumrer  time,  disappeared. 

The  swellitig  progre-t^eet  wilh  the  dUeane  from  the  end  nf  the  diaphysis 
towards  the  middle  of  ihc  bytie;  it  miiv  then  spread  over  the  whole  length 
of  it.  and  also  over  the  epiphysis.  \Vilh  the  spreading  of  the  inflamma- 
tory pnK'ei«  to  the  epiphysis  an  inflammation  of  the  joIntB  taken  place, 
which  mny  end  in  suppuration. 

Knglish  associates  this  constant  occurrence  of  the  swelling  in  one  end  of 
the  diHphyniH  with  the  cuurHe  of  the  nutrient  arteriea,  and  expresses  him- 
self as  Ihllows: 
"The  disease  always  begins  on  that  end  of  the  diaphysis  tnwards  which 
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UteoWnVn  nutrient  is  runntn((;  His  the  poiol  vliere  tbe  bltKHl-pressure  is 
gttate>t,  and  proepejecsloward^  (he  opposite  end!." 

Knplu^h  roiuc^  to  tliii<  eonclu^ioo  by  comparing  the  Mrurrenoe  onH  pro* 
)ir«^F  itf  ilie  sK^IIiiig  wilh  (lie  roiirH>  of  the  artrria  tivtrittta  on  ihe  1h>iiph, 
wbirh  in  the  ca«ef  obe^rvcd  br  him  were  diseased.  English  Bc«ini>  to  think 
ihflt  a  grf^t  l)l<»od-pri^f>urc  cuiise*  the  disease,  or.  At  katt,  that  it  is  one  of 
thi^  priiiripal  faclont.  It  it<  ven*  difficult  to  iindenilHiiil  what  the  dineclioa 
nt'  an  aricry  or  a  greater  blood-pre?j*ure  iia»  to  do  with  the  origin  of'au  iu- 
flanirualory  pr>K¥»8.  1  niii»t  eoiilrndiet  his  codcIuhiju^,  try  to  dt-Soe  my 
owii,  and  explain  to  brief  my  views  u{)fm  the  etiology  and  pathogcneeis 
of  the  O(^iiii0  among  the  iiintber-of- pearl  grinders. 

I  take  the  dust  of  the  mother-of-pearl,  which,  as  proved,  colera  by  tlie 
act  of  reypiration  (wilh  the  respiratory  air)  into  the  lliag-liBeuet<,  as  the 
iDJuriotM  agent  which  produces  ine  OAtitid. 

I'he  Chnthiotin  must  be  the  irritant  produelog  the  ioflammalion  of  the 
boues.  The  rptaniing  of  the  blood  rtream  in  rapillarii?i*  of  the  mnrmw 
muH  be  coDw<|uent  upon  the  acoumulaiiou  of  Couclnolin  in  the  res^eb, 
causing  obliteratinii  of  the  sraalle^it  vessels,  and  eoQ&eijueutly  embolism. 
lo  every  respfct,  I  ihink  the  C'onchiolin,  the  insoluble  organic  siib-taoce  of 
tb«  roother-of  jifjirl,  ih?  irriiant  ag«nt. 

The  moliiplicily  of  the  mtiil»  in  lootiier-of-ijear!  grinder*  haH  some  sim- 
ilarity wilh  the  |>erioetitia  couscqiient  upon  syphilis,  pyicmia,  or  septi- 
ncinia. 

The  ftiolo^  and  paihogmen*  of  -taid  di8en»c  may  be  as  follows: 

Till'  mt>ther-ofpcarl  griudcrs  inhale  the  mother-of-pearl  du.«t,  which 
partly  entera  into  (he  lung-li^^ues.  and  partly  is  again  expectorated.  The 
dust  acciiiuiilatori  in  the  lungn  in  small  disseminate  jiarticles,  and  proiluces 
a  local  ioflammatioa  of  the  lung-ti^^ues,  which  rarely  ever  tthowii  any  per- 
ceptible symptoms.  It  mny  althnngh.  in  course  of  lime,  by  long-lasting 
iniialniion,  oix-nsion  such  changes  in  the  lung-iistiiies  as  follow  tbe  iuhala- 
ti<'U  of  any  other  kind  of  dust.  The  mother-of-pearl  duj»t,  cousUiing  of 
CX'.C^O  and  (JonrhioUn  becomes  changed  by  degrees  in  the  hing-li^ues. 
The  C'OjCaO  be«x»nieii  diKJa>iveil,  and  the  ConchhUn  remains  as  aii  insol- 
uble 6uKalaoc«  in  ibe  fluidr>  of  the  hmly  ;  thix  gftf>  tike  other  kind:^  nf  dust 
into  the  rircniatinn,  acenmnlaleH  in  the  cnpilluries  of  the  bone«,  in  ccmse- 
quence  of  retarding  the  cir<.-uta|iuu  of  the  blood,  formii  embolia  in  the 
capillaries  In  the  eous  of  the  diitphyK'^,  imd  event iially  oci'lude»  ihepmiilleflt 
art«-rie?i  nn<l  caiisps  an  infarclu.^.  The  primary  nsti'omy'-litis  Ieiid»  only  by 
contiguity  to  Oitiliii.  peno^titi?,  and  articular  intJnmmatioo.  As  an  ueteo- 
myelitis  caused  by  a  certain  -ub^tauce  of  tho  motlier-of- pearl,  we  may  call 
it  a  "  Conchiniin  osteomyelitis." 

The  iHiiti*  and  periosiiiis  which  always  accompany  the  ofiteomyelitis, 
according  to  the  above  explatiation,  have  to  be  n-garrled  only  as  pn>gre«- 
aive  in(lHmmalii>iiti  of  the  respfctive  tij«?nes,  and  have  no  specificity  for  it. 
But  if.  ais  ex|>crieuce  teaches,  the  inhalation  of  horn-dust  producer  a  sim- 
ilar or  the  some  bone  disease,  which  I  think  very  probable,  then  then;  may 
be  alKi,  beitides  the  Conchioliu  osteomyelitis,  a  born -substance  o^icomye- 
lili».

The  phi-Donieiia  of  the  Ciii'L»iani  form  of  diplopia  fidlow  a  dt-finile  onler, 
and  lake  place  in  the  up[Mrr  half  only  of  t)ie  6ehl  of  virion.  Th«'V  iK-4'urred 
fint  with  ohjectj!  held  at  the  extreme  right  or  letl  of  the  vbual  held;  and 
a«  the  imtteut  |MUtf«d  more  under  the  influence  of  the  drug,  then  with  ob- 
jects held  nearer  and  iienrer  the  middle  line,  and  at  last,  ustuutly  for  a 
short  lime  only,  objects  in  the  median  vertical  plane  Honied  double.  As 
the  eflt'ds  of  the  drug  wore  olT,  the  double  vi.tion  di^ap|)enred  in  llie  in- 
verse order.

T  liinchetl  my  tongue  with  llu>  rork  moifitpned  with  the  Inl  cent,  dil.,  but 
expericncinj:  noeffirctx  beyond  that  whieh  usually  follows  theapplicaiionof 
Alcohol  or  Ktber  to  the  tongue.

This  seufatiou  was  t^uicklv  followed  by  a  dull  aching 
pain  al  back  of  ht^atl,  which  wa«  alti.-ruHtely  Wtter  aiid  wor^,  each  acco>-

4,  uiih  (tl(Jiioii),  dhiiwii  a  tUeliue  fruin  144  to  88  iii  livi^  and  Uiti  riiiu- 
utes,  and  thtii  a  rise  tD'Jtiin  titU-eii  mioutes.  No.  6  was  still  more  reiuark- 
able-iu  tliid  re«peft,  ."howiiig  a  mpid  diminution  of  pulse,  from  176  to  120 
in  lU'L'.and  lo  lU-i  in  lvt\  iiiiuutei:,  and  then  u  me  up  tu  1 16  in  leu  minutes. 
I'lviver  No.  6  showed  a  gradual  decline.  We  have  then  a  falliug  and 
fifing  of  plilap,  alter  severe  exercise,  without  OlonDin.  but  (he  fnl/intf  and 
ruing  w  mxieh-ntorc  niarkrd  in  two  aut  nj'  four  prot^rn  who  took  (rV&noiM. 

TIte  next  table  exhibits  the  eflecia  of  Glonoiu  ou  the  puUe  of  eight 
provers,  without  precediug  exercise.

No.  2.  after  a  decided  fall  of  ptils*  to  88  in  three  minutps,  had  an 
increai^i?  to  100  in  fmir  minnte!<.  (hen  a  ^radmtl  decline.  And  No.  d,  after 
having  his  pulite  diniinialu'd  lo  !>2  in  foiir  minutet*,  had  an  inereaw  tu  96 
iu  five  tniitute^.  and  104  iu  six  and  ei^ht  rnu)utc}>.  before  falling  to  100. 

It  will  hfi  iibnervM  thai  pmver  S'<t,  2.  whiiso  jmlse  wa*  primarily  de- 
pressed iiiTahle  II.  allowed  emwiderahle  fluetuatioa  in  Table  IV;  he  is  the 
only  prorer  who  appear?  in  both  inblw.  Ho  far  we  are  able  to  conclude 
that  the  coinliti(in»  of  a  prover  may  vary  at  difrerent  times,  chowing  differ- 
ent resultn  fn)m  tlie  .-ame  exj»eriincut.  Furthermore',  thai  Glonoin  may 
niiM  the  pulse  at  ouco  in  »onie  pruvers,  and  that  it  may  primarily  dimiDUh 
it  in  others  before  elevating;  it.  diirinp  the  fpiiewent  eimdition  of  provBrs 
(Table  III,  and  (hat  it  wiU  affect  ii  in  a  similar  maancr  when  the  putae 
ba^  been  exeiterl  by  exerciae  (Table  IV). 

Though  in  a  fair  number  of  ct«*s  (llonoin  will  diminish  the  piiUe  quicker 
after  its  cmitcmttil  liy  exerciBv  ihan  it  would  ditiiiiii-h  witlmiil  Olonoin, 
we  alfiu  learo  hv  Table  IV  that  tou'h  h()ma>opathic  diniiiiution  does  not  al- 
ways nrciir.  hilt  that  thf  piiUc  may  Miik  even  more  slnwly  under  GtunoiD 
than  willuml  il,n.s  n\^y  sliowii  by  pnivora  'i  :tiid  4  in  Table  III. 

Another  purely  phyjiicilo^ir-nl  etfeet  is  aUo  apparent,  when  provera  ex- 
cite th^  pulse  hy  running  a  mtoimI  time  in  ten  or  fifteen  minut**.  Il  will 
then  b«  xlower  to  i)ink  under  Olnnihiri  than  if  uiily  uim  effurl  tu  excite  the 
pulse  had  been  made,  bm  in  Tables  1  and  III. 

The  d(we  is  also  n  matter  of  importance.  In  the  above  experiraents 
drop  doses  of  the  tincture  (1.80)  were  used,  and  it  was  ob!*erved  several 
times  that  iiicrea**  of  dose  eau»ed  differences  of  renult^  ;  thus  in  Table  II 
proverri  7  and  8  had  2-drop  dows,  followed  hy  mpid  primnry  depres.iion  ; 
these  were  men.  Two  wonieu  (Nos.  1  and  5).  taking  *mly  1  drop,  cxperi* 
eiiced  from  it  tlie  same  efli-ct  as  the  men  diii  fn»m  2  <Iro|}j(. 

Experiments  are  yet  wanting  lo  delenorne  if  higher  ntleiiuations  will 
diminirrh  the  pulse  quicker  and  with  mnre  certainty  arier  miining  than  the 
drop  diisea  of  itncturt!  need  hy  the  pnivers  abuve  named,  and  which  failed 
ill  Table  IV  (o  produce  a  coiistaut  decline, but  tended  rather  to  elevate  the 
pulse. 

As  for  Glonoin  at*  a  substance,  It  in  one  of  tlii>iie  whose  active  qualities  are 
not  latent  or  difficult  lo  develop.  Like  it--*  new  relative.  Nitrite  of  aniyl, 
it  ac-ts  more  quickly  upon  the  orgaoi^m  than  mo»t  other  sulwtancc».  It  it 
therefiire  well  adnpLed  tu  proving,  und  lo  illustrate  lo  uuvicea  the  eflecta  of 
drugs  upon  tUe  body/*,

n^neaied  the  iloiie  in  half  an  hour,  iit  which  timr?  I  be^n  tu  t'eol  a  terrible 
fuloraa  in  my  head,  a«  though  I  had  taken  10  or  more  ermm  of  Quinine. 
This  coDlinned  fur  about  tt>n  or  fifteen  miout^^,  when  1  wa.-4  taken  with  A 
pain  ID  mj  \tfi  eye  and  right  knee-joiut,  prc-ci^-ly  like  acuU'  rheuuuiiiKiu. 
The  pain  in  my  knH>  did  not  la>l  more  than  half  an  hour,  and  at  this 
time  I  took  the  third  >t[HH>uful.  The  pain  io  my  eye  became  the  mo!>t 
intense  ibnt  can  be  imagiui-d,  the  pupil  berominf^  dilated  lurjrdy ;  and 
t^trangR  t"  (say,  it  was  two  hours  before  the  right  eye  became  atli-clrd,  but 
when  it  did,  mv  misery  was  only  doubled.  At  the  time  the  right  eye  be- 
came ulfected.  \  was  taken  with  an  unbearable  [miu  in  the  entire  regiun  uf 
the  liver  mid  fpleen,  and  m>  severe  wa^  it  tlial  I  could  not  lie  i-tilt  out  nii>- 
meot.  aud  the  coreuets  in  the  region  of  the  pain  k&h  like  noihing  to  which 
1  can  ctmpare  it,  except  that  of  acute  rheumaiiiim.  With  a  towel  tied 
around  my  head,  and  hot  applications  over  liver  aud  upleen,  declaring  that 
I  had  iudatiimaiiou  of  the  brain  and  of  the  liver  and  spleen,  did  I  pau 
the  m(>*i  terrible  nl^t  of  my  life. 

The  pain  of  the  eyes  was  in  the  ryrhaUs,  and  ran  directly  back  to  the 
bmio,  and  to  turn  or  move  them  wa«  torlunng.  In  &ct  the  paio  produced 
by  the  drue,  wherever  it  occurrctt.  wa^  like  that  of  rheumatldui,  (min  with 
eoreoen.  The  coojunrtiva  was  remarkably  injeicted,  and  tbeeyp*  preiwnLed 
the  appearance  noticed  in  congestion  of  the  orain.  The  pain  in  my  cyea, 
toother  with  the  itiirenea^,  lasted  thrw  day^. 

The  action  of  the  drug  on  the  norvouri  :^ystem  is  remarknhle.  It  at  firet, 
when  given  in  full  do6e«,  acts  on  the  optic  nerve,  and  in  a  little  time  it  jun 
as  »'UrL-ly  influeocea  the  par  vagum,  and  U)  that  degree  it  i>eem(i  to  interrupt 
the  respiration.  The  inlerrupiioii  of  respiration  in  my  own  caw  was  so 
great  as  to  prevent  sleep,  even  if  the  pain  had  not  prevente*!.  The  mo- 
tueut  I  would  fait  n.^^leep  the  retijiirattir^'  movement  would  (va>e,  and  it 
would  not  be  resumed  until  awakened  by  the  sufibcaliuo  that  re^ulteil  from 
the  ffUspensioD  of  respiration.

Dr.  Odby, 
Pub.  Mai«.  Horn.  Med.  Soc.,  vol.  \v,  31,  took  oue  doee  of  Vj  grains  of 
Hyrtriodicum. 

He  Kuffen'd  from  a  painful  wnAation  of  beat  in  his  feet;  in  a  few  days 
thi?  iDcrca^ei),  and  wa^  accompanied  by  a  trembling  of  the  Itmbe  and  feel- 
ing of  iatoxicatioii ;  bi.'<i  niuvemenls  were  uucerlaio  from  a  totterin):  of  bis 
lower  extremities;  there  were  vertigo,  duloegs  of  the  eye?,  feeble, and  often 
double  virion,  with  a  N^ni'atiuti  nf  turning  rutind.  All  ihefe  phenomena 
■pernaleti  for  several  week».  Shortly  after,  the  [ntwer  of  Qioving  bi.-«  ti[« 
|*aad  cbecki>  was  t»^i.  and  be  wa§  unable  in  ma.«ti(-aie.  He  bad  at^o  vaguo 
feeliDgv  io  the  head,  back,  and  liiubs,  which  be  could  doi  de?<crilK'.    A  day 
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or  two  nftenrardrt  his  gnit  vms  still  fnltrrinij,  with  vprtlt^  aud  fc>eblu  vinioa  ; 
llie  counli'natife  wn»  thnt  of  n  Hrunkanl ;  *n>«K;h  thick  and  indiMinci ;  ryes 
np|>tiri-nt)Y  protruded.  nn»l  n  liiwi  of  njipclil*".**. — In  a  paper  rnotribuied  lo 
tlie  ttrvue  Mni«wfir  de  Mrtl.  ct  de  Chir,,  H^'ptcnilHT.  j(*77,  Pmf.  A-  F".iur- 
iiivr,  of  the  St.  h-mis  HiifpitAl.  obf^prve^  that  while  aiiiou^  the  □iiruerous 
and  various  pheriompna  vrhifh  niny  fullow  the  inj!;c»<linn  »f  loilirlo  of  pntas- 
sitiiii,  th^rc  are  eorric  which  are  of  comniort  oixurreaoe  and  well  kuiiwo; 
there  are  olherv  which  have  either  efca|ie<l  attviitinn,  or  have  only  beeu 
inipcrftftly  descrilted.  Aiiioug  ibcw  may  he  nin^rcd,  he  bfltevpi*,  a  cutane- 
ous afll-ctiuD.cunsiiiling  iu  the  production  of  Ftnall  miliary,  uon-prnriginouii, 
sau^uii)e»U(i  Kpot-,  pntci-fidiii};  after  the  inniiner  of  ptirpiira,  and  tu  which 
he  proposes  to  give  the  tianio  of  iiKJic  purpitnt,  or  pi-techiMl  i<Mii»m.  That 
the  appearance  uf  the  exRiitheD),  and  the  tukiiig  of  the  I'xlide  are  not  a 
nu-re  coint-ideiice,  he  cotirhidcia  from  the  t'ottowlnt;  nl)M>rval.ion» :  I.  Ill  all 
cases  the  purpura  hw»  appeared  a  v<>ry  short  time  (frfini  one  lo  mk  day*) 
after  coititiienuiDg  the  Iodide.  '2.  In  H>u)e  of  the  putientii  the  same  pur- 
purii*  eruption  has  been  prndiiced  severnl  times  after  each  new  adniinit^lra- 
tionof  the  Iodide,  and  in  three  of  these  it  orcurrt-d  every  time  the  medicine 
waa  usftl.  Two  caseti  are  detailed  in  which  tlitjt  was  the  ca*e  three  or  four 
tinuM.  3.  Tn  wnother  case  in  which  the  piirptini  was  prndnred  on  three 
sncceti^ive  occnsioni?,  it  wa?  found  iu  all  the^  that  whenever  the  dose  wns 
notably  increa^'cil,  a  marked  aggravation  ur  adilitioual  pruduetiun  of  llic 
eruption  enflued. 

As  to  the  characteristics  of  ihiia  eruption,  in  all  the  patients  the  well- 
kuown  appeurauees  of  purpura,  and  the  int^Kis^ihility  of  ctfaring  thena  by 
pressure  with  the  finjrer,  were  di«tiuet)y  presenl,  the  petechial  color  due  U) 
excravai-aiion  being  very  obvious  The  feat  of  the  cniplion,  with  one  ex- 
ception ( whiMi  it  van  on  the  ihoniic.  and  llmt  only),  was  in  all  the  caoe*  on 
the  less  only,  being  always  more  c-iiiHucnt  on  their  anterior  than  on  their 
po5tenor  part.  It  never  descended  to  the  foot,  or  extended  beyond  lire 
knee.  Tliif  purpura  seeniB  t*t  ai«^uni«  an  eniiiienlly  diwn--le  form,  lew  cputu 
being  usually  oltserved. about  a  hundre<l  of  thereon  each  limb  con^tiltiiing 
the  niaxiniufii  of  cimfluenee.  fifty  or  sixty,  or  even  less,  lH:ing  the  number 
URUuIly  ohsiT\'eii,  On  ihe  siK^-ensive  ap|M>arani-(ti  the  purpuric  t [mitt  are 
even  yel  fewer  iu  nnmher.  This  rarity  of  couflnence,  and  the  especial 
locali/ation  of  the  exnulheni  ahaul  the  anterior  tibial  rt-gion,  impart  to 
this  varifty  of  porj>uric  iiffi-rtiim  a  wtniewhiit  pfi-utiiir  pbysi'ignotiiy  of  its 
own.  It  is  always  a  miliary  purpura,  that  i*.  a  petechia!  eruption  of  the 
sniallevl  extent,  resembling  iu  eizc  a  millet-peed,  the  heud  of  a  pin,  or  at 
nioiit,  and  llmt  rarely,  a  grain  of  corn,  or  n  small  U'lilil.  The  »]Mits  are  uxu* 
ally  of  A  reftnlar  rounded  form,  and  let^  ofleu  oval  ur  irregular  in  form,  and 
notched.  The  eruption  never  advances  beyond  thi»  petechial  and  miliary 
condition.  The  fpotJ*  are  <{uite  level  with  the  :<kin,  oeeiningly  incorporated 
with  the  inieL'ument,  the  appearance  of  which  they  only  modify  by  tlwir 
bright  color.  Like  as  in  purpura  vulgari:^,  the^  spot«  give  ri^e  lo  neither 
local  norcon«tilntioii;il  disturbAncv,  inducing  neither  heat,  pain,  nor  pruritus. 
Thu.«  there  is  a  greiii  chani'e  of  tbipi  eruption  pajaiiig  iinpcreeivetl,  and  it  ii 
always  by  nccideiit  thiil  the  pMtieuts  have  ob^ierved  its  existence,  while  ud- 
dressing  at  the  hath,  etc.,  so  that  many  cases  have  uu  doubt  escaped  the  notice 
of  paiientti  and  their  attendHiil::.  The  eruption  eomeji  on  at  an  early  period 
of  the  iodic  trcHtinent,  and  Im^  completed  its  course  in  two  or  three  doy?,  at 
the  end  of  which  period  it  ceases  to  Increa&e  in  coufiuence,  even  when  the 
UM  of  the  medicine  ia  continued.    It  remains  ibr  &  certain  time  in  liia 
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cowiilion  of  purpuriop  pelechiiv,  mTter  which  the  spois  undergo  the  nntinarj 
cbaDg«»  of  culur  obwrved  \a  (-utaneous  b»niorrhage9.  liiialty  <i\iAp\*tAnt\g 
at  the  euil  of  twu  ur  tlirtw  wct-kn.  When  uiuUt  the  iiiHurni^  nf  a  large  duse 
ol'lhe  K>diiie,a  new  piirpiiric  nutbreak  is  prtxiuft-d  ;  the  inirmliiijf  cniptioD  U 
easily  dii!liutiui!>heii  Jrom  (hat  nhich  has  preufded  it  by  the  ^ri;:ht  piir- 
puriuu  ci)lur  ut'  it»  spotjt,  ci>iilni.>-iiii{;  with  the  tadnl  condition  of  tli«  prior 
8p(>t».  It  ba8  a  euriouit  ap]«ar>ii)(-e.  ibiit  iuiermixiurt;  in  the  saiae  iucnlilj 
of  petechias  of  diff^reot  ag«^,  with  ditfuieQCe  of  color  corre«potidiiig  to  the 
periods  uf  th/ir  iippi^aruncv. 

This  purpura  is  cermiiily  a  rare  accideat,  or  raihvr  pbeootneDoa,  for 
there  are  few  re)ue4lie«  vhicl)  are  more  erupluycd  tliau  the  I<icli<le  nf  pota»- 
niiim :  and  if  imlic-  purjHira  were  nnt  alnuKit  nil  exreplioDal  rkCL'urrcui'e,  it 
moAl  have  atiracltd  ihi.:  attention  of  obiervcrs.  J'rotewor  Fournier,  who, 
during  the  lew  ye«.n  niiicc  hf  first  iterauie  aware  of  it8  existencu,  ha?  r-are- 
fidly  Aougbl  for  it,  hn.t  nfil  met  with  nuire  than  some  Bfteen  caiic^. 

All  till! subject:*  uf  ih«  nfli-citnn  hitherto  met  with  enjoyed  either*  flour- 
ishing or  a  inediiiiu  L-ondition  of  hrallh ;  and  although  some  of  them 
Kerned  aHecled  with  a  c*'rlitin  degree  of  "  lymirhuii*m,"  nnne  could  be 
■ftid  to  sulfcr  from  auicmia  or  »<-rot'tiln,  and  none  had  presented  antrrinr 
hnuorrlia^it!  pmclivitictt.  Any  of  tlu-»e  who  were  the  suhjecli^  of  syphilis 
exhihile<t  only  benigti  or  m^dinni  form.^  of  this,  two'thitvls  of  the  case* 
being  exempt  -from  any  rpeciKc  manifestation  of  this  dieeaw  at  the  time 
trheu  ihc  Iodide,  wkirh,  in  fart,  wax  atlminiMered  only  tu  a  prevrniivf,  pro- 
ducts! the  purpuric  eruption.  Further,  in  a  negative  point  of  view,  neither 
sex,  age,  occupation,  nor  exienial  iem[)craturu  seemed  to  have  exerted  any 
iuUueiiec  Xur  can  the  eriiplioii  lie  atlribnled  to  ^itixsa  of  dnrte,since  roo!>t 
of  these  patients  had  out  taken  more  than  15  grains  of  the  Iodide  when 
the  eruption  had  tnanlftvted  il^lf.  t^till,  quaulitv  U  not  a  matter  of  in- 
ditference,  for  when  a  given  do.■^:!  has  been  lol]owe<l  hv  purpura,  a  kind  of 
tolerance  of  ihe  remedy  seeiU')  to  be  eatahliiihed,  and  uo  further  inanifota- 
Uoa  ensue?.  Jlut  let  die  dwee  be  nmrh  lucreoKed,  douhli-d,  for  cxaninlu,  and 
a  new  ouihreak  of  purpura  inny  lie  ininiediateir  producc<l,  althougn  ihid  is 
less  conHucut  and  les^  imiiortant  than  that  which  prei-eded  it.  Bat  il  is 
prubably  the  indivi'liuii  ftrrtl'iAjupiitinn  whiiili  prt-doininattit  over  all  the  ett- 
ulogy.  for  bowever  unknown  and  inipenetrahle  iu  their  uature,  the  existence 
of  itljosyocrasie*  iu  rt^ard  to  the  action  of  certain  renietlie:'  and  nrtieleit  uf 
diet  i^  tM>yond  iloubt.  lodie  pitrtiiira  tu  itn  nature  tiikv<>  iu  plnce  in  the 
group  of  aHixTtioiw  termed  by  M.  Rizin,  provoq»^ei  indirede*  or  pathoginC' 
tiquc*.  It  \i  a  medicinal  eruption  which  iange»  nowlogically  uiih  the 
nneula  from  Cojmiba,  the  erythema  from  Bulladoniia,  the  exaiilbcm<«  from 
Arvcnic,  the  arne  from  Iodine,  etc.*. — At  night,  after  retiring,  had  a  larri- 
ble  spasmodic  pain  at  the  nxit  of  the  tongue,  extending  to  both  %u\v*  uf 
the  thruul.  Pur  about  Hfimn  or  twenty  minutes  the  pain  was  excruciating, 
causing  a  fear  that  death  wiia  impeuding.  There  was  a  den»atiou  as  if  a 
iposu  would  ct()#e  the  pharynx,^.

A«  tlie  ri^iug  and  falling;  of  the  niercury  in  all  the  aubaequent  irtalii  waig 
cxiriMuely  im^^iilar,  I  rliall  leave  out  iif  my  imrrativc  nf  the  following  vx- 
periMK^tu^  the-  iihs^^rviition^  1  made  on  ii,  iiii'l  lav  it  down  at(  a  [MHulatum. 
that  tvhatfiTr  j)on-f>'  JVVlre  muy  hnve  of  cooling  ihe  body,  U  Joanot  exert  it 
in  any  ftrm-ptihte  inanurr  on  lU  eMrrna/  partg. 

Experinuitii  2. — About  an  hourafler  I  had  taken  the  first  draught,  I  took 
A  ^(.-oud.  My  pidse  beat  70  before  I  tuok  il,  but  in  otte  niiuute  after  do 
more  than  HO.  though  it  soon  Iwxamo  quicker,  so  a«  at  the  end  of  ten  min- 
utcjt  tci  heat  GK,  and  in  a  lew  iniuiitea  mure  70.  As  soon  ad  1  bad  taken  il 
I  liell  a  i.-hiUine--4»  all  over  my  body,  bnt  mure  particularly  at  my  stomach, 
ivhich  rot]tinu(^d  for  about  twenty  minutes  to  give  me  a  g(K>d  deal  of  uo- 
ejt»iineiM.  Il  then  lHt<^in  lo  dccreuAC,  and  in  little  more  than  half  aa  buur 
was  entirely  goue  ott'. 
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Rrperimati  3. — The  next  day  I  repeated  the  fiame  experiment.  Before  I 
took  tbe  do^  tuy  pul*e  bent  64  :  the  second  roioute  alter  the  rtrokcf  were 
retluu^l  to  tiO ;  the  filUi  luiuute  after  tlit-y  wuru  G3,  and  &uuu  caiiiu  Lo  64, 
a»  before  I  look  it. 

Krperiment  4. — The  day  fdHowJng  I  took  a  dmehin  diiwolred  in  2  niinrefl 
of  water.  Before  I  took  it  my  pui$e  beat  73;  the  second  niiouic  after  it 
fell  to  66;  the  fourth  miiiiite  nftcr  it  ro!<e  to  69;  and  frutii  thiit  time  be> 
came  still  more  fre<iiieut,  tilt  at  the  end  of  nine  minutes  it  had  recovered 
itc  usual  strength  and  was  at  73. 

Erpcrimmi  9. — Twenty  minutes  after  this  doee  T  took  a  drachm  nod  a 
half  of  Nitre,  dissolved  in  3  ounces  of  waier;  aller  two  minutes  my  pube 
was  weak,  fluttering,  and  unequal,  and  beat  alioul  70  iu  a  minute;  mon 
after  1  fell  a  paiuful  seusation  at  Uie  up|MT  orifii^  of  my  stomach,  and  on 
arising  from  my  chair,  it  was  with  some  ditficuliy  that  I  walke<l  tiimtixb 
the  nium;  I  tlieit  relumed  to  the  c-hair  aud  loU  my  puUe  a;;ain ;  it  wiut 
Dow  become  ^o  quick,  fliilteriDg,  and  irregular,  aud  my  liend  was  «o  giddy, 
that  1  cuuld  not  exaoily  number  the  strokes  il  beat,  thoujfh,  as  near  a»  I 
could  judgp,  they  were  betweeu  96  aud  100  ;  iu  about  an  hciur  ercry  oiio 
of  lhe»e  dt^ffreeabte  gymptonia  began  to  abate,  and  continued  eluwly  de- 
creasing nil  that  day ;  the  next  moruiug  when  1  got  out  of  beU  ihey  were 
entirely  gone  off! 

Erpfrimfiit  C. — I  dissolved  H  drachms  in  3  ounce*  of  water,  which  I  left 
twelve  bour»  exnoited  to  the  air,  and  then  swallowed;  immedialRiy  Itefore 
I  took  it  m;  putae  beat  64;  the  second  minute  after  it  beat  the  same;  the 
fourth  minute  alter  il  beat  59;  and  from  thai  time  Wgan  to  increase  as  in 
the  former  experiments,  till  it  came  tu  the  standard  at  \shtch  it  had  beeo 
beAire  I  took  Uie  Nitre. 

Etpaiment  1. — I  dissolved  6  drachms  in  a  qtiart  of  water,  which  I  began 
to  drink  early  in  the  morning,  and  hy  taking  fmall  draughts  of  ii  as  uitea 
as  I  had  couvenicnce.  I  finished  the  whole  at  8  o'clock  ihai  aiglil  wiih- 
oui  feeling  any  uneasiness  from  it,  or  being  sensible  of  its  having  operated 
any  other  way  than  by  urine. 

Experiment  8. — Two  dava  after  I  diMolved  !  ounce  of  >'iire  in  the  ssnitt 
quantity  of  water,  and  drank  It  in  the  mame  lime;  it  gave  me  no  uueasi* 
new,  nor  bad  any  aeutfible  ef)uct«. 

Experiment  9. — .Some  days  after  this  I  difisolved  1^  ounces  of  Nitre  in  3 

I  pounds  of  water,  and  took  a  draught  of  it  every  hour,  except  in  bt^t;  the 
whnle  was  dniuk  in  iwuntv-four  hnurs;  after  four  or  live  draughts  I  lelt  a 
idigbt  chilliue«s  at  ray  stomach  every  lime  I  took  it;  but  this  genenilty 
went  off  before  the  tim«  of  taking  the  next  draught,  and  on  that  account 
gave  me  but  little  pain. 
ExprrimtHi  10. — 1  now  resolved  to  trv  what  would  be  the  effect  of  the 
same  quantity  of  Nitre,  wbfu  every  dilltTRnt  daw  wa^  takf-n  ininie<liutely 
•H  its  being  dtHolved  ;  for  this  purpose  1  dividol  1  ounce  of  it  into  eight 
!tt|aal  {nrt«,  atkd  took  one  of  these  parts,  dissolved  in  4  ounces  of  water, 
every  oiuety  minutes.     Tbe  weather  was  at  this  lime  very  warm,  and. 
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therefore,  the  firet  three  or  four  <l(iv«  rooled  and  refreshed  rno  ;  the  fifth 
ami  oiicth,  however,  gave  nie  a  chiliiiiods  and  paio  in  inj' Momarh ;  the 
seventh  niiil  eighth  iridvuf*-*!!  lhc»c  nhnrp  (^tiiij^irig  pnitiH,  utit  only  in  niy 
stomach,  but  ihr»ii^li  my  whole  i>i>dy,  which  were  mo  violent  llint  ior  fifteen 
miuutes  aOe'r  each  duse  I  could  nut  br«atbe  witbuuL  feeling  a  very  acute 
pnin  on  every  inH|iiratiou. 

Kjper'inif.Ht  11. — x\.s  I  had  been  able  to  lake  IJ  ounces  of  Nitre  with  very 
little  inconvenience  when  it  had  lieen  lung  dissulvud,  I  resulveil  tn  mnke 
one  more  etfort  to  try  if  I  could  ttianage  the  same  tjuaotily,  when  every 
Aive  wiu  lalccu  immediately  alter  being  dissolved.  L  tlierefore  |ire|Hireu 
ciglil  powders  of  I  J  drachm?  each,  with  a  desij^i  to  lake  one  of  them  every

May  Ihu  Since  vcsterday  I  have  felt  some  pain  in  my  throat,  e^pmially 
on  swallowing,  "thi?  pniu  seema  to  follow  the  cour*  of  ihe  lusophaguf. 
During  the  whole  of  thiii  forenoon,  I  had  a  &enM  of  burninff  over  the  roof 
of  my  mouth  and  down  ihv  gullet.  Tbid  senmtion  i«  like  what  arii^rtt  from 
.liariog  chewed  an  acrid  vegetable  substance :  and  is  so  unpleasuni.  that 
[anlew  it  leaves  me  by  lo  morrow,  I  shall  bathe  no  more.  Tti-day  I  bathed

1  am  tulhcieutty  convinced  of  the  great  [xiwer  of  this  bath,  and  shall  bathe 
Bo  more.  My  dig^-ftion  if  impnived,  and  I  feel  that  tny  Hver.  uaclogged 
by  disease,  is  doing  na  othce  with  facility,  which  for  some  lime  past  haa  not 
be«n  the  caw  with  me. 

6th.  I  have  not  bathed  again,  but  I  slill  feel  the  tffect»  of  the  bath  iu 

tniv  moiilh.     My  appetite  is  rmw  gtutd,  and  I  sleep  with  tranqiiillily,  which 
I  Kad  Dot  done  ol  Jate.     With  all  thi?,  my  pulse  is  quicker  than  usual, 
tad  I  am   ftcnAible  of  some  degree  of  languor.     It  it,  however,  to  be  ol>- 
■erved.  that   the  weather  is  very  hot.  the  thermometer   being,  during  ibo 
dav.  ill  the  shade,  from  9*2°  lo  96"  of  Fahrenheit. 
Ilune  ftlh.  For  a  fortnight  after  giving  up  the  bath   I  wa^  sensible  of 
•ome  of  il^  cffl-ciii  upon  my  mouth,  and  my  pulse  renmint>d  tix>  quick.     I 
am  now  remarkably  well.     My  liver  »eems  to  he  sound,  and  I  have  expe- 
rienceil  a  hniipier  change  than  I  ever  did  from  Mercury.     Mere  sponging 
Klho  »kin   with    Xitr.>-niurtatic  acid,  j-ufficienlly  diluted  with  water,  gives 
^nire  to  the  very  isame  elTtH-t;^  with  bathing.     FiUeen  or  twenty  minutes  may 
^■be  employnl  iti  the  sponging,  tlmiigh  I  liiund  (hat  a  much   le»«  time  does 
^produce  very  material  cHectj*.     When  the  balbiug  or  sponging  h  carried 
fo  a  coueidcrahle  extent,  and  when  the  i>r»tem  i»  much  under  iti>  iuQuence, 
a  wnse  of  weakne»ii  comes  on   <K'ca.«ionally ;  twime  nervous  irrilatinn  and 
rertleasncM  are  felt,  a  taste  of  metal  {generally  compared  to  that  of  (>»pi>er) 
becumes  nenHihIe;  a  wuw  of  |iain   oi-cura  in   wime  parta  of  the  palate  or 
moulh,  which  is  out  {lerniaiicni,  but  come?  anil  H>on  goes  ulT  again.

The  excoriation  from  the  Xitro-muriatir  ami 
uvver  rvachw  de«^pf;r  than  the  cutiul*; ;  it  never  sivt's  rue  to  fvti'i  ulcora- 
tion«  (if  any  khitl,  nur  doea  it  prutluce  Uie  lea«t  uQ^usive  fciuell  of  the  breutb 
uor  in  the  ninnth.  The  cH*ectM  v(  it  in  this  way  are  surprisingly  fiiKilive. 
At  one  hour  the  •ItM-hnrge  of  uliva  inav  be  cxceMive;  the  next  it  will 
(itop,  am)  purhuiw  ttuiUluiiIy  conte  un  again.  The  excorialtuni'  in  Ihe  mouth 
generally  go  away  in  a  Huy  or  two  if  ihe  rerneHy  be  disconlinued,  and  ap- 
pear uo  inure.  While  the  tooutb  in  this  way  is  atfected  by  the  acid,  the 
U'eili  pariiike  of  iinuii>inem  ;  bnl  I  nevtrr  i^w  this  in  a  cijuttiderablc  ileirree, 
nnr  hnve  I  kuitwn  any  injury  done  to  the  teeth  or  their  »>(H-1tel^  Theee 
Ia.H-menti<M>ed  etfectii  are  seldom  met  wiih  to  the  extent  that  I  have  de- 
S(Tihi>«l,  and  tievd  n»l  bu  excitvi)  unless  H>nie  peculiar  circumistaJit.'eK  rc(|tiir« 
an  unuKuat  pnwer,  i>uoh  n:*  the  ityutptoms  of  icyphili^.  I  have  IrisIt  added 
more  and  more  of  the  Muriatic  acid  iu  proponi<~in  to  ibe  Nitric,  and  the 
elfiM-lH  hiivt!  proiMirtionalely  inereiu-^'i].  I  now  mtiLe  ui^e  of  itjuul  (Kirtu  of 
the  acid*.  It  eotni-iiuicd  very  suddenly  iucreu»o4  the  Mhcrction  uf  bile,  and 
thif  eflet'l  may  be  kept  up  for  a  U-ngth  of  lime.  It  iDcreaw*  the  pcrtpint- 
(ion,  and  often  to  n  givat  extent.  Whether  (be  arid  be  anplit-d  to  the 
inner  surface  of  tbc  stoniacb,  or  to  the-  external  surface  of  the  body,  the 
effect  is  the  same  in  kind,  though  not  in  degree/.

It  i>t  remarkable  that  museh^  whtrh  hare  tftrir  June- 
liana  quite,  unimpairat,  and  arg  utfed  at  wilt  hy  Oie  ptttUnt,  mid  of  thir  nrtion 
H^  %rhieh  he  /iua  net'rr  eomitiaiaed,  shou/d  reart  either  not  nt  nil,  or  onlij  in  the 
tmaltat  de^e^  to  the  ttrongett  indneed  cttmiilt.  This  \»  the  ca?e  fur  l^ith 
the  deltoiiut  (except  the  rlavimlar  portion),  for  the  hicepn  and  hrarhialis 
intcmus.  Wttb  tbe  constant  current  the  deltoid,  biccp?!,  supinator  li>ngus, 
aud  the  extensors  of  the  bauds  and  iiti)*er8  of  both  side^,  with  strnag  cur- 
rents (thirty  to  forty  element*),  ^tve  only  fibrillar  twitehings;  in  fact  we 
have  in  the  pamlyMd,  ag  well  ns  the  unparalyzed  muiK'les,  the  moeit  marked 
dt^ueralive  reaetiou,**.

The  attuck  laKted 
atitiui  ten  minutes,  aud  was  followed  by  a  geueral  weariness,  which  passeil 
o&'  in  a  few  hours.

wound. 

Extremely  prostrated,  pulse  scarcely  to  be  felt,  skin  pale,  cold,  and  wet, 
with  a  profuse  clammy  perspiration.  The  pupils  of  the  eyes  were  dilated, 
and  in  a  faint  whisper  she  complained  of  dizziness,  of  dimness  of  sight, 
and  of  confusion  of  thought,  also  suffered  from  severe  pain  in  abdomen, 
constant  nausea,  aud  vomiting,'". — Almost  the  worst  case  of  neuralgia  that 
ever  came  under  my  observation;  the  pains  were  universal  aud  never  ab- 
sent; but  during  the  night  they  were  especially  intense,  so  as  almost 
wholly  to  prevent  sleep,'".

There  was  great  dyttphagia,  so  that  alio  could  iioi  swullow  the 
teaHiMHinfuI  uf  iiii-*il)duf,  but  kos  ithligetl  to  swallow  it  in  Imlve:*,  and  thai 
with  exireme  ditficulty.  The  surface  of  the  U)iij.;uc-  nud  the  liiiiag  of  the 
cavity  of  the  mouth  did  not  seeoi  specially  red,  the  entin-r  tswidlin;;;  Ix-lug 
ditfoHe  and  dw|iw_*att!tl,"''. — Was  slung  all  over  by  waspa  four  or  Hve  yearn 
ago,  thiii  was  tollowcd  by  abicesdes  all  over  the  body  that  caused  great 
emaciation  ;  evety  now  and  then  gets  seizures  of  proatratiun,  with  enure>iiti 
Bomtti;  heat  e$|)eiTt»lly  overpowurs  him.  Purulent  catarrh  of  the  middle 
ear  of  both  sides,**.

Hciid  liungiug  dowu,  Loiignc  protruding  fntm  mouth ;  face  anci  eycliils 
mut'h  itwolleti ;  there  wsii  gt'nenil  tpdenm  of  the  submucouii  tissue  of  the 
month  and  pharynx,  wiib  ptyalisra,  vomiting,  and  pain  at  the  pit  of  the 
etonmch  ;  u<i  pain  nor  «wi>lliDg  uf  thij  rij^hl  bami  or  arm,  but  gr^At  pniu  lo 
the  right  axilla.  Within  a  lew  honrj«  tt>e  arm  and  forearm  became  c^o^ 
mously  Bvroltcu,  and  the  axillary  glands  iuHatued  and  painful.  By  the 
next  mtiriiing  the  btLck  and  inner  [tart  of  the  arm,  and  the  corrci^pouding 
aide  of  the  eiietrt  were  much  ccehymoscd,  a^  though  they  had  been  beaten 
nritb  a  stick.  The  finger  was  the  ia.-it  ti>  become  painful  and  swell,  tbo 
symptomti  travrlUng  dun ii ward,*'. — The  tongue  in^lanily  begun  to  .-^welliand 
in  twenty  minute:*  was  greatly  swollen,  mid  the  ve^seld  on  the  under  surtiicc 
were  gorged  with  blood;  hi.t  enunteuance  was  pallid,  and  tbrehead  bedewed 
with  cold  jNTiipimtiou ;  pulK«>  ijuiL-k  and  irregular;  a  copiouft  digeharge  of 
saliva  from  the  mouth,  tinged  with  bluud  ;  tongue  felt  benumbed;  in  two 
hours  and  a  half  tiie  swelling  of  the  tongue  had  inrreased  su  muuh  that  it 
measured  un  inch  and  a  hall  in  tbiekiiviw,  ami  was  altered  in  shape,  so  Si 
to  appear  almot^t  square;  the  under  surface  wad  nearly  black;  he  was 
unable  to  articulate,  and  had  great  dilGuulty  in  swallowing,  the  itartfi  be- 
neath the  jaw,  and  the  throat  on  ibe  right  »ide  were  inueb  .•iwullen  ;  one 
hour  later  the  swelling  exteinled  to  the  right  t»idc  of  the  che«it,  aa  low  aa 
ihi^  nipptu,  and  it  had  a  crackling  or  einphysematuus  feel,  as  if  air  were 
extraVBsalfd  m  the  wdlular  mitnlirane,^. — In  two  hount  the  arm  was  coD- 
aiderably  ewulleu,  and  attbo'igb  so  short  a  time  bad  elapsed,  his  tongue  was 
very  II inch  furred;  pulse  Hi',  and  irregular;  he  fell  much  oppression  at 
the  prwcordia,  accompanie*!  with  hurrie<l  respinition,  and  great  depression 
of  nervoUH  energy.  The  tumefaction  wan  m{  an  (edematous  character ;  red 
lined  extended  iu  the  lines  of  the  altsorbent  glands,  which  were  tt^oder  and 
«ligbtiy  enlarged,''. — The  part  immi^diately  put  on  the  appcaraace  of  a 
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nettle-sting,  aoH  was  followed  by  a  sensation  of  creeping  up  the  arm,  and 
at  the  same  time  th*;  veins  became  much  distended,  feeling  as  if  thev  were 
about  to  burst;  this  was  attended  with  severe  pain  and,  subsequently, 
swelling  of  the  whole  extreuiity,  which  rapidly  increased.  About  five 
minuter  after  the  infliction  uf  the  wound,  he  felt  a  rumbling  of  the  bowels, 
succeeded  by  extreme  pain  and  excessive  vomiting,  which  was  almost  in- 
ee^isant.  He  became  exceedingly  weak  and  faint,  and  his  pul-te  is  said  to 
have  sunk  so  low  as  38, and  was  i«carcely  perceptible;  but  from  this  partial 
state  of  asphyxia  he  soon  recovered,**. — The  thumb  immediately  began  to 
swell,  as  did  also  his  hand  and  arm,  and  it  gradually  increased  in  size,  ac- 
companied with  great  pain.  This  was  shortly  followeil  by  sickness  and 
depression.  Id  three  hours  his  thumb,  hand,  and  arm,  as  far  as  the  elbow, 
were  found  considerably  swollen.  This  swelling  was  of  rather  a  peculiar 
character,  being  shiny,  tense,  and  elastic,  not  pitting  on  pressure.  There 
was  no  wound  observable  on  the  thumb,  but  a  peculiar  redness  of  the  arm, 
which  was  very  diffused ;  the  deep  red  line  of  the  absorbents,  however, 
could  be  distinctly  traced  through  the  whole  length  of  the  arm  to  the 
axilla,  and  from  thence  sepantted  in  three  distinct  lines,  which  were  spread 
over  the  anterior  surface  of  the  thorax  ;  from  the  elbow  to  the  axilla  they 
appeared  inflamed,  in  patehe«.  The  fingers  were  verv  much  swollen,  and 
unable  to  be  moved.  He  complained  of  a  full,  or  bursting  sensation  in 
his  hand  and  arm,  also  of  great  smarting  in  his  axilla,  aud  on  pressure 
being  applied  to  the  glands  in  that  region,  and  along  the  line  of  the  ab- 
sorbents, he  experienced  considerable  pain.  The  pulse  was  rather  weak 
and  sluggish,  but  all  the  other  constitutional  symptoms  had  subsided,"  — 
On  the  next  day  the  foot,  leg,  and  thigh  were  swollen,  the  skin  red,  the 
veins  and  superficial  lymphatics  swollen,  bluish-red  above  the  popliteal 
space;  the  rest  of  the  body  was  also  oedemaious,  especially  the  upper  lids 
and  tongue,  which  the  patient  could  scarcely  move.  Pulse  small  and  rapid ; 
respiration  diflBcult ;  tlie  patient  complained  of  great  prostration,  anxiety, 
pressure  in  the  prtecordial  region,  and  inclination  to  vomit.  The  wound 
had  assumed  an  intensely  bluish-red  color,  and  there  was  excessive  anxiety 
about  the  prjecordial  region.  The  patient  had  begun  to  be  comatose.  An 
infusitm  of  Arnica  was  applieil  to  the  limb.  The  patient  was  given  Ar- 
nica, Camphor,  and  Sweet  spirits  of  nitre  internally.  After  three  days, 
the  symptoms  having  generally  disappeared,  the  patient  still  complained 
of  pain  on  the  tip  and  under  surface  of  the  tougue,  and  as  though  burnt, 
and  as  if  there  were  blii^ters  on  it.  In  fact,  the  epithelium  was  denuded, 
esi>ecially  on  the  tip  of  the  tongue,  and  blisters  had  begun  to  form.  For 
several  days  the  lymphatic  vessels  aud  glands,  especially  in  the  popliteal 
region,  were  hard  and  painful  on  moving  the  limb,  for  which  Iodine  was 
given  internally,". — In  two  hours  the  swelling  began  to  extend  rapidly 
upwards  to  some  distance  above  the  knee-joint,  the  patient  suffering  great 
pain  in  the  limb,  accompanied  by  nausea,  vomiting,  headache,  and  giddi- 
ness,".— The  foot  and  entire  Hmb  enormously  swollen  ;  pulse  small,  fre- 
quent, and  irregular;  occasional  vomitings  and  faiotings ;  oold  sweats; 
wild  and  woe-begone  expression  on  his  countenance,**.

Gesel.  der  jErzte  zu  Wieo,  1847,  p.  107  ;  they  began  wltli  h  grtiin  of  the 
extract  of  the  fresh  herb,  and  increased  to  26^  grains. 

The  first  doKes  of  from  ^  grain  to  5  grains  caused  only  frequent  eructa- 
tiona,  diminished  ap(>etite,  Hcanty  atoois,  and,  somewhat  later,  a  dull  head- 
ache, especially  in  the  frontal  region,  lasting  some  houn».  Doses  of  51  to 
10  grains  caused  pressure  in  abdominal  region,  distension  of  the  abdomen, 
slight  griping  about  the  navel,  nausea,  white  coating  of  the  tongue,  dimin- 
ished appetite,  dryness  and  scraping  in  the  throat.  In  addition,  a  sen^^- 
tion  of  heaviness  in  the  head,  especially  in  the  frontal  region,  weariness  in 
the  limbs,  increased  warmth  m  the  whole  body,  ill-humor,  with  a  certain 
mental  restlessness  and  disturbed  sleep,  accelerated  pulse  and  palpitation. 
Larger  doses,  20  to  26  grains,  aggravated  the  abdominal  symptoms,  and, 
in  addition,  caused  pain  in  the  abdomen,  great  nausea,  great  evolution  of 
gas  and  rumbling  in  the  bowels,  increased  and  prolonged  frontal  pain, 
restless  sleep  troubled  by  dreams,  and  at  times  transient  stitches  in  the 
prKCordial  region.  In  one  person  the  extract  caused  no  effect,  except 
swelling  of  the  tonsils  and  scanty  stool.  In  another  prover,  in  addition  to 
the  prece<1ing,  theje  were  the  following  symptoms:  nine  hours  af^er  24^ 
grains',  violent  drawing  pain  in  the  back,  seated  in  the  lumbar  region,  so 
that  every  movement  of  the  trunk,  standing  up,  stretching  out,  stooping 
or  sitting  down,  were  very  difficult ;  the  place  was  altio  painful  to  external 
pressure;  this  pain  disappeared  after  five  hours,  reappeared  in  the  same 
manner  in  the  abdominal  muscles,  which  became  tense  like  a  board.  This 
disappeared  after  a  few  hours,  leaving  only  some  tension  in  the  abdomen. 
From  a  do-^e  (tf  26J  grains  taken  two  days  later,  there  set  in  sticking  pains 
in  the  lefl  hypochondrium,  back,  and  head,  and  after  nine  hours  tension  iu 
the  lumbar  region.  In  the  same  person  there  was  weakness  of  memory, 
apparently  occurring  in  connection  with  the  above-mentioned  mental  rest- 
lessness, which  did  not  allow  him  to  fix  his  attention  for  anv  length  of 
time,'".

Olitereutiun  I. — Being  in  a  ^k1  ntatu  of  health,  my  pulm  beating  64 
per  niinule,  I  look  at  8  a.m.,  before  breakfiut,  o  niitlignims  of  Tartar 
emetic  iu  water.  This  dose  wa.^  re[>eated  fur  five  day^  without  perceptible 
effiKt.  The  ))ixth  day  1  felt  nothing  until  4  r.M.  The  ri'J!<piration  then 
appeare<l  to  me  a  little  l(a»  free.  Feeling  no  further  elfW-t.-*.  and  my  appe- 
tite Continuing  gotMl,  I  took  on  going  to  bed  aWut  B  u'chx:k,  a  dose  of  1 
neutigntni.  The  night  wits  pawed  in  a  restless  manner,  and  the  .Hieep  in- 
terrupted by  u  futiguiug  heat ;  1  fctt  nece«si(aied  to  drink  Kveral  times; 
the  reypiraiiiiu  wa^  i>ligiitly  implied:  on  rising,  general  uuea«ine«$.  weari- 
De»i<.  Hiiiiilttr  lo  what  IhUown  a  febrile  fit.  thf  niuutii  clammv.  I  Uiuk  at  8 
o'clot-k  ill  the  morning,  I  ceniigram.  Ku  appetite;  a  simple  soup  for 
breakfa.>^t  without  reliifb.  All  ihe  day  I  •^aA  in  the  same  state.  About  5 
r.M..  grt^atcr  uDcusiness.  ei^pecially  about  the  epigastric  region ',  naiiwa ; 
dwire  to  vomit,  but  without  result;  rwpiratiou  more  impeded ;  short  dry 
cuugh,  prvtiy  fnipieiit;  great  ibirxl;  henl  in  the  head;  white  tongue;  drinlu 
a  pftear  always  loo  sweet;  clammy  mouth;  two  luoe^  uvacuaiiuns  during 
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the  day ;  palpitation  of  the  heart ;  bruised  feeling  and  general  weariness, 
compelling  me  to  go  to  hed  at  8  o'clock.  The  ear  applied  to  the  chest 
gave  evidence  of  nothing  abnormal,  except  that  the  r«spiratii»n  appeared 
much  too  rough.  At  9  o'clock  I  took  another  dose  of  5  niilligrams. 
Agitated  sleep,  difficult  respiration,  feeling  of  pressure  on  the  chest  during 
sleep.  At  5  a.m.,  I  was  awakened  by  a  violent  rigor,  it  lasted  twenty 
minutes,  and  was  followed  by  heat;  the  pulse,  which  had  been  little  affected 
duriug  the  two  previous  days,  increased  to  78,  was  full  and  strong;  skin 
hot;  face  red ;  thirst  urgent;  heat  in  the  head;  pretty  strong  palpitation 
of  the  heart;  slight  burning  at  the  stomach;  fulness  and  inclination  to 
vomit;  respiration  very  much  imj>eded  ;  feeling  of  pressure  and  constric- 
tion of  the  chest ;  cough  frequent,  and  a  little  moisiter;  ou  auscultation, 
the  respiration  appeared  rougher  than  the  previous  evening,  and  deep  in- 
spiration was  acL-ompanied  by  slight  pain  under  the  left  nipple.  Mght 
very  agitated  ;  nightmare;  disagreeable  dreams.  I  felt  ranch  the  same  in 
the  morning  as  I  had  the  previous  day,  but  deemed  it  advisable  not  to 
carry  the  experiment  further.  During  the  subsequent  days,  the  following 
symptoms  occurred.  The  tenth  day  no  stool ;  towards  evening,  pulse  72 ; 
respiration  somewhat  less  diflicult;  cough  the  same;  hardly  any  pain  in 
the  side ;  great  thirst ;  a  good  deal  of  uneasiness ;  no  inclination  to  votnit; 
night,  a  little  less  restless.  The  eleventh  day,  a  little  less  roughness  of 
respiration  on  auscultation ;  cessation  of  the  pain ;  pulse  nearly  normal ; 
skin  still  hot;  thirst  less;  uneasiness  diminished;  Hpi)etite  in  part  returned; 
reapimtion  still  obstructed  ;  cough  a  little  le^;  the  night  more  tranquil. 
Twelfth  day,  appetite;  breathing  nearly  free;  the  cough  continues;  still  a 
little  uneasiness  ;  scarcely  any  thirst ;  tranquil  uight.  The  symptoms  con- 
tinued to  diminish  the  subsequent  days,  so  that  by  the  eighteenth  there 
remained  no  trace  of  indiapor-ition,  except  slight  cough,  which  persisted 
some  time  longer.  Not  being  sufKcicntly  edified  by  this  single  experiment, 
three  months  subscfjuently,  I  commenced  another. 

Observation  2. — Duriug  eight  days,  I  took  each  morning,  o  milligrams 
of  'I'artar  emetic,  without  feeling  anything.  The  ninth  day,  at  8  p.m.,  I 
took  another  dojie  of  1  centigram  ;  uight  somewhat  disturbed  ;  the  respi- 
ration appeared  somewhat  less  free,  but  that  was  not  very  distinct.  The 
tenth  day,  on  rising,  a  little  weariness  ;  I  again  took  1  centigram.  During 
the  day  I  had  some  iinea.*iiiess;  mouth  claniniy  ;  little  appetite  ;  breathing 
impeded.  Abmit  10  p.m.,  I  took  another  dose  of  5  milligrams;  sleep  very 
disturbed,  and  towarils  morning  uneasiness,  especially  at  the  epigastrium  ; 
some  nausea;  loss  of  appetite;  res[)iratinn  impeded;  a  watery  stool  at 
night;  great  fatigue;  urgent  thirst.  From  the  morning  of  the  eighth 
day  the  cough  appeared,  and  went  on  increasing;  it  is  short,  frequent,  and 

fainful ;  auscultation  gave  no  result.^.  At  9  a.m.,  1  centigram  was  taken, 
n  the  course  of  the  day,  rigor,  which  lasted  lialf  an  hour,  with  burning 
in  the  head  and  beating  of  the  heart;  thirst;  inclination  to  vomit;  pulse 
80,  strong ;  skin  hot;  cough  dry  and  painful;  considerable  difficulty  of 
respiration  ;  sensation  of  weight  on  the  chest;  auscultation  shows  rough 
respiratory  sounds;  general  bruised  feeling.  This  state  continued  all  day 
and  night,  which  wa«  very  much  disturbed  by  strange  and  fatiguing  dreams. 
There  were  two  watery  stools  during  the  twenty-four  hours.  The  following 
days  the  symptoms  declined,  but  more  slowly  than  the  first  time,  so  that 
by  the  twenty-fifth  day  I  had  not  entirely  recovered  ray  health,".

— Inability  to  sit  still 
or  lie  still  in  bed,  from  feeling  of  "fidgets;"  cannot  keep  mind  from 
thinking,*.

A  dose  of  2  to  30  drojis,  e?j»ccially  the  latter,  cau.-ied  slight  dryness  of  the 
mouth  and  nose,  insipid  taste,  yellowish  fur  on  the  tongue,  diminished 
appetite,  dulness  in  the  frontal  region,  roaring  in  the  ears,  weakness  of 
vision,  with  normal,  rather  cuutracled  pupils;  in  one  person,  in  addition, 
pain  in  the  smalt  of  the  back  ;  in  another  person  stitches  in  the  region  of 
the  shoulder,  and  iu  the  left  side  in  the  region  of  the  false  ribs.  From  35 
to  60  drops  the  above-mentioned  symptoms  in  the  mouth  and  fauces  in- 
creased to  a  distressing  degree.  There  was  burning  in  the  bard  palate  and 
throat,  with  gr^at  redness  of  these  parts,  the  voice  became  hoarse,  the  in- 
testines distended  by  gas  and  painful.  The  head  became  dull,  there  were 
vertigo,  sleepiness,  and  frequent  yawning,  re-^titss  sleep.  Iu  two  provew 
there  were  also  transient  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  tearing  pain 
in  the  head,  in  the  region  of  the  shoulders,  and  in  the  feet.  These  symp- 
toms continued  in  a  less  degree,  even  on  the  following  day^when  nothing 
was  taken.  After  doses  of  65  to  130  drops,  the  above-mentioned  symp- 
toms increased,  with  the  exception  <>f  transient  pains;  the  eyes  became 
especially  afferted,  there  was  foggy  vision  with  vertigo,  the  eyes  seemed 
covered  with  a  veil,  reading  was  very  difficult,  the  conjunctiva  was  injected, 
the  pupils  iu  one  case,  from  110  drops,  dilated.  Lastly  it  was  noticed  that 
the  urinary  organs  became  affected,  so  that  micturition  was  accomplished 
with  great  straining  and  difficulty.  On  the  same  day  in  which  one  prover 
took  llO  drops,  an  experiment  was  made  nith  an  exiernal  application  to 
the  conjunctiva  ;  a  (cw  drops  were  rublxd  into  the  upper  lid,  and  some 
trickled  into  the  inner  cauthus.  About  a  quarter  of  un  hour  afterwards 
there  was  sonie  dilatation  of  the  pupil,  which  increased  so  that  after  two 
hours  there  was  scarcely  a  line  of  iris  to  be  seen.  The  margins  of  the  lids 
became  red,  the  conjunctiva  slightly  injected;  even  the  pupil  of  the  other 
eye  was  somewhat  dilated.  The  iris  of  the  right  eye. was  sluggish  in  action, 
visiem  was  very  weak,  and  the  eyes  .-^eeinid  veile<l.  On  the  next  day,  the 
right  pupil  was  still  considerably  dilated  and  vision  very  much  restricted, 
e^[^eciully  in  the  open  air.  At  llie  ?ame  time  the  eye  was  drawn  somewhat 
upward  and  oulwanl.  On  the  tliinl  day  vision  was  only  s<miewhat  weak, 
the  pupil  n  mained  dilated  for  several  day.s.  The  following  were  the  chief 
observations  I'rimi  twenly-one  proviiigs  with  three  different  preiMirationa :

A  second  sphere  nf  nctiou 
of  Belltdontm  seemed  to  be  the  hniiii.  The  symptoms  (*otiwi«ted  of  verti-ro, 
presMiti^  and  arhiuK  |tain  in  tho  head,  ntdin;;  and  »liphl  t^tujteraetinn, 
alocpine**!;  ilic  3lecp,  however,  was  rcstk-ss  and  ^listurhed  by  vivid  drcama. 
Thero  were  (p'neral  prosirntion,  jreneral  ill-hiininr.  and  difinrlination  to 
nieritiil  wiirk.  Didaiisi'  aud  rdufusion  of  tht;  head  lasted  a  Imi;;  lime.  Of 
the  two  extracts,  the  oicoholic  and  the  a<pieou8  acted  in  a  greater  dcpree 
upon  the  hrairi  than  the  exirai-l  uf  the  Austrian  Pharmacuptria ;  with  the 
fiirnier  il  was  especially  tiotici-d  dial  with  tlic  increaw  of  tbt-  symptoms  of 
the  moat))  and  foiiceit  the  head  ttympt^ni!'  dimiiii^'hed.  There  was  Qoticed 
ao  aDta>,'oni!;m  between  the  two  proparntiuDj).  The  dii>tiirbaneeof  vision 
bepan  with  a  plight  dejirec  of  wcakiie-ss  and  fogijioejjs,  Mtwitiveiies*  lo  liglil, 
and  pro^rtived  to  illiiMoui^  of  virion,  Hickenii^  and  vifiionit  of  colore,  a 
feeling  of  preasiire  in  the  eyeball,  increasing  to  a  high  degree  of  weakoesi 
of  virion,  with  injection  of  the  coiijuudiva,  increat^cd  lachryniatiou  and 
dilated  pupiln.  From  \\tv  external  aiinlicalion  of  iho  above  luentiaiied, 
the  BVQipl'tnis  wore  more  pronounced ;  the  pupils  were  extremely  dilated, 
the  irii  le»g  Mo^jtive.and  iheeye  turned  upward  and  outward.  i:^pe<-ially 
intereRling  wa»  the  anion  nf  Belladniina  tijHin  the  urinary  organ?.  With- 
out calling  particular  aitenlion  to  ihe  ODcrurnal  erectioni«.  prodoced  by 
tlie  »<nialler  dtn^e?,  there  wa»  noticed  relaxation  uf  the  nrinary  organs  in 
(inch  a  w»y,  that  there  wan  fn>i{tiriit  rlpHirc  to  urinate,  with  iiialiiliiy  lo  pai» 
urine  except  by  great  pre^^urc,  and  (hen  nnly  gultaiim.  The  action  of 
UeDadonaa  on  ihe  ^kiii  wa»  increa^  wartuth,  amounting  even  to  glowing 
heat  of  ihe  fare,  tnrgftr.  and  a  very  dt'ep-rv*!  rnlor,  even  a  cherry  red.  fn 
one  pernoii, -Ij  1,'raius  «if  the  Au«triau  extrocl  caused  red  circurascribed 
spots  on  the  face.  In  the  vaw-nlar  sysleni  in  general  there  was  a  feeling 
of  ehillinefs,  coldness  iif  the  extreniitiKS,  altcrnattng  with  heat  and  in- 
creased trauftpiratiou,  accelerated  pul^c,  aud  palpitation,*^.

I  made  thfe^e  experiments  first  in  October,  IS~G,  In  a  period  of  three 
week^.  Ill  the  fii-st  seven  day:*,  t  »leterinine*l  the  '[tmulity  of  ibe  oxida- 
tion of  my  body;  I  determined,  therefore,  daily  the  weight  of  my  body, 
further  the  woighl  of  the  KolidH  aud  fluids  which  T  partook  of,  luul  the 
weight  of  elimiiiiition  of  the  urine,  of  ibe  dejecturc,  aud  by  tlie  ekin  and 
the  nin]?s ;  the  latter,  by  <'on)panitive  calculation  of  the  excretion  of  uriue 
and  of  dcjertun'  with  flial  of  llie  IkhIv. 

Twice  a  day,  iu  the  morning  at  8  o'clock  and  in  the  evening  at  6  o'clock, 
the  quantity  and  quality,  the  reaction  and  specific  weight  of  ihe  uriue  were 
determined  aud  analyzeil,  after  the  well-known  mt-'thoda  of  **Titrirung,"  of 
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Neubauer  and  Vogel,  iuto  the  constitueDta  of  urea,  uric  acid,  sulphuric 
acid,  phosphoric  acid,  aud  chlorine,  with  the  utmost  carefulness,  and  with 
the  observance  of  all  precautionary  measures. 

The  temperature,  the  state  of  the  barometer,  the  direction  of  the  wind, 
weather,  the  state  of  the  health,  aud  the  functions  of  the  skin,  were  at  the 
same  time  carefully  observed. 

In  the  period  of  seven  days  following  that  of  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion, I  took  daily  0.5  gram,  and  in  the  seven  days  following  the  second 
period  1  gram  Calcium  chloride,  dissolved  in  a  glass  of  spring-water,  and 
I  continued  the  daily  determination  of  the  weight  of  my  body,  of  the  re- 
ception and  of  the  elimination,  as  well  as  tlie  analysis  of  my  urine,  and 
observed  as  much  as  possible  the  same  relations  with  regard  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  body  and  to  the  food  as  during  the  prelimiuarr  examination. 

Only  the  determination  of  solid  food  was  too  difficult,  and  as  my  mode 
of  living  for  many  years  has  been  the  same  daily  with  regard  to  the  quan- 
tity of  vegetables,  bread,  sugar,  etc.,  I  only  weighed  my  daily  portion  of 
meat,  because  meat  essentially  influences  the  secretion  of  urea  and  uric 
acid.  The  results  of  the  three  weeks'  series  of  examination  were  so  abun- 
dantly convincing  that  a  second  series  would  not  then  have  been  necessary. 
However  I  preferred  making  a  second  one  of  a  longer  duration,  to  guard 
against  the  imputation  of  a  premature  judgment.  The  execution  of  the 
same  was  not  possible  until  April,  1877. 

I  found  no  reason  to  deviate  from  the  method  followed  in  the  first  series 
of  examination,  and  preceded  it  also  by  a  preliminary  examination  of 
seven  days.  In  the  first  four  days  I  determined  the  weight  of  solids  and 
fluids ;  only  later,  the  daily  quantity  of  the  meat  and  the  flui<ls.  I  sep- 
arated the  latter  from  the  fat,  and  took  it  partly  raw,  chopped,  partly 
slightly  cooked.  A  change  was  made  of  the  different  kinds  of  meat,  beef, 
pork,  aud  veal.  For  the  first  breakfast  I  took  tea  and  white  bread  with- 
out butter  ;  for  the  second,  bread  aud  butter;  for  dinner,  meat,  soup,  veg- 
etables, and  raw  or  cooked  meat,  with  only  a  few  potatoes;  in  the  after- 
noon, a  cup  of  coflee,  and  in  the  evening,  tea  with  bread,  butter,  and  meat. 

I  give  in  the  following  the  results  of  the  second  four  weeks'  examination, 
made  in  April,  1877,  in  calculated  average  amounts,  because  the  statement 
of  the  daily  results  of  examination  would  take  too  large  a  space,  and  tbe 
average  amounts  are  fully  sufficient  for  jmlgiiig  the  matter. 

I  only  add  that  the  results  of  the  second  series  of  examinations  are 
fully  identical  in  regard  to  the  essential  points  with  those  obtained  by  the 
first  series  of  examinations,  aud  that  I  am  fifty-seven  years  of  age.

The  (aste  of  Calcium  (.-liloride  is  salt  and  disagreeably  bilter.  It  caused 
no  burning,  and  partit'ularly  no  di?agreable  feeling  in  the  Ptoqiaeh  and  in 
the  iiilestines  during  the  whole  exaniinatioD, 

The  appetite  was  not  iuct^ased,  but  also  not  lessened.    The  tongue 
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showed  no  change,  ae  also  the  heart  and   puUe  do  diSereDce  from  their 
□r>rmiil  state. 

Only  ttie  feelingof  thirst  begau  to  increase  in  the  middle  of  the  III  i)eriod 
of  examinatioD,  and  it  was  necessary  to  allay  it  by  drinking  more  water 
(75  grams  per  diem).  For  the  rest  the  supply  of  ailid  food  remained  the. 
same ;  it  produced  also  oo  need  for  more  food,  but  rather  aii  iodiffereoce 
for  it. 

Calcium  chloride  has  a  diuretic  effect,  as  the  tables  show.  In  the  II 
period  (0.5  gram  per  diem)  the  secretion  of  the  urine  increased  daily  to 
the  amount  of  68  grams.  This  effect  began  first  on  the  fourth  day  of  the 
II  period,  and  increased  in  the  following  days.  In  the  III  |»eriod  it  io- 
cieafied  daily  to  the  amount  of  29  gram?,  and  in  the  IV  period,  however, 
by  daily  increased  supply  of  75  grams  of  water,  to  60  grams. 

The  dcjecture  was  not  changed  in  reganl  to  the  compactness;  in  the  III 
period  the  same  increosefl  daily  to  the  amount  of  6  grams,  and  io  the  IV 
period  of  19  grains,  in  comparison  with  the  I  period  of  the  preliminary 
examination.     The  consistence  in  the  IV  period  was  more  pappy. 

The  discharge  through  the  skin  and  by  the  lungs  had,  in  the  II  period, 
hardly  changed  at  all ;  in  the  III  it  on  an  average  daily  diminished  to  the 
amount  of  13  grams;  however  in  the  IV  period  increased  daily  to  40 
grams.  This  increasie  is  probably  to  be  attributed  to  the  higher  tempera- 
ture in  this  period  ;  the  activity  of  the  skin  was  greater  during  this  period 
with  repurd  to  the  secretion  of  perspiration. 

Kotwith^tanding  the  diuretic  effect  the  Calcium  chloride  increased  also 
the  solid  parts  in  the  urine.  The  specific  weight  of  the  same  increased 
regularly  from  1021.5  in  the  period  of  the  preliminary  examination  to 
1023.2  in  the  IV  period. 

The  quantity  of  all  the  solid  ingredients  of  the  urine,  with  the  exception 
of  the  uric  acid,  was  increased. 

The  nrrn  gnidually  increased  in  the  course  of  the  III  period,  and  was 
6ually  secreted,  in  the  IV  [teriod,  to  an  average  daily  amount  of  5.42 
grams  mure  than  in  the  I  period  of  the  preliminary  examination. 

Ou  the  contrary,  the  uric  adil  was  regularly  leas  secreted,  upon  an  aver- 
age daily  of  1.14(t  grams  in  the  I,  and  0.442  gram  iu  the  IV  period,  there- 
fore less  0.704  gram  per  diem.

The  pfio^}lioric  acid  was  only  a  little  iucrea.'ied  in  the  II  and  III  periods  ; 
however  in  the  IV,  ou  an  average  daily  of  0.79  gram,  iu  comparison  with 
the  results  in  the  I  period  of  the  preliminary  examiimtion.  The  regular 
decrease  of  the  weight  of  the  body  corresponds  with  the  increased  oxida- 
tion.    In  the  I  period  it  remained  nearly  the  same;  in  the  II  period  it 
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decreased  to  43  grams ;  in  the  III  period  to  76  grams  ;  in  the  IV  period 
tQ  125  grams,  on  au  average  daily  ;  so  that  the  body  had  lost  during  three 
weeks  1700  grams  (1.7  kilo.).  Also  the  state  of  health  had  chaoged  to- 
ward? the  middle  of  the  fourth  week.  A  feeling  of  exhaustion,  weakness, 
and  disinclinutiou  to  work  began  to  be  felt.  Although  a  part  of  these 
feelings  may  be  attributed  to  the  spring  air,  the  steady  decrease  of  the 
weight  of  the  body  and  the  falling  of  subcutaneous  cellular  texture  (pa- 
uiculus  adipo:«us)  were  too  evident  facts. 

Although  it  had  been  my  intention  to  continue  the  examination  for  the 
fifth  week,  these  feelings  hindered  me. 

The  process  of  oxidation  was  much  increased  in  the  II  period  fO.5  gram 
Calcium  chloride)  and  in  the  III  period  (1  gram  Calcium  chloride),  and, 
nevertheless,  the  need  of  RkmI  was  not  increased ;  however  the  oxidation 
in  the  IV  period  increased  to  such  an  extent  (daily  average  decrease  of  the 
weight  of  the  body  125  grams)  that  one  might  have  expected  in  conse- 
quence uu  increased  need  of  food.  Instead  of  this  a  certain  indiOerence 
ibr  food  was  felt,'.

September  23d,  1872.  Began  lu  evening  to  take  10  drops,  and  continued 
same  twice  a  day. 

September  27th.  Dull  headache  at  back  of  head,  commencing  about  11 
x.yi.,  gradually  increasing  up  to  bedtime  12  p.m.  Experienced  the  same 
kind  of  a  headache  when  suffering  from  a  bilious  attack.  Bowels  relieved 
in  the  morning;  took  meals  as  usual,  and  meat  at  supper-time.  Head- 
ache very  bad  at  times  during  evening. 

Septemlwr  28th.  Slept  well,  headache  gone,  but  head  light,  which  feel- 
ing passed  off  after  breakfast;  bowels  relieved  same  evening.  Stopped 
medicine  for  two  days. 

October  1st.  Recommenced  medicine,  same  dose  as  before. 

October  13th  (Sunday).  After  breakfast,  about  10.30  a.m.,  bowels  natu- 
rally relieved,  and  went  out  for  a  walk.  Shortly  experienced  a  depressed 
tired  feeling,  which  came  on  gradually.  In  half  an  hour,  felt  an  inclina- 
tiou  to  vomit  and  faint.  Sat  on  the  roadside  and  drank  cold  water;  rested 
half  an  hour  and  became  better.  Obtained  a  carriage  and  drove  four 
mites,  teeling  better,  but  very  cold,  so  much  so,  that  I  walked  a  mile  beside 
the  vehicle  to  get  warm  and  keep  up  circulation.  Reached  home  at  2.30 
P.M. ;  felt  dizziness  in  head ;  no  pain.  Urinated  frequently ;  eructations 
constantly.  At  5  F.M,  attempted  to  eat  a  biscuit ;  felt  faint,  giddy,  and 
inclined  to  vomit,  so  went  to  bed.  Body  cold,  with  frequent  chills  passing 
up  the  .spinal  cord  ;  at  same  time  head  and  temples  hot,  and  cheeks  burn- 
ing like  fire.  After  a  time,  with  rugs  on  bed,  I  became  very  hot  and  per- 
spired; pulse  quickened,  but  I  was  too  ill  to  attempt  to  count  it.    These

feverish  symptoms  of  heat  and  cold  continued  alternately,  with  nauoea,  but 
not  actual  sickness  until  I  got  some  strong  coffee  to  sip,  then  I  vomited 
about  the  contents  of  a  wiueglaas,  a  yellow  bile.  This  was  about  5.30  p.m"., 
and  a  lesser  quautity  was  vomited  an  hour  later.  Oppression  of  chest  and 
short  respiration,  but  no  iucouvenience  at  heart.  Lips  and  throat  very 
dry  and  parched,  having  to  moisten  them  with  tongue  every  minute  or  so. 
Head  painful,  with  throbbing  and  confusion.  Sipped  coSee  as  an  antidote 
all  night.  Got  little  or  uo  sleep,  tossiug  from  side  to  iside.  Had  felt  slight 
pain  when  moving,  in  the  inside  of  right  thigh  just  below  crotch,  two  days 
before.  During  night,  felt  all  down  back  of  right  thigh  to  be  very  sore, 
red,  and  bard,  so  much  so  that  I  bad  a  difficulty  in  turning  over  in  bed. 

October  14th  (morning).  Convale^jcent  but  weak.  Thigh  so  sore,  swollen, 
and  painful,  that  I  could  not  bend  the  leg  in  walking,  and  walking  gave 
me  pain  at  every  step,  even  with  the  aid  of  au  umbrella  as  a  walking 
stick.  In  fact,  I  was  quite  lame.  Travelled  120  miles  by  train.  Toward 
bedtime  chills  camo  on  again  though  sitting  close  to  fire.  Chills  continued 
in  bed,  they  seemed  lo  commence  in  the  feet  and  run  up  the  spinal  cord. 
Occasional  movement  of  the  feet  in  bed  seemed  to  bring  on  the  chills. 
Alternating  with  the  chills  were  Bts  of  perspiration,  the  same,  but  less  in 
degree  than  the  previous  night.  Restless  and  feverish,  with  head  and  face 
hot ;  breath  foul ;  unable  to  sleep.  Camphor  rub.  gave  relief  and  sleep. 
Puke  on  going  tu  bed  weak  and  thready.  Urine  dark  red,  like  home- 
brewed beer,  and  with  strong  smell.  No  noticeable  deposit  after  twelve 
hours'  standing.  Cramplike  pains  in  centre  of  paliu  of  right  band  when 
grasping  anything,  lasting  many  days.  Pain,  but  less  in  degree,  in  wrist, 
when  moving  it.  Slight  soreness  and  swelling  of  right  palate,  giving  jiain 
when  moving  jaws  in  eating,  lasting  two  days. 

October  loth^  Well,  except  thigh,  which,  however,  is  better,  but  has 
confined  me  to  the  house.  Diffused  red  blotches  came  out  on  thigh,  ele- 
vated and  papular,  and  went  away  in  three  days;  noticed  to-day  veins  of 
hands,  which  are  usually  full  and  elevated,  seemed  thinner  and  depressed, 
and  as  I  thouglit  shrunken  or  contracted,  so  as  to  be  hardly  di.^tiuguish- 
able.     Drank  coffee  during  day,  and  took  several  doses  of  Ckimph.  rub. 

Ocloher  16th.  Better  night.  Thigh  not  so  sore  ;  could  bend  leg  slightly, 
and  walk  about  house  a  little;  no  pain  when  sitting  or  lying.  When 
standing  up  tu  walk,  tingling-hurning  pain.  Aconitum  lotion,  on  lint,  with 
oil-silk  over  swelling,  and  Aconitum  Ix  internally,  continuing  Cufiee, 
enabled  me  uext  day  to  walk  out,  and  all  symptoms  passed  away. 

Pk6vino  No.  2. 

Had  been  taking  the  drug  in  Ix  dilution  for  some  few  days,  when  tlie 
following  pliysiologicul  effects  were  produced, 

September  '27th,  1873.  Slight  pain  in  left  foot,  no  superficial  tenderness; 
no  itiHammation.  Tenderness  seemed  located  in  tarsal  bones  of  the  foot; 
pain  only  on  movement,  or  on  bearing  weight  on  foot. 

Scptcrnbor  28tb.  In  the  morning,  on  waking  and  moving  foot,  found 
increased  i)ain  ;  had  to  keep  to  house.  Took  Ilcpar  sulph.  2s  twice,  which 
seemed  to  increase  pain.  Had  a  very  bad  night,  intermittent  pain  without 
nioveriicnt,  while  foot  rested  on  bed.  Restless;  kept  moving  foot  about 
the  bed.     Pain  orainplike. 

September  29lh.  Pain  nearly  all  gone,  except  when  attempting  to  move 
foot  in  bed  ;  took  two  doses  of  Aconitum  Ix  dil.    About  6  p.u.,  pain  when 
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font  was  at  rest,  so  ^vere  for  about  an  hour,  that  it  brought  tears  to  my 
eyes;  took  coffee,  and  pain  while  foot  remained  at  rest  soon  cea^d.  Con- 
tinued drinking  coffee  frequently  to  the  end,  and  had  no  more  pain,  except 
when  moving  foot  or  bearing  weight  on  it.  Instep  slightly  red  and  swollen, 
still  no  outside  tenderness.  Could  not  let  foot  touch  the  ground,  the  pain 
was  so  acute,  yet  by  putting  the  foot  down  very  gradually  in  spite  of  some 
pain,  and  over  a  space  of  one  or  two  minutes,  and  by  degrees  bringing  the 
weight  of  the  body  upon  it,  I  could  stand  without  paiu.  Immediately, 
however,  I  took  the  weight  off  again,  however  so  gently,  the  pain  came 
back. 

September  30th.  Foot  improving,  can  put  it  to  the  ground,  and  bear 
weight  for  a  little  time  occasionally. 

October  1st.  Still  improving,  cau  use  foot  more.  A  redness  came  out 
simultaneous  with  the  improvement ;  used  cofiee  as  a  lotion  on  rag  for  an 
hour,  which  sent  the  redness  in  and  made  the  foot  worse,  so  I  stopped  it. 
Slight  pain  in  right  foot  before  trying  coffee  lotion. 

October  2d,  Left  foot  better  ;  right  foot  has  now  become  affected  in  same 
manner,  and  now  is  the  worse  of  (he  two. 

October  3d.  Still  improving,  but  the  left  foot  the  better  of  the  two. 

October  4th.  Improving,  able  to  put  on  a  large  pair  of  loose  boots  and 
go  into  garden. 

October  5th.  Condition  nearly  normal,  put  on  ordinary  boots,  and  slowly 
took  a  short  walk.     Next  day  quite  well. 


CARBONEUM  SULFURATUM. 

Authority.  59,  T.  Wilson,  M.  R.  C.  S.,  Brit.  Journ.  of  Hom.,  vol.  xvii, 
p.  274,  effects  of  vapor. 

April  15th,  1857.  In  good  health,  aged  thirty-eight  years.  Yesterday 
I  was  exposed  in  a  small  room  to  the  vapor  of  the  Sulphuret  of  carbon, 
for  half  an  hour,  in  the  evening.  To-day,  in  the  afternoon,  pain  com- 
menced suddenly  iu  the  right  lower  eyelid,  as  if  bruised,  first  observed  on 
t<mching  the  eyelid,  and  near  to  the  outer  angle;  after  a  short  time  the 
same  bruised  feel  in  the  upper  eyelid  came  on,  over  the  region  of  the  lach- 
rymal gland  ;  the  globe  of  the  eye  at  the  upper  and  inner  part  has  the 
same  bruised  feeling;  the  pains  are  all  aggravated  by  movement  of  the 
eye  or  lids,  also  by  pressure;  the  eyelids  of  the  same  eye  feel  as  if  swollen, 
but  are  not  so  ;  the  conjunctiva  of  the  lower  eyelid  redder  than  usual,  at 
the  outer  margin  of  the  lid;  sensation  as  if  a  stye  would  begin.  Hum- 
ming noise  in  left  ear.  The  above  feelings  were  all  new  to  me.  never  hav- 
ing had  anything  (»f  the  sort  before. 

16th.  The  same  lo«'er  eyelid  hot,  painful,  sore,  .«lightly  swelled,  rather 
red  near  the  outer  angle  of  the  eyelid. 

17th.  Since  yesterday,  continued  humming  in  left  ear,  extending  to  the 
back  of  the  head  ;  stye  forming  on  right  lower  eyelid,  hot  and  paiuful. 

18th.  Loud  humming,  like  wind  in  the  distance  ;  left  ear.  Lower  eye- 
lid very  red  and  swollen,  more  so  at  the  outer  edge;  punctured  the  stye 
with  a  lancet,  a  small  quantity  of  muco-purulent  discharge  came  away. 
When  talking,  I  feel  obliged  to  raise  the  voice  on  account  of  the  loudness 
of  the  noise  in  the  ear. 

In  the  evening  and  during  the  night,  always  a  feeling  of  fulness  at  back 
of  bead,  with  huramiog  noise  there ;  these  sensations  gone  in  the  morning. 
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Yeaterday  took  Piil.  3d  without  relief. 

Drowsy  day  aud  night  ever  since  exposed  to  the  vapor  of  the  Sulphuret 
of  carbon. 

Yesterday  after  dinner,  and  during  dinner,  feeling  of  deafness  in  the 
left  ear,  as  if  obstructed  by  a  thick  substance. 

19th.  Noise  continues,  worse  after  food ;  left  ear  rather  deaf,  and  feels 
obstructed.  Lower  eyelid  discharges  yellow  thick  pus;  this  moruiug  not 
so  painful. 

Touk  tincture  of  Belladonna  Ist  dil.,  a  few  drops  yesterday,  with  slight 
relief  to  the  uoise  in  the  ear;  it  returned,  however,  in  the  evening  as  bad 
as  ever,  with  oppression  at  the  back  of  the  bead.  To-day  took  a  few  drops 
of  tincture  of  Belladonna  yVth,  without  the  slightest  relief 

20th.  Noise  iu  the  ear  not  quite  so  loud.  Vertigo  this  morning  felt  at 
the  back  of  the  head.  Severe  laryngeal,  tracheal,  and  bronchial  cough 
came  on  yesterday,  continues  to  day,  with  soreness  in  the  chest ;  expectora- 
tion of  thick  mucus  this  morning. 

Took  Merc,  sol.,  3d  trit.,  gr.  ii,  and  Phos.  3d,  three  hours  afterwards. 

22d.  Cough  continues,  but  not  so  severe ;  sneezing,  running  at  the  nose, 
with  profuse  discharge  of  thick  mucus,  lachrymatioo,  and  headache  in  the 
forehead  and  back  part.  Headache  worse  yesterday,  this  evening  nearly 
gone.  Noise  in  the  ear  much  less,  but  still  continuing  slightly.  Symp- 
toms of  the  last  two  days  like  influenza. 

Took  Merc,  vi  v.,  2d  trit.;  Kali  hydr.,  Ist  dil.,gtt.  iv  ;  Hep.  sul.,  3d  trit.; 
one  dose  of  each  at  various  periods.     Eyelid  about  well. 

27tb.  No  noise  in  the  ear  to-day,  except  a  little  before  rising  In  the 
morning.  No  deafness ;  this  is  the  first  day  since  the  noise  in  the  ear  coui- 
Qieoced  that  I  have  been  free  from  it.  Still  running  at  the  nose,  and 
cough  first  thing  in  the  morning,  getting  easier  by  bedtime;  ceasing  en- 
tirely when  lying;  mucous  rattle  in  upper  part  of  left  lung  a  few  inches 
above  the  nipple.  The  right  nostril  bled  a  little  yesterday  and  the  day 
before. 

30th,  Rather  loud  noise  in  left  ear,  like  gusts  of  wind  through  a  fuuiiel 
or  hollow  tube.     Influenza  continues;  herpetic  eruptiun  on  the  upper  lip. 

May  3d.  Noise  in  left  ear  has  continued  since  last  date,  more  iuterniit- 
ting,  and  not  so  loud,  Cuugh,  with  expectoration  of  mucu.f.  Mucous 
rale  iu  the  upper  part  of  the  IcM  lung  on  first  waking  in  the  morning. 

Took  one  dose  of  tincture  of  Bell.,  m.  1st,  to  day. 

12tb.  Noise  in  left  ear  continues,  other  symptoms  about  gone.  Very  low- 
spirited  from  the  first  symptoms  till  yesterday. 

20th.  Noise  in  left  ear,  but  less  severe. 

2i3th.  Noise  in  the  ear  abuut  gone. 

28tli.  Another  stye  forming  on  right  under  eyelid.  Noise  in  the  ear 
heard  slightly  at  times. 

June  14th.  Occasionally  noise  iu  the  left  ear. 

July  5th.  Nuise  in  left  ear  returned  yesterday,  it  has  continued  at  in- 
tervals ever  since  ;  same  noise  as  before. 

The  left  ear  continued  afiected  for  some  mouths  after  this  time  by  the 
morbid  sound,  but  le^  in  degree,  and  it  finally  ceased  altogether,**. 

CINNAMOMUM. 

Auihoriiy.  3,  Henry  Von  Musitia,  M.D.,  copied  from  MSS;  a  woman 
took  40  drops  of  tincture  in  half  a  tumbler  of  water,  at  2.30  p.m.,  March  (ith. 
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Numbness  all  over.  Stupefactioo  of  the  head  immediately.  Mouth, 
blisters  all  over,  at  7.30  p.m. 

March  7th.  MorniDg,  very  drowsy ;  heavy,  uopleaaaat  feeling.  Head- 
ache, stupid,  dull.  Crogsoess.  In  the  evening,  no  apiietite;  mouth  and 
tongue  sore,  cannot  eat  on  account  of  the  sortoess  of  the  mouth.  Face 
suuten,  sickly  look.  Eyea  deep  in  the  sockets.  Sleepy,  no  desire  for  any- 
thing. The  abdomen  feels  sore  to  touch.  A  feeling  as  if  her  left  leg  were 
shorter,  especially  on  walking.  She  thinks  that  the  left  side  of  her  face 
is  smaller.  She  imagines  that  the  left  side  of  the  brain  is  shrunken. 
Backache.  In  the  whole  abdomen,  a  feeling  as  if  everything  were  suppu- 
rating. Great  bearing  down  in  the  genitals.  Scanty  yellow  discharge 
from  the  vagina.     Tongue  very  dry,  without  thirst,  after  eating. 

March  8th.  Morning,  in  the  abdomen  a  slight  tension  and  drawing  from 
both  ovarian  regions,  as  if  a  thread  were  drawn  in  that  direction.  Head 
dull,  left  side  seems  smaller.  Left  eye  seems  smaller.  Numbness  all  over 
the  left  side.  The  rawness  and  soreness  of  the  mouth  and  tongue  soon 
returned  after  rinsing  the  month  with  cold  water.  Fingers  seem  bwullen. 
Symptoms  seem  relieved  after  breakfast,'. 


DIGITALIS. 

Atiihorily.  104,  Drs.  Flechner,  Frankel,  Schnellei-,  and  Winternitz, 
Zeit.  der  k.  k.  Gesel.  der  .Erzte  zu  Wieu,  1^47,  p.  171,  three  men  made  a 
proving  with  the  tincture,  beginning  with  2  drops  and  increasing  to  160, 
and  in  one  case  to  400. 

The  small  doses  up  to  30  drops,  produced  scarcely  any  effect  except  a 
hitter  ta^tc  and  some  eructations ;  larger  doses  caused  in  two  persons  dry- 
ness of  the  lips,  a  feeling  of  rawness  or  burning  in  the  pharynx,  vi.sible 
increase  of  saliva  and  mucus  in  the  mouth,  nausea,  inrlination  to  vomit, 
and  a  constrictive  pain  in  the  throat  and  along  the  cesopliagus,  with  rum- 
bling or  griping  in  the  intestines,  and  tension  caused  by  flatulence;  the 
stoofs  remained  unaffected  in  two  provers,  but  in  one  became  very  dry  aii<l 
indolent,  and  in  another,  after  80  drops,  there  was  sudden  diarrhiea.  The 
symptoms  from  100  drops  and  upwards,  were  pressive  pain  in  the  forehead, 
obscuration  of  the  eyes  ;  in  one  case,  oppressive  pain  beneath  the  ensilorni 
cartilage,'"*.
